ſet Sinorix to lay him. And though no ſuch thing chanced (as God 
kozbid it ſhould ) yet this at leaſt A ſhould be ſure to get by it, that my 
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huſband euer after would be ielous ouer me, ę right careful would 
he be to kepe that which he ſaw others ſo builp to ſceke. And ſuch 
is the malice of men) perchance he would indge ſome light behaui⸗ 
our in mee to bee the cauſe that enouraged Sinorix ts attempt my 
chaſtito. Foz men haue this common opinion among them, that as 
there is no ſmoke but where there is ſome fire, ſo ſeldome is there 
anv fetuent loue, but where there hath bin ſome kindnes ſhewed to 
kindle ones deſire.

And ſhall he ſwim in bliſſe, and J lie 
dzoncht in depe deſpaire 2 Shall he be ingoꝛged with pieaſure, and 
I pine away in painc 2 No, J will make him feele that once, which 
he maketh me feele a thouſand times a day. And herenpon determi- 
ned with himſelfe, by ſome meanes o2 other, to pꝛoture the death of 
Sinnarus , thinking thereby the ſoner to obtaine his purpoſe of his 
wife. And calling vnto him one of his ſwearing (waſhbuckler ſer- 
uants, he laid beſoze him the platfo:me of his purpoſe, and told him 
p'ainely, if he would ſpeedily diſpatch Sinnatus out of the wap, he 
would gius him a th2uſandcrownes in his purſe, to kepe him in 
an other Country, Vis ſeruant, though altogeti;er paſt grate, yet 
fa; faſhion ſake began to aduiſe his maſter moze wiſely, ſaving. 

Fo2 mine owne part it maketh no matter:fo2 an other C ountrey 
is as god foʒ me as this, e I count any place my Countrey, where 
Imayline well, and wealthily: bat fo2 pour part it behooneth you 
to lok m33e warils to yonr ſelfe, fo; that your loue towards Cam- 
ma is knowne to diuers of the Cittp, by reaſon wherof, if A ſhoulz 
commit any ſuch act, it muſt needs be thought that you muſt needs 
be acceſary thereto, which wil turne though not ts your death (foz 
that none hath authozity aboue pou to execute the rigour of the 
lawes vpon you, ) pet to your btter ſhame and repꝛoach it cannot 
but conuert. . 

Tuſh (ſaith his maſter) the caſe is light, where tounſaile can take 
place: what talkeſt thou to me of ſhame, that am by iniurious and 
fpitefull dealing dep2iued the vſe of reaſon , and diſpoſſeſſed of mp 
wits and ſenſcs * Neither am I tl: firſt that haue plaide the like 
part.

The man ſeeing how his maſtcr was bent, both to ſatiſſie his 
minds, and to gaine ſo great a ſumme of monep, pꝛomiſed to per- 
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foꝛme his charge: which with opoꝛtunity of time and place he did. 
And ſ&#inx Sinnacus ona time (in ill time) paſſ ing thozow a blinde 
lane of the Cittie, he ſhzowded himſelfe in a toꝛner, and as he came 
by, ſhot him thoꝛo w with a Piſtoll: which done, he fozthwith fled 
the Country, Camma hearing of the cruell murder of her huſband, 
and by the cirenmſtanc:s, knowing Sinorix to be the authez therof, 
tearing her haire, ſcratching her face , and beating her body a- 
gainſt the ground, ſo ſone as the flods of tearcs had flowne ſo long 
that the Fountaine was dꝛy, ſo that her ſp#ch might haue paſſage, 
which befoze the teares ſtopped, ſhe began to cry out in this careful 
manner. 
O God, what inffics is this, to ſuffer the earth to remaine pol- 
tated with the blond of innocents? Diddeſt thou curſe Cain fog kil- 
ling his bꝛother Abel ? and wilt thou not crutiſie Sinorix foz flay- 
ing Sianatus? As it foz our crying crimes that thou wilt not, oz is 
it to vs a heaup tzyall , that thou delaieft to pꝛeſerue thy ſeruants 
from the (laues of Sathan :? Jftherebeenoſafetym innotencp, 
wherein ſhall we repoſe sur ſelues * If thou be not our Pꝛotectoz, 


who ſhal defend vs: It the wicked vanquith the ver tusus, who ſhal 


ſet fozth thy Honour and gloꝛy ? 02 who will ſo much as once call 
bpon thy name e But what meane J w2etched Wight to exclaime 
againlt God, as the authour of my euili whereas it is onip my ſelf 
that am guilty of my huſbands death? It is I that pampꝛed vp my 
beauty, ts make it gliſter in the ſight of euery gazing eps, in the 
th:iftleſſo thzed whereof this Tyꝛant was entangled, that to bn- 
winde himſelfe therout,he hath wꝛought all this miſchiefe. At is J 
that would not detect his doing to my huſband, whereby he might 
haue pꝛeuented the perill which hung ouer his head. And ſeeing J 
haue been the cauſe ofhis death, ſhal (being a murderer) remaine 
aliue:? Did Alicione, ſeeing the dead tarkaſſe of her huſband Ceix 
caſt on ſhoze, willingly caſt her ſelfe into the Sea ts accompany his 
death: And ſhall Tſee my (wee, Sinnatus ſlaine, and and not d2ink of 
the ſame cup: Did trus Thisbe goare her goꝛgious body with the 
ſame ſwoꝛd wherewith pꝛintelp Piramus had pꝛickt himſelfe to the 
boart 2 And are not my hands ſtzong enough to doe the like Did 
Iulietta die bpon the co2pes of her Romeo ? And ſhall my body re⸗ 
maint on earth Sinnatus being buried? Eogentie death come oy 
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thy dir etul dart, and pearte my painkull heart, and with one death, 
rid me cut of a thouſand deaths at once. Foz what thought doe 3 
thinke on mp Sinnatvs, which doth not pzocure me double death 2 
Chat thing doc A (& belonging to him, which is not a trebble toz- 
ment to me? But it is cowardlineſſe ts wiſh foꝛ death, and coura⸗ 
giouſneffc valiantly ts take it. Yes, J can and wil beſte w my life 
loʒ my Sinnatus ſweat ſake. But O God ſhall that Tirant remaine 
aliue to triumph in his trecherp, and vaunt in his villany-Shal 3 
not [& his fatall dap.befoze my ina l end ? It is his bload that wil 
be a moſt ſwet ſacrifice to the ghoſt of my Sinnatus, not mine: and 
then can J end my life contentedly, when J hauc offered vp this ac⸗ 
ceptable ſacrifice, and vntill ſuch time as J haue oppoꝛtunity here⸗ 
to, J will pꝛolong mp dolefull daies in dire full griete, and only the 
hope of reuengement ſhall heauily hold my lothlome life and ſoꝛ- 
rowfull ſole togither: Foz other cauſe why J ſhould deſire life 1 
haue not. foz that am vtterly depꝛiued of all toyes of life. Foz as 
the bird that is bzuiſed with ſome blow, lyeth aloft on thcleaucs, 
and heares his fellowes ing, and is not able to vtter one warbling 
note out of his mournefallvoice,, but ratł er hates the harmonie 
which other birdes do make: ſo J, my heart being bꝛuiſed and bꝛo⸗ 
Ren, ſit ſolitarilp alone, t ſa ſom hang about their huſbands necks, 
ſome cloſely clip them in their armes, ſome trific with them, ſome 
talke with them: all which fight redoubleth my paine, to think my 
ſelfe depꝛiued of thoſepleaſures: pea ts a wzetched wounded heart 
that dwels in dole,cuerypleaſant ſight turnes tobitter ſpight,and 
the onecly obiect which ſhall euer content mine cyes, ſhall be the de- 
ſtruction of that Lirant which hath bꝛonght me ts this deſolation. 
20w Sinorix thinking that Time had taken away her teares 
and ſozrow, and ſuppoſing that neither ſhe, neither any other had 
ſuſpected him fo2 the murder of her huſband, began toenter into 
the liſts of luſt again, and with a ne | 
ſet vp6 her. But ſhe ſoutach abhozred him, that if ſhe but heard his 
name it cauſedher nature to faile in her, and al her ſcuſes to faint: 
ſo that whru heo ſaw.no poſlib lito to impeil her to impiety, bee 
meant to maue her in the way of marriage, 4 cauſed her neere kinſ⸗ 
folke and friends to ſolicite his ſute vnto her: who partly foꝛ ſeare 
of his diſpleaſurc, partly foz that they knew it would be greatly to 
er 
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her aduancement, laboured very earneffly in the matter, and were 


ſo impoꝛtunate vpon her, that no anſwer would ſatiſfie them. Now 

Cam na ſting ſhecouldnot be rid of her friends, x fozeſ&erig that 

bythis means ſhe might be rid of her enemp, aarced to takehim to 

Huſband. And the day of the ſolemnizing ot che marriage beeing 
tome they went together to the temple of Diana, where all thinges 

acco2ding to cuſtom being conſummated, the bꝛide wire (as thevſe 

was) dꝛanke to her huſband in.d2inke as ho thought, but inderd in 

poyſon which che had pꝛouided of purpoſe: & when ſhe ſaw he had 

branke vp his death ſhe ſaid vnto him:Go now and in ſtead ofthy 

mariage bed, get the a graue,fo2 thy mariage is turned to murder 

a puniſhment iuſt fo; thy outr ag iaus luſt truel tyranp,. fo venge⸗ 
ance aſketh vengeance, and blood, blod, and they that ſow laughter 
hall be ſure to re pe ruine and deſtrugion. Now Sinorix hearing 
theſe woꝛdes, and feeling the fo2ce of the poiſon to wozke within 
him, allaped all the remedies he could to heale himſelfe, but all in 
bain?.Camma alſo feeling the poyſon to pꝛevaile within her, fell 
vpon her knees befoꝛe the altar of Diana vttering theſe woods. 

O Goddeſſe thou knoweſt how, ſince the death of mp ſweet hul 
band, this life hath bin moſt loathſome and ſower vnto me, + that 
the only offering bp of this ſacrifice kept me from him, which now 
in thy pꝛeſente J haue perfozmed J think my ſelf ts haue ſatiſfied 
my dutp, and purchaſed thereby a paſpoꝛt, to pate ta the place and 
paradiſe where my huſband hath his habitation. 

Ammediatlp vpon this ſo well as ſhe could ſhe crauled home to 
her houſe, where ſhe was no ſoner , but ſhe had ccrtaine tidings 
b:ought her that Sinorix was dead: Mherewith with great iop 
che taſt her ſollo downe vpon her bed, and called her little childzen 
about her, and blelling, and buſſing them, ſaid. 

Alas pꝛetty Imps, who ih now defend pou from pour foes: who 
ſhal redꝛeſſe pour w2ongs? pour father is gone, vour mother is go- 
ing, and pou pooꝛe ſoules muſt abide behind, to abide the bzunt x 
bit ter blaſt of this wzetched woꝛld. Ah ik the lone which I bare my 
buſband had not bene exceeding great, nature would haue cauſsd 
me to haue had ſome care of you, and foꝛ pour ſake to haue ſuffred 
my ſelf ſomtime longer to liue: but now as A haue ſhewed my ſelfe 
a louing wife,ſo J ſcarce ſhewed my ſelfe a natyrail mother. _ 

as: 
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alas, it was reaſon J ſhould pzeferre him befoze pon, who was the 
authaz of pou, and who bleſſed me with you. Mell, I ſee now my 
time is come, mp tongue begins to faile , come deare childzen and 
take your laſt eonge of pour loſt mother, God ſhield pou from 
ſhame , God pꝛeſerue peu from perill, God ſend pou moꝛs pꝛoſpe⸗ 
rous foztune then pc ur poze Parents haue had.

But deſfinics ſe daaue, that ſhoztly after this, on a night in his 
let pe he ſeemed in ſet her ſtand apparently befoꝛe hm only a ſtrung 
imaginatiß aſſuring him that it was the) which ſightfunk ſo d&@p- 
ly into his heart, andbzought him ſuch exceſſine delight, that

Progne hearing the earneſt ſuite of this Pzince, and ſ&ing no - 
thing in him to be miſliked, conſidering alſo what haſte his requeft 
required, fwd not vpon the nice termes ofher virginity, but with:

of Octauian the Emperour , chanced to fire his eyes on the face of 
a noble Gentle-woman , named Agrippina, the daughter or M. A- 
grippina. And as the mouſe mumpeth ſo long at the baite, that at 
length ſhe is taken in trap: ſo he bit ſo long at the bavt of her bean? 
ty, that at length he was caught in Cupids ſnare. And on a time as 
chte was at Cards in the Pꝛeſence chamber, this youth ſtod ſta» ⸗ 
ring in her face in great ſtudy: which ſhe perceining , to bꝛing him 
out of his ſtudy, pꝛaied him to reach her a bowle of wine which 
ſteod vpon a tup⸗board by: and as hee appꝛoached therewith to the 
place of her pꝛeſente, his ſenſes wers ſo rauiſhed with the ſight ot 
her (wat face, that he let the boule fall foth of his hands: and re- 
tyzing back with ſermely ſhamefaſtneſſe, went fo: moze, and being 
come therwith, ſhe thanked him foz his paines : ſaying, pzay God 
that fall af the Mine, hinder not mp winning, and bꝛing mi ii luck, 
fo2 Jknow many that cannot away to haue Salt, op Dzinkezoz any 
ſuch bike thing fall towards them.

were in moſt diep diſtreſſe of moſt dangerous diſeaſe: everpſwet 
woꝛd pꝛoceæ ding from her ſugred lippes, is of foʒte to fetch me from 
death ta life. But alas, how true do J trie that ſaying, that t uerp

And 
chal A then, biring but a pogze Gentleman, ſ&>&ke to W — 
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ſelle in place ſo high? Mall Aby my rude attempt, purchaſe at leaft 
the diſpleaſure of her friends and parents, and perchance hers alſo, 
wh to diſpleaſe, would be no leſſe diſpleaſant vnto me then death: 
Alas, and muſt loue needs be rewarded with hate 2 Puſt curteſte 
needes be tounteruailed with cruelty? Buſt gad will needs be re⸗ 
turned with diſpleaſure: Js it poſſible that bounty ſhould not abide 
wherc beauty doth abound ? and that curtefie ſhould not accompa⸗ 
ny her comelinefle 2 Yes, I am ſure at the leaſt ſhe will ſuffer me to 
loue her, although her young yeeres and high eſtate will not ſuf- 
fer her tolone me: and though ſhe will not accept me fo2 huſband, 
pet A am ſure ſhe will not reiett me ta ſeruant : and though ſhe wil 
not receiue my ſeruice, pet I doubt not but ſhe wil courteoully take 
the tend: ing therof vnto her.

And though frowning Foꝛtune toſſed him foz a while in 
the tempeſtuous ſeas of aduezfity,yet at the length he ariued at the 
hauen of happy eſtate, and was reconciled to the god grate and 
fauour of the Emperour againe. And though at the firſt my ſhip be 
ſhakon with an vy blaſts , pet in time I doubt not but to be ſafely 
landed on the ſh. ꝛc;, nd haue my ſhare oł that which na ſhewers of 
ſhꝛe wo foztune ſhall teepe me from. Hs is not wozthy to ſucke the 
ſweet, who hath not firſt ſauoured the ſowze. And as the beauty of a 
faire woman, being placed by a foule, blaſethmoze bzightly: ſo each

row. Did not the peril which Leander ventred in the ſea, and the

fo: befides the feeling of the pꝛeſent pleaſure , the remembꝛance of 
the perill paſt delighteth. Beſides that, by how much moze a man 
hzardeth himſelfe fozhis miſtris ſake,by ſo much the moze he may 
nifeſteth the conFancy of his loue, and meriteth meed at her hands 
moꝛe woꝛthily. This ſaying alſoisnolefle tried,thentrus,and foz- 
tune euer fauoureth the vahant, « things the moze hard, the moge 
hauty,high,and heauenly:ncithcr is any thing hard to be accompli- 
ſhed by him which hardiy cnterpziſcth it. 
Midith theſe and ſuch like ſayings, encout aging himſelfe, he pur⸗ 
poſed to purſue his purpoſe, and favled not daily to attend vpũ his 
Piftris with all duety and diligence, and ſought all occaſions her 
tould to let her vuderffand his lopalHeue, and great god-will to- 
wan · ds her: which ſhe perteiuing, dildained not to acknowledge by 
her amiable and courteous countenance towards him, wherwith 
be helo himſelfe as well ſatiſfied, as if he had bin made Ponarchof 
the whole wozid. And though he were oft determined in wazys to 
pꝛeſent his ſuite vnto her: yet when it came to the point he ſhould 
haue ſpoken,feare of offending hr. altogether diſapointed his pur.

At is not vnknowne (deere wife) that for my ſake you 
haue ſonrwhat ſuſtained the ill wil and diſpleaſure of pour friends - 
and tis nat nne likewiſe to vou, that fo: your ſake 
Ahaneſuſtained ſome labour, in ſeking your pzeferment,and get- 
ting the Emperozs good wil, who onely may pzefer vs nom as the

Foz Ennius ſaith flatly, 
There is no friendly oꝛ faithful dealing tobeloktfoz at any mans 
dands, in matters pertayning to a kingdome: and Euripides mas 
keth it in a manner law full foꝛ a kingdomes ſake to tranſgrefſe the 
limits oł law, nature, and honeſty. Which opinions J map ſuſtiſte 
by many examples , as of Numitor and Amulius , who though they 
werenaturallbrethzen, yet Amulins being the yonger, depoſed his 
elder bꝛother from the kingdome of Rome, fluehis ſonnes, e made 
his daughters virgin Veſtalcs, that they might not marry, and haue 
ifue male to ſucceed the czaowne 2: Likewiſe of Romulus and Remus 
who being bꝛethren, bozne at one birth, yet becauſe Remus thouly 
iniop na part of the kingdame, Romulus found: means tomake 
him away. Lhe like is reps2ted of Eteocles ane Polinices, of In- 
gurth towards Hiempſal and Aſdcubali ::allwhich were bzeth;en, 
and by natures lawes moſt niereip linkedtogether.

not perfectly ſo good, pet in reſpect of change , which moſt wemen 
delight in, they arc commonly counted better: as pour ſelues, if you 
were once maried, perchaunce would ſap, oz at the leaſt think. But 
A thinke this nedfull, to put you in minde, that by the example of 
Agrippina pou counſaile pour huſbands to content themſelues with 
their calling , not to ſoare to high, and flie abone their tay, and 
with foliſh Phaeton, and pouthfull Icarus, come to c:nfufion. It is 
pour parts alſo to weigh your huſbands wealth, and not to decke 
pour heads and neckes with gold, when he hath none in his purſe, 
not to ſwim in ſitkes. when he is dꝛowned in debt, not toabound in 
bꝛauerp, when he is pinched with pouerty. Foz you know, it is pour 
part to take ſuch part as hee doth , whether it be pouerty oꝛ riches, 
wo oꝛ wealth, pleaſure oꝛ paine. But ſurely in my fancte, that man 
is to be begged foz a fole,who wil pꝛefer his Wines pleaſure befoʒe 
his owne and her p:ofit, her will, befo:e his owne wealth, her vani⸗ 
tic, befoze his owne ability. And as it is great intiuility and chur- 
tihneſſs in a man to denp his wife any thing which is reaſonable: 
ſo is it great imbecility and childiſhneſſe to graunt her any thing 
which is vnreaſonable: and hereof commeth the vtter vndging of a 
great number of young Gentlemen, And as it is wiſe and louing 
carefulnefſe to pzonide well foꝛ ones Wife : ſo is it fond and doa⸗ 
ting curiouſnefle, to ſecke and pꝛouide better ſoꝛ her then he would 
do foz himſelfe, whereof came the confuſion of this noble Gentle- 
man Germanicus. | |

He auncient Philoſophers are of this mind, 
that there is nothing doth more argue and 
l ſbew a baſe minde, then couctous deſire of 
coine end riches, and nothing moze ſigns 
i otka noble heart, then not to deſire wealth 
ite one want it, ;andliberally to beſtow it if 
ebe hane it. But J am of this mind that no- 

Le thing doth more argue a mad mind then to 
deſire goods, Which neuer did good but which hauc beene alwares 
the cauſe ot our talamities. What a wozld of men hath deſire of 
wealth waſted in warre? What huge heapes hath it dzowned in 
the ſea? Mhat infinite numbers hath it cauſed Phiſitions to kill- - 
How many hath it mooued lawiers to vndo? Ot how manp mur- 
ders, thefts, lauahters, paricides, treaſous, rebellions, periuries, 
foꝛgeries, adulter ies, foꝛnitations, hath it biene the cauſe? Xs lupi⸗ 
ter himſelfe abuſed gold and pelle, to abuſe Danae that virgin. But 
you wil ſay though the deſire of goods be deteſtable, vet the poſſeſs 
on is p e. Mhereto J pꝛay pou? to maintaine vs in bꝛauerp, 
in glattonv, in venery, in perdition, and deſtruction, as King Mis 
das wiſhed that cuery thing which he touched might be gold, wher⸗ 
by he was Karued to death. 

Valerius an auntient Romane, weighed wealth ſo little, that 
though he had bene a Pꝛinte + conſul of Rome th: oz foure times 
pet at his death he had not ſo much goods as might ſuffice to bzing. 
him honoꝛably to his graue. but was fainetobe buried at the com- 
mon charge of the citie. Bnt though the immoderate deffreof riches 


be to ha ropzehended', yet muſt Jneodes ſap, that moderately -

account of them is not to be milliked, foꝛ thep are giuen vs of Gov 
to palle the pilgrimage of our life withall, and we mar vſe them, 
and pet not abuſe them, we map make of them, and yet not make 
our gods of them. And as bp duely deſiring and truly vſing them, 
they conuert to our commoditie : ſo by greedy coueting, and naugh- 
ty con / uming them, they turne to our trouble, care, and conſuſion: 
as partly befozc hath ben ſhewed, and plainely hereafter by the hi- 
ſtoꝛv following is pzoned, which is this. 

In Greece, amongſt the people called Argiues , dwelt one Am- 
hiaraus who being a man of greatpcſſcſſions.and wealth, heard of 
a Widowe in the ſame Countrie, of liuing vnto himſelfe, ter 
name was Er-phile,and her nature was ſuch, that ſhe thought gain 
ſweete, howſoeuer ſhe got it. It foztuned this Gentleman fo come 
to her honſe, to ſ& and aſſay her in the way of mariage, and not⸗ 
withſtanding he had moꝛe liking in the lining, then will to tze wo⸗ 
man, pet he laboure d his ſuit as earneſtly as if he had loued behe- 
mently: and at tonnenient time commented his ſuit in this ſozt. 

Gentle woman, I thinke it not niedtull to enter into trarms in 
commending of marriage, thereby to perſwade peu the ſocher 
thereto,fez that you know the dignitie therof,and hane .lready ta⸗ 
fted the pleaſures and commoditfes belonging to the ſame: but this 
chiefly lieih me vpon , earneſtly to perſwade , andhumbly to re⸗ 
queſt at pcur hands, that when it ſhall be your god pleaſarc to 
enter into that life againe, you will count me woꝛzthy (though al- 
together vuwoꝛthy) ts ſerue yt u inſt«de of a Steward, to oꝛder 
and diſpoſe pour things as your ſ@melp ſelfe ſhall ſeeme to ap⸗ 
point, and to eaſe pou of the trouble of trauailing in your stone 
affaires: which J am ſure, foꝛ that pou haue not bane accuſtomed 
thereto , muſt. nerdes much moleſt pou. Fo? it is not mite pour 
young peares ſhould bee fred to any trouble oz trauaile, but tu 
paſſe pour time in pleaſure, accozding to your bꝛinging vp and cal⸗ 
ling , and acco2ding to the cuſtome ot your kinde and ſtxe. And 
that you map not thinke my ſuite to pꝛocerde of any deſire to pour 
gods, pour ſelfe I thinke partly know, and by litle cnquiry may 
perfcctly vnderſ and, that my lands and lining are ſufficient to 
maintaine the pozte and countenence of a Gentlemen of wez⸗ 
Hip : all which 4 willivgly ra ld into 92 hants , to be diſpeſed 
 - at 
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at pour pleaſure, it᷑ it ſhall pleaſe you to vteld pour bodie into mine 
armes, to be imbꝛaced at my pleaſure:ſo that in accepting my offer, 
pou ſhall not onely increaſe pour ſubſtance, but alſo haue a Gentle- 
man af your commandment , who ſhall make moꝛe account of you 
then of all the gods in the wozld. Vis talk ended,Eciphile ſmiling, 
mads him this \moth anſwere. | 
Sir, by how much moze J know the intonueniences and infinite 
troub'es mixed with marriage, by ſo much leſle doe A like to enter 
into that eſtate againe. And as J was once linked with one accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to me liking, ſo looke I not tobe placed againe with anie, in 
whom A can take ſuch pleaſure : and as by holy oath J firmely 
bound my faith vnta him, ſo in this minde J am in, onely my death 
ſhal diolue that bond, and the ſowze remembꝛance of my ſweet huſ- 
bands death, ſhal take away the renuing of all pleaſures of life, and 
altogether moztiſie in me the minde to marrp any moze. Foꝛ his 
loue was ſo exceeding great towards me, that I feare to finde the 
like at pour hands, oz any man els. Foz where you p2ofefſe to bee 
my ſteward and ſeruant, Jam ſure if you were once ſure of that 
you ſteke faz, you would thinke pour ſelfe good insngh to bee my 
od and Baiſter , and pou would diſpoſe my gods neither at my 
pleaſure, neither to my p2ofit, but that which is mine ſhould bee 
yours, and pours your owne. And where pou pꝛetend to pꝛeferre 
me befo2e all woꝛzlolp gods, I take it rather fo weꝛds of courſe, 
then talke of trueth , fo2 as in the fapꝛeſt Roſe is ſonoſt found a a 
Canker , ſo in faire ſpeech , is falſhood and faining rifeſt. Foz 1 
know the faſhion of you men is, by pour ſubtilty to deteiue our im- 
plicity , and by a few filed wozvs , to bꝛing vs into a fooles Para⸗ 
diſe. Yea you haue ſet it downe as a ſetled ſentence amongſt you, 
that he whichknowethnot how to diſſemble , knoweth not how to 
line. herefoze J peelde no other faith to pour wozds, then their 
fained kalſhood deſernes , noz no other conſent to pour requeſt, 
then the mall acquaintance you haue with me may iuſtlp craue. 
But ik hereafter in d#ds, I all ſee as plaine p2oofe in perfect 
goodwill, as pour wo2ds impozt likelihood of earneſt loue , per- 
chance I ſhalbe as zealqus to calf liking towards yon , as now J 
am ielous to calf doubts of pou. By this time dinner was ſerued in, 
wherupon their talk ceafſed , andpzeſently after dinner the gentle- 
man 
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man had occaſion to depart, Now Eriphile being alone in her owne 
houſe, began to diſcourſe vpon this matter by her ſelf, and notwith⸗ 
ſtanding ſhe had no great minde to the man, vet ſhe felt in her ſelf a 
great luſt to his lands, and thought her ſelfe moze then happy, if ſhe 
might haue them ſafely aſſured and made oucr vntoher:and in this 
thought, vttered woꝛds to this ſenſe. 

Why, what though I canno: find in my hart to loue and litze him 
aboue all other? Js it requiſite that euery mariage be grounded on 
loue As though we ſe not daily ſom to marry in reſpect of riches, 
fome in reſpect of honozs, ſom by conſtraint of friends, and ſom vx = 
on ſundzp other conſiderations : and fo2 my part, J count it ſuffici- 
ent to haue maried one fo2 mere loue, and hauing loſt him whom J 
did loue intirelp, I thinke it not lawfull, o2 at the leaſt not poſſible, 
ener to loue any againe heartily, foz truelone euer decapeth, when 
the party truely beloued dieth. And as my heart is hardned to take 
his death patiently,ſs will it not be mollified to ſuffer the loue of a- 
ny other to ſinke therein deeply: like as the Potters clap being ouce 
hardened in the Ouen, will not be made ſoft againe to receiue the 
impzeſſion of any other fozme. But to ſpeake my fancy freely, J ſc 
not how we women are bound to loue aur huſbands ſo much: wee 
are onelo commanded to honour and obep them, which J count (uf- 
ficient , and moꝛe then foꝛ my part J meane ts perfomme: Beſides 
that, loue conſiſteth in the heart. Now it is our bodies only that are 
bound to our huſbands, as by isining of hands befoze the congre- 
gation is plainely ſhewed. But if J determine not to loue him, how 
can A looke foꝛʒ any loue at his hands! Tuch that is the leaſt mat- 
ter amongſt a hundzed, ſo long as I map abound in bzanery, ruffle 
in riches, and participate with his goods, J care not to communi⸗ 
cate in lone with him : J am to olde nom to liue by lone. And pet 
wherefoze is womens wit counted full of wiles, if A bee not able 
ſo to deſemble the matter, that hee may thinke Jloue him depely, 
though A hate him deadly? But if it ſhold come to the wozſt, that he 
ſhould perteiue my diſſembling towards him, and reward my cold 
kindneſs with heate of hate, why, J knowe the woꝛſt of it: My 
beauty is not ſo blaſted, but enow will make account of me to my 
contentation. So that all things 3 A ſer not how J can 
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do better then fo accept this Gentlemans offer, whoſe large lands 
and reuenewes are able ts ſupply all other want whatſoeuer. Foz 
what diſeaſe is ſo deſperate, whith mony may not medicine: what 
wound ſo deadly, which copne cannot cure? what life ſo loathſome 
which goods cannot make gladſome 2 Shoztly after this, there 
made repaire bnto her houſe a pouth, moꝛe wilful then wiſe,named 
Iufortunio, who hauing ſcencher once o2 twice befoze,was ſo blea⸗ 
red with her beauty, that it dazled his ſight , and toke away his 
fo:eſtght in all things: and comming to her pzeſence he pzefcrred 
ſachlamentable ſuit, & ghoſtly reſemblances vntoher, that a rigo⸗ 
rons repulſe ſcemed ſnfficient to pꝛocure him a pꝛeſent death. The 
Gentlemoman ſe&ing the furioas aſſaults of this froſh-water-ſouls 
dier, knew how to traine him to the field of her falſhod, and make 
him march vnder the cnſtgne of a merciles miſtris, and cruel Cap- 
taine: and ſometimes fed him with woꝛds ofcomfozt, to put him 
on ops, 0nd by and by feared him with daubts of deniall, to dziue 
m 


diſpaire. And as the-Nozthelt wind firlt gathereth vp the 


clouds, and then bp puffs putteth them abꝛoad again: ſo ſhe firſt by 
louelp loks allured tobzing him in, and then with frowning face 
lowꝛed to dzine him awap, the onely end being toſpozther ſelle in 
his paine: pea,and if the conld,of his god wil to make ſome gaine. 
The poꝛe Gentleman percciuting theſe Haggard trickes, and that 
aſſone ſhe ſhould be well comming to the luer, and by and by check 
at it e ſoare away, was ſa amazed thereat, that he knew not what 
ta reſalue vpon. Ind as the tree hewen downe with axes, redy to {al 
with a blow oz twain, tottcrethenerp way, being vncertaine which 
wap to fa |: ſo his mint diſtracted with doubtful deuiſes wauered 
vnconſtantlp, now bending this wap, now bowing that wap, wil- 
ing to retire his deſire , but not able to ſet his fancy rie. And not⸗ 
withſtanding her peruerſe dealing pitifullp perplered, and terribly 
tozmented him yet he perſwaded himſelf, that as from moſt ſharp 
Zhomes,to wit, the Roſe tree ſpꝛing moſt ſwet flowers: ſo from 
bitter annop,won!d come pleaſant iop,and of his heaup ſuit, happ 

ſucceſſe Tuſh(ſaith be)the Perchant often fliceth the Sea;thong 
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the ground, though not certaine to ſaue his ſeed: but pet hope of 
good hap carricth all theſe to their enterpꝛiſes, and why ſhould not 
the ſame hope wozk the ſame effect with me? Wes, nothing venture 
nothing haue, J wil purſue my purpoſe whatſocuer come of it. 

How the Gentle woman (as J ſayd) ceaſed not td bapte him 

continually with courtly banquets, as deſembled fauor, vncertain 
hope, curtcons congies, amiable lookes, and ſuch like, but hee on 
the contrary as ono that meant truelp, ccaſed notto feed he2 with 
faire wozds, with faithfall pꝛomiſes with earneſt oathes,withma- 
ny a rich iewell and coſtly gift, which ſhe willingly receiued with 
ont condition, and wililp kept without reſtitution. In this means 
while came the other woer againe to renew his ſuit a freſh,andſ@- 
ing this young Gentleman, as he thought, in greater fauonr,began' 
greatly to feare his owne part, and thought the graſſehad ben cut 
from vnder his fert: and as acunning Pilot ſ@ing the ſea rough, 
and the winde contrary to his caurſe, caſteth an anker leaſt the ſhip 
be driuen againſt therockes , oz into ſome coaſtscontrary to his 
minde:ſo this Gentleman, fearing leaſt wiltul waues in the Gen⸗ 
tlewoman ſhould ſet her fat in the ſandes of dipper ſubtilty , and 
daſh his ſuit againſt the rockes of repulſe. hald in the maine Geat 
of her minde, and by the ankers of aduiſe ſo ſtaped her tcourſe, that 
no wind, which any wilful youth could blow, could cauſe her any 
thing to blow oꝛ wauer: and by aſſuring her to a larger ioynter, he 
was choſen to rule her ſkerne, where the other was kept ſtill vnder 
the hatches: who all this while that they were toncluding the con- 
tract was in his chamber buſil»deutfing verſes n pꝛaiſe af his Mi- 
fires: but hearing of the ſoꝛry ſucceſſe of his ſuit , by a handmaid 
of the Gentlewomans, he was confounded in himfelfe,thathis in- 
uention was cleane marred, e hisd:uice vttcrip dacht: yca he was 
fo farre from wziting that he had not a woꝛd to ſap, oꝛ a thought 
to thinke. And ſurely in my iudgemen⸗ he reapeth the right reward 
of his doting deſire, f92 their eneiy graftes of griet᷑e muſt needes 
where ſuch raw couceite doth ſet, and ſuch raſh conſent doth 
fowe. Foz neither was his loue grounded vppon vertae-, 
where with ſhe was not indued, neither vppon beauty, wherewith 
ſhe was not adoꝛned. Foz neither can cruelty be cloaked under 
vertue, neither the trealon ol vntrueth conered vnder beauty (fo

the diſpoſition of the mind followeth the conftitution of the bodie ) 
fo that it was his owne ſel fe-wil and fond fancie, that dzew him in- 
to ſuch deapth of affection , and therefoze with griefe was faine to 
gather the fruits of his folly: And being come to himſelfe, he began 
to rage in this ſo2t. 

And is my true loue thus triflingly accounted ot: Shall he with 
his traſh moze pꝛeuaile, then J with trueth 2 And will her moze 
reſpect gaine then god will O iniquity of times, O coꝛruption 
of maners, O wanering of women. Be theſe the fruits ol thy faire 

lokes : Is this thehap of the hope thou putteſt me in? Js this the 
delight of the daliancethou vſed{ with me: herein truly thou maiſt 
be fitly reſembled to the Cat, which plapeth with the Bouſe, whom 
ſtraight ſhe meaneth to flay, oz the Panther, who, with his gap co- 
lours and ſwiet ſmell, allureth other beafts vnto him, and being 
within his reach, he rauenoully deuoureth them. But if A ſhould 


ſet thee fo2th in colours, I thinke the ſauage beaſts would bee loth 


to bee likened vnto thee : = trueity, thou mapeſt compare with 
Anaxarete, who ſuffered Iphis to hang himſelfe fo2 her ſake : Foz 
inconſtancy, with Creſſed, who fozſooke her truſtp Troylus : fo; 
pꝛide, with Angelica, wis contenmed all men: fo2 treaſon with He- 
len, who ranne away with Paris from her huſband Menelaus. But 
what raſhnes is this in me to rage and raile againſt her, whereas it 
is lons, God, and the deſtinies that haue decreed my deſtruction⸗ 
Foz mariages are guided by deſtinp, and God hath indued women 
with this p:operty, to be wedded ts their wils: either doth lone 
learne of fozce the knot to knit, ſhee ſerues but thoſe which feele 
. [wet fancies fit : foz as ſtreames cannot be made to runne againſt 


their courſe, [o vuwilling loue, with tears noz truth cannot be won. 


So that this onely chopce is left foꝛ mee, either to die deſperately, 
o2 to liue lothſomely. And as the birde incloſed in Cags, the Cage, 
doe being ſet open, and the Hauke her enemy ſitting without 
watching fo2 her, betweene death and pꝛiſon piteouſly — 8 
ſtandeth in doubt whether it be better ſtill to remaine in pꝛiſõ, oz to 
goe foꝛth ta be a pꝛey foz the Hauke:ſo ffand J in doubt whether it 
be better byloſing life to get liberty, o2 by lining, to become thꝛall 
and bond, and liue in continnall tozment and deration of minde. 
Foz loue hath taken ſo depe rote in mee, that neither reaſon yr 
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 beingatliberty her meant not ta came in bandes, and being now 
ſet ſre@ from her fraud and talſhaid. he! JC Di ae be trayned to 
her treaſon. Neither ( (ſapth he) doth that hold oz Cattle merrite 
mercy,which yelds rather fo2 want of freſh ſapply,thenat the ſuite 
of the beſieger. Neither is the pꝛiſoner to ber pittied, who being 
Judge, ioped in ſenerity and cruiexty; neithex is that clients _ 
to be conſivered,who-beinga Counſaller,bealtin de tales of other 
without conſcience. The Gentlewomay ſing her ſelfe thus re⸗ 
paorhfully repulſed, in very chollericke concetts conſumed awap 
Jam here Gentlewamen to admoniſh pau, not to ſuffer your 
ſelues to be carried away with couetouſneſſe: au ſ& to what mi⸗ 
ſerable end it bꝛought this married diſlopall couple: and as well 
fo2 your ſakes, as mine owne, J would wiſh you, who are indued 
with wealth ſufficient ta make a mã (as they ſay)e who are at pour 
owne diſpoſition and choice, e pal > emp ap:ayto - 
any,who hath no narde of pour wealth, neither; will gratefully ac- 
cept your gods, but rather frankly fo bequeath your ſelyes to ſome 
pozepomnger bzother, who may thinkehimſelfs made by marrying 
you, who may thanke his wife oncly fo his wealth, who may im- 
puts his doping ane ta hauing you: whom pou may binde to 
you by beniſits, hs wil no doubt endeudur to counterpeiſe pc ur li⸗ 
ning with his loue, and pour gods with his good will: who will 
rather ſerue vou, then ſ>keſuperiozity oner pou : who will rather 
be your man, then your maiſter: ycur Liege, then your Lozd:your 
ſubiect,thenyour ſoueraigne: wherby pou hal liue as pou liſt, pour 
Hall pleaſure you, your gods ſhall do yon god. And what- 
oene2 be your common ſaping , that you muſt as well loue to liue, 
as line to loue: vet ſurely in my fancy,J thinke it farre better fo2 a 
married couple to liue together without lining; then without lone; 
fo; what little lining will ſaffiſe nature, who knoweth not? but 
whatloathed lines bes where loue dothlacke , looke but ints the 
lines of the parties now but repoꝛted biito you, And if you cre⸗ 
dite not my repoꝛte of them, no moze bat marke your poozs neigh- 
bours , how quietly and merrily they paſſe their time in pouertie, 
alliſted onely by the calme of contentment and lone : and then 
conuert poar;eyes to the view 9 other eſtates, and loke how 
3 bn, 
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much of them with 
to their demands: you muſt not fed them with falſhood;bjaw'thew 
on with delay g tözment them with trifting ; as Etiphile vid Her 
Tafortunio to her 6wne infoztumate hap, as it lnckily' afteewards 
did light: foz tt is Gods wozd and will; that fuch meaſure/as is 
met ſhall be meaſured againe, and they that delight to downs 6 
ther in doloz Hal notſwimme long in pleaſure! themſeiues, J 
know not what effect my wozdes will fake, fo that à know not 
how you corrtly dames account ot my tunning: but bot6z0iny vun 
face, A am abie ta afpre you this, that the girles or cut parity 
thinke that weich Sir Richard himſelfe cannot make a better preath 
then J can: bat it may be, you wil th nke me ouer {auicy with my 
liſping lips to prefer perſtwaſions to them who are as voyd af folly 
euery wap, as my ſelfe ef wit any way. Yet conſidering -how qui 
etly you tek the ruds rapling of Amphiataus againf you, J nes 
not doubt, but that you wil take in gov part the woꝛdes which art 


well meant towards pou, and it not fotlow them, yet not -miſlike 
2 rather weigh the wil of the ſpeaker, then the wozth of the 
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Tethus and Virginia.

metus te Lycabas to parle of peace. New Lycabas either thinking 
he had him at ſeme atuantage, cither not minding to put op iniu⸗ 
rics befoꝛe receiued, would accept no tondil ions ol veace. but by 
Ad metus ſeut his father flat defiance : So the warre continued be⸗ 
tweene them in as great rage, as it had dore the fo:mer time of the 
> reigne. But pet hate cauſed not ſuch hot ſkirmiſhes between the pay 
rents, but that lous fozced as fierce aſſaults betwane the childzen, 
.Fo2 it was ſo that Lycabas had a daughter named Alceſt, who what 
tinte AJmetus was in her fathers Court to intreat a peate, chaun⸗ 
ced onfofher chamber window to haue ſight of him, and he at the 
ſame time þappened to incounter a viewe of her. And as mall 
dꝛoppes o? ra; ne ingender great flouds , and aslittle ſeeds growg 
great trees: ſo of this little loke and ſight, grew ſuch great loue 
and delight, that drath it ſelfe tould not diſſolve it. Foz as women 
be of delicate and fine mettal, and therfoꝛe ſon ſubiect to lone, ſo Al⸗ 
ceſt after this firſt ſight was ſo ouergon in god will towards Ads 
merus, that thee fired her onely felicity, in framing in her fancie 
the fourme of his face, and pꝛinting in her hart the perfection of his 
rep And as nothing bꝛerdeth bane to the bodp ſoner then trou⸗ 
le oł mind: ſo ſhe perſeuered ſo long in ſuch penũne paſſtons, and 
carefull cogitations, that her body was bꝛougbt ſo lowe fo2 lacke of 
the ble of lp and meate, that ſhe was faine to kerpe her bed: and 
by reaſon that ſhe coucrtiy tonccaled her grief, it burned ſo furiaul⸗ 
ly within her, that it had almoſt cleane conſumed her away. Mer ſa⸗ 
ther ſe&ing her in this heauy caſe, aſſembled ali the learned Phſliti- 
ons he could learne of in the Country, who haning ſeene her, were 
altogether ignoꝛant of her diſcaſe,and were at their wits end, what 
medicine to apply to her malady. Dome thought it a conſumption, 
ſome a burning Feuer. ſome a melanctolly humoꝛ, ſome one thing, 
ſome another. And her father examining her how it held her, and 
what diſeaſe ſhe thought it tobe, he anſwcred.that it was a ficks 
nelle which it pleaſed God to ſend her, and that it was not in the 
helpe of Philicke to heale her, but her health was onely to be had 
at Gods hands. Now Admetus on the other ſide hauing the p2offer 
of many pꝛinces made him in the wap of mariage, made dery cares 
leſſe account thereof, and ſemed in 3 mind to be very 9 
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thoſeoffers. And as the ſtgbt of meat is verytothſom to him whoſe 
ſcomacxe is ill, oa hath alt eady eaten his i, fo that little ſight which 
he had of Alceſſ had fed his fancy ſo full, that to ſee, 03 ſo much as 
think of any other woman, was moſt grieuous vnto him. And not- 
withſtanding the griping paine ol lone cauſed ſome grafts of griefe 
to begin to grow in his heart: yet by reaſon that he had the tonduc⸗ 
ting of the army ropall vnder his father, he was ſo buſilp occupied, 
that hee had no great leaſure to lodge an louiug thoughts within 
his dzeaſk. But fee how the deſtinies dealt to dꝛiue the bargaine 
thozow. There aroſe a quarrell betwe&n the two armies,touching 
certain points wherin the law of arms was thought to be bzoken:to | 
/ decide which controuerfie, Admecus was ſent poſt to Lycabas, who 
fitting by his daughters bed nde, had woꝛd hꝛought him that Adme- 
tus was toms to the Court to impart matters of inpoztance vnto 
him. Now at this inſtant there chanced one of the Phiſitions to hold 
Alceſt by the armes ts file her Pulſes,and where befoze they beate 
derp fe&bly, as if hee had bene ready to ptld ts the ſummons of 
voath , thi no ſoaner heard that meſſage bꝛought vp to her father, 
but that her Pulſes began to beat with great foꝛce and liuelineſſe: 
which the jon perceiaing , perſwaded himleifs her had found 
the cauſe of her calamity, but foz moze aſured pʒooſe he whiſpered 
the king in the eare, defiring him that Admetus might be ſent foz 
thither, and there to make relation of his meTage vnto him, which 
the Ring cauſed to be doneaccozdingly : Admerus was ns ſoner 
admitted into the Chamber, but her Pulſes began to beate a- 
gaine with wonderfull ſwiftnefſe , and ſo continued all the while 
he was in the Chamber : who ſ&ing his lone in ſuch danger of her 
life, thiugh he vnderſtood not the cauſe therofk pet he taſt ſuch cares 
fall conntenaice towards her, that ſh& eallly perceined he did par⸗ 
ticipate in paine with her, which made her caſt ſuch glances of good 
will towards him, that he eaſily vnderſt@d it was fo2 his ſake three 
fa{kained ſuch ſozrow and ſicaneſſe. But the feare of her Father, 
who was his mo2tall foe , and the vigent neceſſity of his affaires, 
- fozced him to depart without manifeſting vnto her the manifolde 
god will he bare her. And though his departure were little better 
then death to the Damſell, vet fo2 that chee knew her lous to be in⸗ 
tountred with like affection (whereof bofoze ſhe dd * thee 
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began to dzine away the darke clondes of diſpayꝛe, and fo ſuffe* 
the bꝛight light of hope to ſhine vppon her. Admetus being gone» 
the Phiſition toke the King aſide, and told him his daughters dil 
ſeaſe was not derined of any diſfemperature of the body, but on? 
ly of the diſquictnes ofthe mind: and to tell yen the truth plainly 
ſaith he) it is only the ferucnt affcction thee beareth ts the young 
Pꝛinte Admetus your enemp. that foꝛceth this feeblenes and faint⸗ 
nes in her: c told the King by what means he tried the truth therof. 
The King at theſe woꝛdes was marucilouſly diſquicted, perſwa- 
ding himſelfe that it was ſo indeed, and that Admerus on the o⸗ 
ther ſids boꝛe affection to his daughter, ſoꝛ that al the time of his 
talke with him, he continualip turned his eyes towards her bed, #4 
would often times giue him anſwers nothing pertinent to the que⸗ 
ſrians which he pꝛopoſed bnto him, as hauing his cog itations con- 
uerſant in other matters. Upon this the King went to his daugh⸗ 
ter, and as the Phiũtion miniffreth to his patit ut bitter pills and 
purgations to expeit groſſe and ill humo2s, and then applyeth icni⸗ 
tiues and reſtozatines to b2xed and wing againe good bloud :(s 
he firſt vſed ſharpe thꝛeatnings vnto her, to expell the foxce and ſu⸗ 
ry of her loue, aud then vid gentle perſwallons, to reſtoze her to 
her fo2mer health and quitt minde. Bat neither che ſowzenefle of 
the ane, neither the ſwertneſſo of the other could pxcaaile:fo2 ſalues 
ſeldome helpe an orcrlong ſuftered ſoꝛe: it is to late to ſhut the ſtay 
ble d zo, when the ſtar dis ſtollen: it boteth not to ſtop the bzeach, 
when the Zowne is over-flowne : it is ts late to diſlodge loue out 
of ones hꝛeſt, when it hath infeeted beloꝛe euerp part of the body. 
Foz as ſowning moꝛtiſteth enery member, as peſtilente infecteth 
ouery part, as poyſon pearſeth every veine : ſo loue, if it be not in 
time loked to, will baing body and minde to vtter confuffon. Foz 
this Uirgin was fo vanquiſhed by loue , that ſhe neither fozced her 
Fathe2s fayre woꝛds, neither fearedhis ficrce thzeatnings , but 
tould him playnely, tee would not denie the loue hee beare 
to Admetus , neither could caſt out of her mynde the liking 
the had conceiued of him: and therefoze humblp craued pardon, 
if ( ſaith ſhe ) it bee offenco to loue him honeftly , which de- 
ſerueth it wozthily . But ber Father in a fury flung from 
her , ſaying, Ges ſhould W him with ioy, and = 
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the ſhould neuer find anymoze fatherly furtherance at his hands, 
then the greateſt enemy hes had. The young Pꝛinceſſe perceiuing 
her fathers good will thus alienated from her, repoſed her onelp 
comſozt and confidence in Admetus, hoping that he ſhould ſtand her 
inſterd of both a friend, phere, and father: and with as conuentent 
ſp&@d as ſhecould, wꝛote a letter to him, to this end. 

Jf(moſt ptereleſſe P2ince ) nei iſity oꝛ loue had law, J might be 
thought perchaunce ta tranigreſſe the law and limits of modell p, in 
firſt giuing the onſent, ohr ras A ought not eaſily to haue elded 
being allaulted. But ſ&eing neceſſity and lack of opoꝛtunity: by rea- 
ſon of the rigoꝛ of the warres perchaunce cauſeth you to conceale 
that which pou would diſcouer, and vehement loue and feruent de- 
firefozceth me to diſcouer that which J ſhould conceale , J thinks 
it lelle offence by this meanes to ſupply pour want, and ſatiſſie my 
own deſtre, then, by ſtanding vpon the nice tearmes ol my Paiden⸗ 
lie eſtate, to ſuffer both of vs to pine awap in paine, fo2 lacke of be⸗ 
ing p2tay to each others minde and purpoſe. Therefoze you ſhall 
vnderſtand, the cauſe of my wziting is this. What time pour god 
hap(Jhope) was to be at my Fathers Court, I did per teiue (it de⸗ 
ſire to haue it ſo did not dectiue me ) your affection was great 
towards me, and that you ſermed not a little tobe pinched with my 
paine : to eaſe pou of which griefe , A thought it my duety to terti⸗ 
fie you, that the certaine hope which J thereby conceiucd of pour 
lone and god wil, did pꝛelently reftoze me to perfect health: Ind 
further to let pou vnderſtand, that the onely cauſe of my ſickneſſe 
was, the firſt ſight which I had of you, the diſpaire that J ſhould 
neuer ber ſo foꝛtunate as to obtaine you. Now as the ſame hand 
which did hurt mer. did helpe mir: ſo if A haue any way wounded 
vou, I ſhallbe ready to make pon whatp'afer it pleaſe yon, to 
heale pour hurt. And indging the ſincerity of pour mind by the 
cleereneſſe of mine owne conſcience, J commit my ſelfe wholy into 
pour hands, pꝛeſuming thus farrc of pour perfect loue towards 
mie, that yon i ill not in any wap ſeeke the diſparagement of mine 
honour (which J hold farre moꝛe deare then loue oz life) but accept 
me fo: pour lawfull and louing Spouſe, and that wap pon oncip 
and at ano time ſhall diſpoſe me at pour pleaſure. Þy father by 
ill foztune hath found out our tone , and ſtormeth greatly *

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ſo that A thinne his haggard heart is by no meanes to be retlap⸗ 
med: But J thinke indirect dealing bythe daughter may be vled, 
when the Father rather by rage then reaſcn is ruled. Therekoze 
if you thinks ſo good, J will ſecretlp conueigh my ſelfe to 
what place you will haue me: But I commit this matter to pour 
wiſdome, and mp ſelle to pou, remapining yours onely end euer.

Now Admetus euer after his retucne from the Court of Licabas 
was dzinen into ſuch dolefull dumpes, and gouerned his charge of 
men with ſuch heauy cheare, that his Father examining him very 
krictly of the cauſe therof, enfoꝛted him to tonfeſſe his careful taſe. 
M hic he no ſoner heard, but he fozthwith diſcharged him or his 
charge, ſaving. he was fitter to bee one of Cupids carpet Captaines, 
then to march vnder the mani enfigne'of Mars, and that he would 
haue no ſuch laſciuisus knights in his army. Fd; (ſaithhe) if any 
part of the body be putrified, it muſt be tut oll, ſoꝛ feare of infecting! 
the whole bodp. And told him plainely, if hee went foz ward with 
his follo, her would neuer take him foz his ſonne, neither ſhould he 
euer ſucced in the Ringdome by his conſent. The poung zince 
with-dzew him-ſelfe ont of his fathers pꝛeſente, and got him to his 
Pauiltion 9x Tent,where he was no foonec ſadlp ſet dawne, but he 
was preſented by a truſty Peſſenger with the Ketter of Alceſt, 
which ſo ſoone as he had read, he ſcented to bee rapt into the third 
heauen : but conſidering on the ther ſide the difficulty of reaping 
the fruites of loue, and weighing the perrill of his katht e viſplea» 
ſure, he was thzowneinto the deepeſt dungeon of Mel. And as a 
Woate bozne by the tide againſt the winde,ſecteth'donble fozce and 
is compelled to yeeldboth to wind and wane, ſo this ponng Pꝛince 
being dzinen by the fozce of loue, and the mind and pleaſure of his 
father, felt double dolour, and was toꝛmented with both. But at

aeg : | captiue 
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withſkand the aſſaultes_ of a floziſhing young man? And ſhall 1 
cowardly pe&ld to a fading old min, without any aſſault 2 O long 
without law. O rage without reaſon, O will without wit, O fan⸗ 
cy fraught fall of fary and frency. God God, where are now 
thoſe lofty lookes J was wont to vſe tolouers 2 Where are the 
cop counten mces, the haughty woꝛds, the ſolemne ſalutations, 
the dainty dealings, the courteous congies, and ſuch like? Alaſſg 
now Jam made to ffoupe without ſtale, vo come without call oz 
lure, pea to the emptp fiſt, But alas, who is pꝛiuiledged from the 
foꝛce of loue? No, there are none ſo ſtout, but lone maketh them 
coupe, none ſo wiſe but loue maketh them koles, none ſo ſhamfaff, 
but loue maketh them bold. And though J ſhould firſt bewrap 
\mpalfection, and makeloue to king Minos, the offence is rather to 
be pit tied then puniſhed. Pea themoze frankly J offer him my god 
will, the moze friendly no doubt but hee will accept it, and the 
_tefſe he hath deſerued it, the moꝛe will he endenour himſelfe to be 
thankefull fo: the ſame, Neither can he but take it as an vndoub⸗ 
ted ſigne of derpe god wil, ik J giue the firlt onlet in this ſkirmiſh: 
neither can it any way redound to my ſhame, the end being honeſt, 
and ut) meaning in the way of marriage. And it it be lawfull to 
follow the example of creatures without reaſon, doth not the Cow 
low to the Bull 2 doth not the Pare neigh to the Hoꝛſe:? doth not 
the Peaw blea foz the Damme: doth not the Falcon cal to the Taſ⸗ 
ſel gentle: the Gerfalcon to the Gerkin! the Sparhauke to the Pul⸗ 
ket :? And ſo of all other creatures, the females are moꝛe foꝛward 
that way then the males. Beſides that, by how much weaker wo⸗ 
men are then men, by ſo much moꝛe they are to bee bozne withall, 
if they be leſle able to beare the heauy burden of loue then men. A⸗ 
gaine, by how much moze the loue of women is moꝛc feruent then 
of men, the moze fiery flames of foꝛce mult fry within vs, which 
without great griefe cannot be concealed oꝛ couered. And whereof 
ſpꝛingeth this errour, that women may not farſt make louczbutonly 
ok a pꝛeciſe and curious tuſtome:? Nay rather a pꝛeiudicial and care⸗ 
full cuſtome (A map terme it) to vs women: foꝛ wherof cometh it, 
that ſo many of vs are ſo euil matched in marriage, but only hereof, 
that we are tied to that hard chopce of thoſe y offer their loue vnto 
ds; whereas ifit were lawlull fo vs ta make loue where we — 
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beſt, we would neuer marry but to our mind and conlentation. Laſt 
ly, I am not the irſt that haue plaied the like part, and that which is 
done by a a laudable example, is lawfully done. Fc2 Venus her ſelfe 
peelded her ſelfe to her darling Adonis without any ſuite made on 
his part, Phxdra made ſuite to Hippolitus, Oenon pleaded her right 
with Paris, Dido did Aeneas to vnderſtand how depely ſhe deſired 
him, Bryſei ſought the god will of Achilles, Adale ſin by her gouer⸗ 
nelle mads loue to Aletane, the Dutcheſſe of Sauoy went on pilgri⸗ 
mag, to the Knight Mendoza. Infinite like examples J could als 
leage : and why is it not lawtull foꝛ me to do the like, and make loue 
to King Minos, who perchaunce would firſt haue (ſued fo me, ik he 
had firſt ſeene me:? Pet let the woꝛld iudge what they wil, J wil doe 
what 3 ſhit indge beſt foz my ſelfe, and with as connenient ſped as 
Ima?, J will either by letters 02 deeds doe Minos to vnderffand 
what minde I beare him. And as ſhe was buſily beating her bꝛains 
hereabout, one of her moſt truſty and louing women came vnto her, 
humblo requeſting her to make her pꝛiuy to ber perplexitp: Alaſſe 
god madam (ſaith ſhe ) if you want any thing, let pour friend s vn⸗ 
derftand it, and it ſhall be pꝛouided. It my pooꝛe leruice may ferue 
pour turne, aſſure your ſelfe. neither reſpect of honor, liuing, oz ufe, 
hall let me from doing anv thing which may deliuer pou out of dil⸗ 
treſſe. It you haue impꝛiſoned pour liberty auv where, and giuen 
pour ſelfein the fetters of fancy, A know a Gene woman, my fami⸗ 
liar friend, who can ſtand pou in as much ſteed fo2 the obtayning of 
pour purpoſe, as any Gentlewoman in this Court. 


The Pꝛinceſſe deſirous of aide in derdiſtreſſe, pꝛaied her woman 


to pꝛocure the coming of that Gentle woman with al poſſ ble ſpced. 
Uhere-upon the wapting woman cauſed one of the p:inces gentle⸗ 
women to goto this honef: woman. and in her name to defire her to 
tome to the Pꝛinceſſe ou tha! vnderſtãd, this acntlcwomas name 
who was ſent foꝛ, was Pandarina, in her pouth a ſeruing woman, x 
one which knew moꝛe faſhions then was fit foꝛ honeſt women, but 
now, maried to an honeti gentlemã, ſhe entreth into a new religio, 
ſermeth to renoũce her old faith , z ſetling her ſelf in ſuch hipocriſte, 
that ſhe rather counter.ctied cunninglp, then lined continently. But 
to paint her out nor e vi nlp, ſhe was moꝛe coy then comely, moꝛe 
fine then wcl lauduced, moꝛe loity — pꝛoud then p20, 
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per,in92e pꝛetiſe then pure, moꝛe ſuperſtitions then religions, moꝛe 
ol ſpite, then of the ſpirit, and pet nothing but dininity would down 
with her, moꝛe tealious then zealous, either iudging her huſband by 
her ſelfe, oz iudging her ſelfe vnwoꝛthy the ſcueral vſe of ſo tommo⸗ 
vious a tommon as her huſband was. Mel, ſuch as ſhe was, this 
pong gentleman of the pong Pꝛinces was ſent foz, and at the firſt 
comming (accoꝛding to the faſhion)he kiſt her, and hauing done his 
meſſage, with frowning face ſhe told him ſhe could not goe to the 
Pꝛinces, and though ſhe could, pet would ſhe not goe with him. 
The Gentleman ſome⸗ what a baſhed hereat, returned to the Gen⸗ 
tlewoman that ſent him, and told her what anſwer this honeſt wo- 
man made. NAho maruepling much thereat, went p:eſcntly her ſelfe 
vnto her, deſiring that Gentelman to accomyany her. Being come 
to her lodging, after a few ſalutatiens, Pandarina pꝛaied the gentle⸗ 
woman either to ſend vnto her a moꝛe modeſt meſſenger then the 
Gentleman ſhe ſent, oꝛ elſe to teach him to kiſſe moze continentlp. 
The Sentlewoman bluſhing ſoꝛ baſhfulneſſe, told her ſhe had not $ 
Ckil to teach men to kiſſe, ſhe thought that cunning concerned com⸗ 
mon Marlots, oꝛ atleaſt married women, rather then her: but (ſaith 
the ) J will tell him of it, that of himſelfe he map amend his fault: 
and calling the Gentleman aſide vnto her, ſhe aſkedhim how hee 
had miſuſod him-ſelfe towards miſtreſle Pandarina in kiſſing her? 
No wap (ſaith he) that J know feꝛz, but if I kiſſed her colde!p,A 
truſt ſhe will attribute it to pong mens baſhfulneſle, andif J kil⸗ 
ſed her kindly, J truſt ſhe will impute it to goed will. Mes marry 
(ſaith the Gentlewoman ) it was moꝛe kindly then ſhee cared foz,02 
liked of, Uerily ( ſaith he) if it were oner kinde , it is moze-then 
A know, o2 mo2e then I meant, foz to ſpeake my fancy freip, J 
know neuer a Gentle⸗ woman in this Land, that J like woꝛſe ok: 
and if ſhe be afraied I be to farre in loue with her, J will be bound 
in what bond ſhe wal, to hate her, no man moꝛe. But Gentlewo⸗ 
man if pou adhibite any credite to my counſell, flee her familiarity, 
eſchew her tompanp: ſuch Saints in ſhew, are Sathans in deve, 
ſuch fapgned holineſſe, is double diueliſhneſſe, luch counterfapte 
continencp, J count little better then bawdꝛp. Foz ſure this is a 
moſt ſure marke to know difſemblers by, that they will alwaieg 
farre exc&de the meane, foz feare of being found in their faigning.

J muſt tell you that 
if von hanour not them pour daies wilbe ſhozt on earth: J mult tel 
vou, that R auens will put out the eyes that blindeth the Father, 
neglecteth the god inſtruction of the Bother, as Salomon ſaith.

Curiatius 4 young Gentleman of the (ity of Albania is Italy falling in- 
to extream loue with Horatia, a young Gentlewoman of the ( iti of 
Rome, after long ſuite and many delayes, obtained her grant ta be hit 
wife, Bat in the meane time, contention falling out between the Ive 
Cities, Curiatius is [lam in the field by Horatius, brother to the ſaid 
Gentlewoman to whom he was aſſured. Whoſe death Horatia moſt pi- 
tifully bewayling, her brother greatly diſcdlained thereat , and cruelly 
thrufteth ber to the heart with his ſword, 


gorma numen habet, Beau'p hath ſome dignitte oꝛ Godhead 
in t, oꝛ ets, contrary to thecommon opinion, Louc is ſome 
heauenly influence, x no carthly accident. Foz ofcuery carth- 
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lp and moztall motion, there may ſome p2obable reaſon , 02 natus 
rall cauſe be giuen: as enery lining creatute'defireth that which 
is good and agreeable to nature, becauſe cuerp thing is deere to 
it ſelfe., and deſtreth the connerſation of it ſclfe in it kinde. As the 
carth draweth downeward, becaufc it is heauy , the fire fleeth vp- 
ward becauſe it is light, the Mater contrarp to it nature okten⸗ 
times aſcendeth to the top of the high hills, to auoyde vacantneſſc, 
the aire fo2 the ſame cauſe often-times deſ cendeth into the poꝛes of 
the earth: as eholericke complexions axe ſooneſt incenſed to anger, 
becauſe they abound with heat: as women are not ſo ſubicct to an⸗ 
ger as men, becauſe they are moze colder ot nature: And ſo of all 
humane actions & naturall effects, there may bo ſome pꝛobable rea⸗ 
ſons, and naturall cauſe peelded. But of loue, it is farre without the 
eompaſſe of reaſon, and bondes of nature, that there can no reaſon, 
no cauſe, no conietture bs giuen of it, neither what it is, wozking 
ſuch diuers effects, neither whẽce it is, p2oceeding of ſo diuers cats 
ſes, neither whither it wil,belng neuer ſatiſffed : therefoꝛe no ear 

ly thing, but ſome ſupernal power ſure it is as pour ſelues (J think?)

which floziſhed in that City: Now it was his chaunte, as he ſtraied 
about the ſtreefes , to ſœ a pꝛoper Gentlewoman (namen Hora- 
tia) fitting at her fathezs doꝛe to take the apre , and to recreate her 
ſelfe with the ſight of thoſe that paſſe> by: and notwithſtanding he 
had neuer ſerne her befoꝛe, pet though the diu ne power of loue, 
he was ſo blaſted with her beautp, that he pꝛeſ entlyp2oclaymed her 
the ſoucraigne of his thoughts, and Ghuernelſc of all his doings. 
And hauing paſſed by her twiſe oz thziſe, with loo bes ſhewing his 
loue, and ſalutations ſigniſiing his ſu t, he could not bee fo ſatiſ- 
fled: but baniſhing baſhfulnclle, he couragioufly encountred her in 
this manner.

O CGentlewoman,ſuffer not the bꝛight Sunne of your beauty to 
be eclipſed with cruelty : contaminate not your comc lineſſe with 
copne ſſe: remember beauty and ccmelinefſe continue not, wkeras 
curtefic and clemencie remaine foz fuer. Ce nſider that vertue is 
the true beautie which carrieth commendaticn with peu at ell 
times, which maketh men lone thoſe whom they deue neuer 
ſeen, and which lupplieth all other wants v hatſocutr. Did not An⸗ 
conius (that luſty gallant of thie Citie) pꝛeferre Cleopatra that 
blacke Egyptian foꝛ her inccmparable ccurteſic, befo2c all the bla⸗ 
zing ſkarres of this City;? And did not the pleaſant Knight Ferſey, 
in reſpett of her vertue fetch Andiemeda from the blate Indiens 2 
- Whereby peu ſe, that bounty befoꝛe beauty is alway to be pꝛefer⸗ 
red. TUihich bounty J belerch you imbꝛate, both fo pꝛeſtrue my 
life, and your owne god name. Alas, what renowne ſhall you 
. reape by killing cruclip him that lc ueth you intirely:? What gloꝛp 
ſhall pou get by dziuing into deſpaire him that was dzawne into 
deſire towards pou 2 Po pity is the only path way to pꝛaiſe, and 
mercy is the meane to make you imnioztall. At the end of the next 
meaſure. ſhe replied in this ſoꝛt. 

Why Gentleman, dee peu thinke it trrelty, not to condiſcend 
to the requeſts of cucry one that maketh lene 2 Doe yeu count it 
vice not to peeld to the aſſaults of cucric laſciuicus peng men: Do 
rcu malie ſo meane account of mariage, that you think it meet foz 
a maide ſo raſhlp to enter into it, witheut ſufficient bnowiedge of 
your ſelfe, ignoꝛant of your lite and cenucrſation, not Incwing 
your ſtate, parents, oꝛ friends: 

Againe, without the conſent of my friends, without their god 
will and furtherance, and which is moſt of all witheut mine ewno 
loue and liking: No, J will haue moze trial ot hum whom z mee ne 
to marry, then I haue had of you, and J will fecle in my ſelf m oze 
ferucnt affection towards him, then as pet J do beare du. You 
muſt cenſider it is not foꝛ a day oz a yeere that a man and a wiis 
muſt continue together, but euen the whole tcarme of their life: 
and that they map not fo2 any reſpect change , becine onte clic i 
ued together, but muſt remaine content the one with the other 
in ſolace and in ſozrow, in fickneſſe and in ſaſeneſſe, in plen⸗ 
tie and in penurp. Weigh againe that the happy life of =o 
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wife onely conſiſteth in the lopall loue of her huſband, and that ſhe 
repoſeth her ſelfe onely in the pleaſure ſhe hath of him. She (02 the 
moſt part ſitteth ſtil at home, ſhe hauketh not, ſhe hunteth not ſhe 
diceth not ſhe in a manner receiueth no other contentation, but in 
his tompanp. He is the only play which pleaſcth her, he is the only 
gaine lo hich gladdeth her, he is the field ſhe delighteth to waltze in, 
is the Foꝛeſt ſhe foꝛceth to hunt in. So that in m iudgement in ta⸗ 
king a huſband, no heed can be to wary, no choice to charie. And 
therfoꝛe you muſt make account, that mariage is a matter neither 
ſo raſhly to be required as pou do, neither ſo eaſiip to bee graunted 
as ou w uld haue ine do.

Like as the Greyhound is grieued to ſee the Hare, ik he be kept in 
the luip, and the Bauke the Partridge, if the be tied in lumes, = 
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the common ſaving is, that which the eys ſoeth,the Heart greeueth. 
Likewiſe to heare of your happy marriage with ſome other, would 
be little better then death vnto me, to thinke that any other ſhould 
enioy that, which bp law of loue is pꝛoper to my ſcife: and to heare 
of pour vnlucky linking with any, would be death it ſeite vnto me, 
to thinke that my onelv toy ſhonld liue in annoy. Therefo:e Y 
thinke the beſt way to mitigate my mar tyꝛdome, is to abſent my 
ſelfe from both hear ing and ſ&ing. J could reaue my ſelfe of life, 
and ſo rid my ſelf of ſtrefe, but alas to imbꝛe w my hands with mine 
ownc bloud, would but bꝛing to my body deſtruction, te my ſoule 
damnation, to my friends deſolation, and to pour ſelfe defamation. 
Mhereas by continuing mp carefull life, J mut at leaſt, oꝛ at laſt 
make manifeſt the conſtancie ot my lone to the whole wozld, and 
ſome way to imploy my ſelf ts do you ſeruice. Foz allure pour ſelſe 
this, that what land ſoeuer J ſhalllodge in, my heart and body ſhal 
be dedicated to do you dutie and ſeruite.

Horatia haning read this letter, and thinking he had ſaffieicutly 
ſounded the depth of his deuotion towards her, returned him this 
comfo2table anſwere. 

Albeit fir, J nothing doubt of rour departure out of yonr Coun⸗ 
trp, foʒ that nothing is moꝛe deere to any man then his own natiue 
ſoile, and beſides I know yeu vſe it only foz a meane to mone me 
to mercy : pet to confeſſe the truth, the ſecret god will which long 
fince I haue boꝛne pou, wil not ſuffer me to conceale from pon any 
longer the ſecrets of mp thoughts. Therfoꝛe pou ſhall vnderſl and 
I haue not vſed this ſtrangeneſſe towards you, fo: that my minde 
bith beenecftranged oz alienated from peu, b it onelp to trie the 
truth of pour god wil towards mee. Foꝛ t io2 one regulſe oꝛ two 
(like an ill hound, which to; one loſſ- o2 twwa.n: a ucth ouer ihe 
chaſe) vou would haue giuen over pour ſui e, Imiaht haue iudge⸗ 
edrightly, tyat pou had loued but lighel .. Hur now I ſee pou con- 
tinue to the end. there is no rea on but von ſhold bo ſaucd, if J may 
tearm it ſauing, the hauing of lo worth ell. a wi. e as my ſelf. But 
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aſſure pour ſelf this, J haue not ſhewed mp ſelfc herretokoꝛe in loue 
ſo cold æ faint , as hereafter pou ſhall ffnd me in affection feruent 
and faithfull. I thinke pour labour ſhall be little to get my friends 
god will: foz if their indgement agree with mine, they wil thinke 
you woꝛthy of a woꝛthy wife , and rather thankefully accept you, 
then daintily delay pon. Thus ready to reſtoꝛe the iniurp I haue 
done vou, with any curteſie conuenient ta my matdenly eſtate, J 
ceaſe, not ceaſing daily to recozd the depth of your good will in 
the bottome of my heart, and endeuouring by all meanspoſſible to 
ſhew my ſelfe thankfull fs2 the lame, 
Yours, and her owne, if yours, Foratia, 

This letter ſo louing, ſo bnloked fo2, ſo ſweat, ſo ſodaine , rai- 
ſed him from heauineſſe to happineſſe, from hell to heauen, from 
death to life. And pꝛeſently hereupon he p2ocured her parents con- 
ſent, who were ſo willing therto that they gane him great thanks 
that it would pleaſe him to match in their ſtock and kindꝛed. think ⸗ 
ing perchaunce that he had bin a man of higher calling then indeed 
hee was, and pꝛaied to God that their daughter might become a 
wife woꝛthy af ſuch a huſband. And therupon the day of the ſolem⸗ 
nizing of the mariage was appointed, but many things (as the ſap⸗ 
ing is) happen betwern the cup and the lip, msny things chaunce 
between the boꝛd and the bed: man purpoſeth, and God diſpoſeth: 
and it is the faſhion of foꝛtune commouly thus to frame, that when 
hope and hap, when heaith and wealth are higheſt, then wee and 
wꝛacke, diſeaſe and death, are nigheſt. Foꝛ in this manner it hap⸗ 
neth this mariage tobe marred. There aroſe a quarrell betwerne 
the towne of Albania, and the Citie of Rome, which not with 
woꝛds, but only with weapons mult be decided, great hurly burly 
there was in either towne, nothing but warre, warre, warre, the 
Canons roard, the barbed hoꝛſes neighed, the glittering armour 
ſh ned, the boiſterous bils and pear ſing pikes pꝛeſſed foꝛward, the 
darts were dꝛeſled, the bows were bent, the women wept, the chil- 
dꝛen cried, the Trumpets ſounded tantara, ithe Dꝛums ſtroke vp 
the mournefull marching foz ward, and the ſouldiers on both ſides 
marched in battel arap vnto the field. Amongſt whom Curiatius, as 
one of the moſt conragious Captaines, and boldeſt bloods of the 


Albaacs,was the foꝛmoſt. But to lcauc the battell and tome to the 
con⸗ 
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conflict which Horatia had with her ſelf: : when che heard her! belo⸗ 
ued was in armes againſt her Citty, the fell to2:coth to reat oning 
with her ſclfe in this ſozt, 

O molt doubttull diſtreſſe that euer pooꝛe damſell was d2inen to. 
Foz whome ſhall J offer vp ſatriſice? Fo2i whom hal make my 
vowes: f oz whom ſhall J p2ay fo2 victoꝛy: To whom ſhall 3 with 
the ouerthꝛow: On the one ſide fighfeth-my friend,cn the other fide 
mp father: on the one ſide the city wherein J am is in danger to be 
ſacked, on the other ſide the towne whither J mult go is in perill to 
be ſpoyled: on the one ſide Jam like to loſe my loue, on the other 
ſide mine ownelife : So that J know not to whether part J ought 
to incline in heart. No can: Why, a woman ought to fo2-ſake ſa⸗ 
ther and mother, and follow her huſband. But, ought any thing to 
be moze ſw&t-vnto me then the Citty wherin X was botne «2 Whp, 
ought not this Ditty ts be counted mine, we being both one fleſh? 
But lite is werte to euerp 8nc, full ſow2e God knoweth to mee, 
without his lous and life: Do that if my will might wozke affect, 
I would rather wiſh that of the two Rome might runne to ruine. 
But alas, dareth hee lap ſiege to the Citty wherein Jam? Is hee 
not afraide to onerth2ow the houſe that harbourcth me: doubteth 
hee not leaſt ſome pece ſhould pearce my tender b:calt 2 Bes ns 
doubt of it, he depely doubteth it: but alas, they that are bound, 
mult obey, he muſt follsw of fozce his generall Captaine , vnlefſe 
he will incurre the ſuſpition of cowardlinelle, oꝛ treaſon, o2 both: 
Like as Vliſſes was greatly defamed, becauſe he fargned himſcife to 
bee mad, foz that he would not go to the ſiege of Troy. No, God 
ſhield mp Curiatius from ſhame , God ſend hun either friendly to 
enter into the Cittp , all quarrels being ended, and truite taken, 
either valiantly to venture into the Citty, and with triumphant 
armes to imbꝛace me. By this time both the armizs were met, 
and to auoide cffufion of blond, the General Cap aincs interd 
into this agreement. There were in either armies tho b:othcre,of 
great courage and countenance, the Romars were named Ho! arii, 
bꝛothers to the Gentlewoman befoze ſpoken off, the Albanies were 
called Cutiatii, wherofone was the Gentleman beloꝛe mcntione?, 
Now it was concluded, that theſe Bzothers (on w des) ſhould 
by dintcof Swoꝛd ſtinte the ſtrife betwone theſes Townes: andi! 

che 
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the Horatii conquered the Curiatii , that then the Albans ſhcnld re⸗ 
maine vnder the rule of the Empire of the Romanes: ikother⸗wiſe, 
the otherwiſe. Herevpon theſe fix valliant Champions at the ſound 
of the Trumpets entred the liſts, and fell to furious fight: within 
ſhoꝛt time two of the Horatii were flainc , and all the thzee Curiatii 
wounded: the Romane remapning alone, to withſtand thꝛer, retired 
ſomewhat back, to y intent to ſingle his enemies one from another, 
which don, he flew them al one after another. This valiant victoꝛp 
atchieued, with great ioy and triumph he returned into the Cittp, x 
amongſt the reſt readp to receiue him was his ſiſter Horatia, who 
knew nothing particularly of that which was done in the field, but 
oncly that the Romans were bictszs. But ſeeing a farre off about 
her bꝛathers ſhoulders the coate armour of Her Curiacius, which ſhe 
her ſeife with Needle-wozke had curiouſly made, being therb!' fullp 
aTured of his death, ſhe was dꝛiuen into theſe doleful plaints. © 
heauens, what helliſh ſighes doe J ſ&,far moꝛe doloꝛous and danges 
rous then monſtrous Meduſaes head ? And is thy Cur iatius flaine? 
then care tome cut in ſunder my coꝛpes, then dole deliuer me to the 
dꝛeadfull darts of death. Foz what life (alas) in this life is to bee 
counted life, without his life and loue ? fo} ſo to liue, is not to liue: 
why ſhould J long any longer to liue? Nhat toy in this common 
iop, can J count iov, and not him iniov, w ho \x as m onelp iop: Mo, 
though the whole Cittp ſing in triumph, J mult ſo:row in toꝛment: 
though the Romans baunt of victoꝛp, J muſt complaine of oner- 
thzow:though they flouriſh in pꝛoſperity, muſt fade in aduerſity: 

though they lwim in bliſſe, J muſt bathe in bale , though they liur 
in peace, I muſt leade mp life in warre : though they poſfefſe plea- 
ſure, i mult pine awap in paine. Fo2 my triumph. mp victo:p, my 

p:oſpcrity my blie,my peace, mp pleaſare is periſhed: ea now 

my marriage is turned into mournine, my wedding to weeping,mp 
wealth by warre is waſted, my flower of io by the colde froſt of 
cankred fight is defaced. Pea what flower ton flouriſh where no 

Sunne doth ſhine 2 What ſunne can ſhine thrtoſed cloſe in earh2 

Py lunne alafſeis dead, and downe fo2 cucr riling acainc, and the 
woꝛld with me is at an end, and done fo2 euer loving againe. Mor 
woꝛth the cauſe, the quarrell. the tonflict, that bzought my Curiarius 
to this cunels caſe, O would to God nip Cittp had be. ne lacked, 


my 
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mp friends ſpoiled , and my bothers bought to bene rather then 
mp Curiatius ſhould haue come to this careful end.D bʒother thou 
baſt not on y ſlaine thy foes, but thy friends. thou haſt not only kil⸗ 
led Curiatius but thou haft wounded thine own ſiſter to death. Her 
bzother paſſing by her, and hearing her heaup plaints, being there- 
with rapt ino great rage, and with pꝛide oi the victozp almoſt be- 
ſides himſelf, dꝛew his (woz), foꝛgetting all lawes of nature and 
humanity, thꝛuſt is ſiſter therewith to the heart, ſaying: Get thee 
hence to thy kind ſpeuſe with thy vnkind loue, who koꝛgetteſt thy 
bꝛothers that are dead, thy brother that is aliur and the cenqueſt of 
thy conutrey: and lo tome it to enery Romane that ſhall lament 
the death of any enemy of the Romans. | 

Pon haueheer>(Genflewomen)thatoneHarmeful hand, made 
a hand of two harmleſſe wights, and that hand had hanged himſelf 
too, it his father by his pittiful petition had net purchaſed his par⸗ 
don, Now J would heare pour iudgements, to whom rou think 
this lamentable end of theſs louers eng! t tobe imputed. Sur ely 4 
thinke Horatia chicfip in fault, ſoꝛ holding off ſo long befoze ſhes 
would accept and acknowledge the lout of her beldued. Foz if ſhe 
would by any reaſ nable ſuite haue been won, they had been mar. 
ried long t me befoze this war begun, they had dwelled quietlp to⸗ 
gether in Albania, and Curiatius being a married man, ſhould not 
haue ben pꝛeſt to the warres, but ſheuid haue bern ſuffered to try 
his manhod at home with lis wife. So that her lingring leue ha⸗ 
ſtened her and his death, her ſelk⸗will, wꝛought ber ſelte and him 
w2ack. ind ke her bꝛother his offence was little, foꝛ in killing Cuz 
riatius he pꝛetured conqueſt to his Country, and ctommendat en ts 
himſelfe: end kill ng his ſiſter, he eaſed her of ſo nuch labeur, and 
ſaned her ſoule from damnation: Foꝛ he knew ſhe ſhould deſpe⸗ 
ra el do her ſelſe to death, and conſder ing the milor; ſhe wa in, 
thought he tould not ds her a greater plealure, then o cauſe her to 
die fo2 her Curiat ius cauſe, 

Now J am by this ſto2y to admoniſh pou vertuous Uirgins, 
which looke ſo loftily on them which ſerne peu dutilullp, which 
lghtly account of thoſe marriages, which your parents (greatly 
tender ing vou) doe tender vnto you, which dꝛiue off with delaies 


thoſe which are dzawne into deep deſire towards zou, to mark the 
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end of her fin eneſſe, and ſo what was due fo2 her dainty delaies. 
And ik vou repoſe any credit i my counſaile, J would neuer wiſh 
you to couet to continnemaids, o: to kep your Uirginits to long. 
It is a Jewell hard to be enioyed with top, it is a pearle hard to be 
pꝛeſerued from perill. Wherefoze to auoide inconueniences, take 
time in time, let not flip occaſt on, foꝛ it is bauld behinde, it cannot 
be pulled backe again by the haire. Marry while you are poung, 
that you may ſee pour fruite flauriſh befoꝛe pour ſelues fade, that 
pou be not in doubt oz diſpaireof hauing childzen, oꝛ in danger of 
vsur liues in hauing childꝛen, that you may haus great time to rid 
a great many huſbands, that no dap may paſſe without dalliance, 
that you benot thought vnwiſe in refuſing god offers, that pou be 
not iudged diſdainfull in contemning thoſe that are woꝛthy of vou, 
with D aphney yan be not turned to tres fo: niceneſſe, with Anax- 
etete to ſtones fo2 cruelnes, and with Horatia hurt not pour ſelues 
and vour friends with daintineſſe. 


Cephalus and Procris. 


Cephalus a luſty young Gallant, and Procris, a beautifull girle, both of 
the Duke of Venice (ourtheconm each amorons of other, and notwith- 
ſtanding delaies procured,at length are matched in marriage. Cepha- 
lus pretending a far iourney and long abſence, returneth before appoin- 
ted time to try his wines truſtineſſe. Procris falling into the folly of ex- 
treame 52louſie oner her husband, p:rſueth him prinily into the woods 

a hurting, to ſee his behaniour : whom Cephalus hearmg to ruſh in a 
buſh, wherein ſhee was ſhrowded, and thinking it had been ſome game, 
ſlayeth her unwares , and perceiuing the deed, conſumeth him ſelſe to 


death for ſorrow, 


T is the pꝛouident pallicy of diuine power, to the in⸗

The gol- 
den gliſtering Dunne, which gladdeth all carthly wights, parcheth 
the Summers grene, and blaſteth their beauty which blaze their 
face therein. The ſire, which is a moſt necc ſlary Element vnto vs, 
conſumeth maſt ſtatelp towres and fumpuens citties: the Mater, 
which we vſe in euer v thing we do, deucureth infinite numbers of 
men and huge heapes of treaſure and riches:the apre, wherehp we 
liue. is death to p diſcaſed oꝛ wounded man, and being infected, it 
is the cauſe of al our plagues and peſtilentes: the earth which yal- 
deth ode to ſuſtaine our bodies, yaldcth poyſon allo to bane sur 
bodies: the gods which doe vs god, oftentimes wozke our decay 
and ruinezchildꝛen which are our tomkfoꝛt, are alſo our care: mari⸗ 
age, which is a meane to make vs immoztall, + by our renuing off- 
ſpꝛing to reduce our name from death, is accompanied w cares, in 
number ſo endleſſe, and in cumber ſo cureleſſte, (hat if the pꝛeſeruati⸗ 
on of mankind, and the pꝛopagation of our ſclues in c ur kinde, did 
not pꝛouoke vs therto, we ſhould hardip be allured to enter into it. 
And amonaſt all the miſeries, that march vnder the enſigne of ma- 
riage, in my fancy there is none that moꝛe toꝛmenteth vs, then that

Pou ſhall underſtand in the Dukes court v Venice, ſpent his tims 
one Cephalus a Gentleman of great calling and god qualities, who 
at the firſt time he inſinuated himſelfe into the ſociety of the Ladies 
E Oentlewomen, made no ſpeciall oz curious court to anp one, but 
generaliv vſed a dutiful regard towards them all, and Hewed hims 
ſelfe in ſpoꝛte lo pleaſant, in talke ſo witty; in manners ſo modeſt, 
and in all his tonuerſation ſo comelp, that though he were not ſpe⸗ 
ctally los: ed of any, yet was he generally likod of all, and though 
he himſelke were not ſpecially vowed to any, ret was he ſpecially 
viewed 67 one, whoſe name was Procris, a p;oper Sentiewoman, 
deſcended of noble parentage. And though at the firt her kancy tos 
warde him were nat great, pet ſheſeemed to ceteiue mote cotentay 
tion in his companv, then in any other Gentleman ol v troupe. But 
as materiall fire in ſhoꝛt time groweth from glowing coales to fla⸗ 
ſhing flames: ſo the fire of loue in her, in hot time grew from flit? 
ting fancy to firme affection , & s began to ſettle lo furelyin wy 
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will towards him, that ſhe reſolued with ker elfe, he was the one⸗ 

ly man ſhꝛ would be m ched too, if che were euer married. Ind 

_—_ a lone in her lodging, ſhe entred with herſelfe ints this reas 
ſoning. . 

How vncquallp is it pꝛouided, that thoſe whichwozF may are 
dꝛiuen fo holde the Candle? that we which are in body tender, in 
wit weake,bv reaſon of our pouth vaſkifull,+ in all things, with⸗ 
out experience, ſhould be conſtrained to beare the lothſome burden 
of loue. whereas river pres, who hath wiſdome to wicld it, and 
reaſon to rep: eſe it are ſeldome oꝛ neuer oppꝛeſſed w'thi* 2 God 
Go), What ffery flames of fancy doe fro within: What deſire ? 
What laf-Whuat hape? What truſf-What care? What diſpare? 
VA hat feare? What fu2y? that foz me which haue alwapes liucd 
fræ and ia pleaſure, to be toꝛmented therewith ,ſemeth little bets 
ter then the pangues of death. Foz as the Colt, the firſt time he is 
ridden,ſnaffcth at the \naTle,and,thinzeth the byt moſt better vn - 
to him. ſo the voak ofloue ſtemeth heauy vnto me, betauſe my neck 
neuer felt the fozce thereof befs2zc,and now am J firft taught to 
draw? m2 dayes in dolo and areefe . And ſo much the leſſe J like 
this lotte, by how much the lefſe J looked not fo2 it, and ſo much 
p moꝛe lower it is, by how much the moꝛe ſodane it is. Foꝛ as the 
Bird th it hops from bottgh to bough, 2 vttereth many a pleaſant

that neuer any man ſhall be mine 

Euer after this Hr. obſerued all oppoꝛtunities to giue him intel⸗ 
ligence, as modeſtly as ſhe might, or her good will towards him. 
And as it happened a company of Gentlewomen to fit talkiua toge⸗ 
ther, they entred into commendation of the Hiſtoꝛies which beio2s 
had bcene tolde them, ſome commending this Gentlemans ſtoꝛies, 
ſome that, accoꝛ ding as their fancy fozced them: but Procris ſce⸗ 
med to pꝛeferre the hiſtoꝛies of Cephalus, beth foꝛ that ( ſaith ſhe) his 
diſtourſes differ from the reſt, and beſides that, me hinkes the man 
amendeth the matter much. Cephalus, though out of ſight, pet not 
out of hearing replied in this ſoꝛt. And ſurcly(Gentlewoman)that 
wan thinketh him-ſclfe much mended bp your commendation , and 
aſſure your ſelfe, pou ſhall read ip commannd, as vou courteouſly 
commend him. o 

Tune Gentlewoman hluſhino hereaf,ſa'd ſhe thought he had not 
beene ſo neere, but touching pour an were (ſaith ſhe) J haue not ſo 
god cauſe to tommaund you 7s to commend pou: foꝛ as I thinke 
pon wel wozthy of the one, ſo I thinke my ſelfe far vnwozthy of the 
other: but be bolde of this, if at any fims J commaund pou, it ſhall 
be to your commodity. 4 cannot ( ſaith he) but count your com- 
mandement acommonity , onely in that pou: ſhall thin*'e me woz- 
thy to do pou ſernice : neither will J wiſh any longer to liue, then 1 
map be able, oꝛ at leaſt willing, to doe pou due and dutifull ſeruice. 
Tf ſir (ſaith ſhe ſoftly vnto hm it were vi my power to put pou to 
fuch ſernice as I thought vou wozthy of, vou ſhould not continue in 
the condition of a ſcruant long, but pour eſtate Gould be a tred, and 
vou ſhould tommaund another while, and J would obey. it hall be 
(good iſtreſſe ſaith he) in your power to diſpoſe of me at your 
pleaſure, fo2 J whatlo commit my ſclfe to your courtefie,t! inßing 
mp fate mote free to rue viider vou then to reiane duer any other 
whatfoencr : and J ſhvuld count mp ſclfe molt happy, ik Xmight 


eyther by ſeruice, dutie, oz loue, counteruaile your continual g ood⸗ 
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nelle towards me. Upon this the company bꝛake off, and therewith 
their talke. But Cephalus, ſeeing her good will ſo great towards 
Him began as faſt to frame his fancy towards her, ſo that louere- 
mained mutuall betweene them. Uhich her father perceiuing and 
not likuig very well ofthe match, fo2 that he thought his daughter 
not old enough foꝛ a haſband , Cephalus rich enough fo2 ſuch a 
wife, to bꝛeake the bond of this amity went this way to wozke. 42g 
wꝛought lo with the Duke of Venice, that this Cephalus was ſent 
poſt in ambaſſageto the Turke, hoping in his abſence to alter his 
daughters affection. Which iournep, as it was nothing iopfull to 
Cephalus, ſo was it ſo papnefuil to Procris, that it had alimoſt pꝛa⸗ 
cured her death. Foz being ſo warily watcht by her waſpiſh parents 
that ſhe could neither ſee him, noꝛ ſpeake with him befoꝛe his de par⸗ 
ture. ſhe got to her chamber window, and there heauily beheld the 
Ship wherein he was ſo2owfully ſailing away : yea ſhe bent her 
eyes with ſuch foꝛte to behold it, that ſhe ſaw the ſhip farther by a 
nile, then any elſe could poſſibly ken it. Unt whenit was celane 

out of her fight ſhe ſayd : Now farwell mp lwert Cephalus, fares 
well my iop, fare-well mplife ; ah if J might haue but giuen thee a 
t aretull kiſſe, and a fainting farwell befoze thy departure, J ſhould 
haue bin the beter able to abide tho abode from me, and perchance 
thou wouldeſt the better haue minded me in thy abſence, but now I 
know thy will will waurr⸗with the windes, thy faith will flecte 
with the flmdcs,, and thy pooꝛe Procris all be put cleane out ok 
thy remembzauce. Ah, whv accuſe A thee of inconftancy * No, 
{ En3iz (oe Seas will firtt ve dw, beloze thy caith from nic thatl 
llc. utalas, what hall conLancy pirunle ; if thy lite Doc faut: 
Mee thinke ute the Hoping waucs like ahuge army to agayie 
the ſidos of thy hp, me thinkes A fre the proulng Pirates which 
puriuc thyme thinkes 7 hearc theroaring Cannon in mine care 
which aro Hot to ſinck tho, me thinks J lee the ragged rocks which 
{rand ready to reene thyShip in lander, me thinkes J c the wilde 
z5calts which rauencuüp runne w open mouthes to deusur the, 
methinkes 4 (re the theeues which rudcly ruth out of the woods to 
rob thy;me thinkcs J Fears the trothleſſe Turkes enter into conſpt; 
racy to kill the , methinkes & kale the furious fozce of their wic⸗ 
kod weapons pitiouſlp to ſpoyle thee, Theſe ſighes and thoughts, 
dopzi⸗ 
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depꝛiued her both of ſeeing e thinking, fo: ſhe fel herewith downe 
dead to the ground: and when her waiting⸗ woman could not br a⸗ 
ny means reuiue her, ſhe cried out fo2 her mother to tome helpe: 
who being como, and hauing aſſated all the means ſhe could fo2 her 
daughters recouerp, and ſeeing no ſiguc ol lis in her, ſhe fel to out- 
ragious outcries, ſaping, O vniuſt gods, why are pou the authoꝛs 
of ſuch vnnatural and vntimely death: O furious feend, not Sod 
of loue, hp doſt thou thus diueliſhly deale with my daughter? O 
ten times curſedbee the time that euer Cephalus ſet fete in this 
Court. At the name of Cephalus the maid began to open her eyes, 
which befo2c death had dazeled, which her mother percciuing, ſaid: 
Behold daughter, thy Cephalus+s ſafcly returned, and come to ſeg 
thee. Wherwith the ſtart from the bed wheron they had laide her, 
and ſtaring wildly about the Chamber, when ſhe could not ſc& him 
ſheſunke down againe. Now her parents perceiuing what polleſ- 
fion loue had taken in her, thought it laboꝛ loft to endeuoꝛ to alter 
her determination, but made her faithfull pꝛomiſe ſhe ſhould haue 
their fartherance and conſent to haue her Cephalus to huſband at 
his return, wherwith ſhe was at length made ſtrong to endure the 
annoy of his abſence. It were tedious to tel y pꝛaiers, the pꝛoceſli⸗ 
ons, the pilgrimages, the Sacrifices, the vowes the made fo2 his 
ſafe returne: let this ſuffice to declare her rare god will towards 
him, that hearing of his happy comming towards the Court, ſhe 
fcarcd leaſt his ſodain ſight would bring her ſuch exceſſiue delight, 
that her ſenſes ſhould not bee able fo ſuppꝛeſle it, and therefo2e 
got her into the higheſt place of the houſe, and beheld him comming 
a farre ok, and bylittle and little was partaker of his p2eſence, 
and pet at the meeting, ſhe was moze free ot her teares, then of her 
tongue, fo2 her groctung was onely warping, wozd ſhe could ſay 
none. 

Cephalus inflamed with this her vnfa gned loue, made all the 
friends he could to haſten the mariagobetwerne hem. Wut the old 
ſapving is, haſte maketh waſte, + bargains made in ſpeed, are com⸗ 
monly repented at leaſure. Foꝛ maried they were, to both their in⸗ 
explicable iop, which ſhoꝛtly after turned to both their vnſpeakable 
annov. Fo: the increaſe is ſmal of ſ&d to ti mely ſowne, the whelps 
Are euer blind that dogs in haſte do get, the fruits full ſone is 
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which gathered are to ſwne , the Pault is neuer ſweet, vnleſſe the 
fire be loft. and he that leapeth bekoꝛe he loke, map hap to leap into 
the bꝛok. y meaning is this, that ¶ephalus his ſhare muſt needs 
be loꝛrow, who would fo raſhlp and vnaduiledlp enter into ſo intri⸗ 
cate an eſtate as wedlock is. The Philoſspher willcth vs to cate 
a buſhe! of Salt with aman,becfo2e we enter into ſtrict familiarity 
with hinr: but I thinke a whole quarter littie enough to ca'e with 
her with whom we enter into ſuch a bond that onl» death muſt dil⸗ 
ſolue. Which rule if Cephalus had obſerned,he had p2eſcrued him⸗ 
ſelfe from moſt irkſome inconuenicnccs. But he at al aduentures 
bentred vpon one, of whom he had no triall, but of alittle triflung 
loue. I like but little of thoſe marriages, which aro m-de in reſpect 
of rithes, leſſe of thoſe in reſpect of honours but leaſt of al, of thoſe 
in reſpect of haſty, foliſh, and fond affection. Joꝛ ſone hot, ſone 


Told, nothing violent, is permanent, the cauſe taken awap, the effect 


vaniſhoth, and when beauty once fadeth(whero! this light lone foz 
toe moſt part ariſeth)god⸗will ſtraight faileth. Wicil,this hot loue 
th: bare him, was onely cauſe of his haſty and heauy bargaine, fo: 
womanlineſſe ſhe had none, (her years were tw poung) vertue ſhe 
had little (it was not vſed in the Court) modeſt e ſhe had not much 
(it belonaeth not to loucrs) god gouernment and ſtaied wit ſhee 
wanted (it is incident to few women) to be ſhoꝛt, his chic was 
rather grounded vpon her godlines, then her godlines, rather vpen 
her beauty, then vertue, rather vpon her aff: ction then diſcretion, 
But ſuch as he ſowed, he reapt, ſuch as he ſought he found,fuch as 
he bou cht he had, to wit, a witleſe Mench to his Wie, ZTherioe 
A would with wy friends, euer to ſow that which is ſound, to ſock 
that which is ſure, to buy that which is pure. J meon. J wold haue 
them in ihe choife of ſuch choiſe ware, chieſto to reſpec! god con- 
dition and vertue, that is th: ont ſeede which will yeeld god in⸗ 
creaſe, that is the ons thing woꝛthy to be ſought, that 1: the oncly 
thing which cannot bee to dearel bought. and whoſoeuer he be, 
that 11 any other reſpect whatloeuer,entreth into the holy eſtate of 
1atrunmoay», let him looke foꝛ no better a peniwoꝛth then Cephalus 
had, which was aloathſomel ſe, and a deſolate death. Foz within 
à veare 02 two after they had bin mairr ed, dis fancy was in a wan⸗ 
ner fully ſed, and his diloꝛdinat deare of her began to decap, ſo that 
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he began plainly to (&@,and rightly to iudge of her nature and diſpo⸗ 
tion, which at firſt the partiality of his lone , oꝛ rather outrage of 
his luſt, would not permit him to pertciue. And ſeeing her reichleſſe 
regards anv light lokee, which ſhe now ved towarde all men, re- 
membꝛing therewith all how lightly he himſelfe wen her, he began 
greatly to doubt of her honeſt dealing towards him: and having oc- 
caſton of a far tourney,and long abſence from her, he wꝛought this 
p2actiſe to trie her trueth. He told her, his abode from her mult of 
neceſſity be foꝛty werkes: but at the halfe pcares end, by that time 
his hairc was wildly growne, he appazrelled him⸗ſelfe altsgether 
contrary to his wonted guiſe, and by reaſon of his haire ſo diſguiſed 
himſelfe, that he was not knowne of any: which done, his neceſſary 
affaires diſpatched, he returned into his c wne country,and came to 
his own houſe in maner of a ſtranger which trauailed the ceuntry, 
where he found his wife in moꝛe ſe ber ſoꝛt then he loked oz, & re- 
ceiued ſuch courteous entertainment, as was conuenient foz a 
Gueſt. Hauing ſoiourned theres a day oꝛ two, at conuenient time, he 
attempted her chaſtity in this ſoꝛt. 

Jf(faire Gentic woman )no acquaintance might iuſ ly creue any 
credit, oꝛ little merits great med, J would rer oꝛt vnto mou d cauſe 
of my repaire, trau: at pour hands the cure of my care: but teing 
there is no likelihod that cither my woꝛds ſhallbe belerued, o2 my 
wo ralcued, I tlinke better with paine to tontrale my ſoꝛrow, then 
in vaine to reueale my ſuite. The gentlewoman lome⸗ What tickled 
with theſe tr.fi/ng woꝛde, was rather deſirous to haue him moniſeſt. 
the m ſterp of his meaning, then willing he ſhould deſift from his 
purpoſe, and thereſoꝛe gaue him this anſwer. N 

J am Dir )of opinion, that credit map come diners waies beſides 
acquaintance, and my ſelfe haue knowne much god dine to many 
without deſart:and there foꝛe if pour woꝛds be true, and your deſire 
due. doubt not, but vou ſhall be both credited, and cure d. 

Foꝛ the trucneſſe of my woꝛds ſaith he) J appeal e to the heauens 
foz witneſſe, ſoꝛ the ducieſſe of mp deffre J appeale to pour courte- 
fie foꝛ iudgement, the woꝛds J haue to btter are theſe. 

There chanced not long ſince to trauell thꝛough the Country, 
wherein lyelh my lung, a knight nan ed Cephalu>:and theugh the 


repozt of the poꝛte and houſe which , maintaine be not : reat, pet it 
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is ſtich,thitit ſendeth me many gueſts in the yeare:it pleaſed this 
Cephalus to ſotonrne the ſpace of thi oꝛ foure daies with me and 
iu w wok talke, to paſſe away y time, he made relation at large bn- 
to me of his country of his condition and ſtate, of his ſpeciall place 
of abode and dwelling, of his lands and liuing and ſuch like. A de⸗ 
maunded of hin whether he were married, ſaping: All thoſe things 
befoꝛe rehearſed, were not ſufficient to the attaining of a happy life 
without a beautifull,fatre, aud louing wife. Uith that he letcht a 
-depe ſigh, ſaving: J haue (Sir) J would vou knew, a wife, whoſe 
beauto reſembleth the bꝛightnes of the Dun , whoſe face doth dil⸗ 
grace all Ladies in Venice, yea Venus her ſelfe , whoſe loue was 
ſo exc ding great towards me, that beſoze J was maried vnto her, 
hauing occaſion ta go in Ambaſſage ts the Turke,ſhe almoſt died at 
my departure, and neuer was rightly reuiued til my returne: good 
God, ſaid J, how can vou beſo long abſent from ſo louing a wife? 
How ean any mate doe pou good, which the gineth von not; how 
can yan lepeout of her armes: It is not lawfull:ſaith he) f/ 2 cuery 
man ts do «3He would, J muſt doe as my buſingss bindeth me to do. 
Beſides that, euero man is not of like mind in like maters. Lal lv, it 
is one thing to haue bin happy, it is another thing to be happy. Fo2 
pobr buſineſſe(ſaid it ſeemeth not to be great, by the god compa- 
ny, which J thanke vou, you haue kept me theſe fonre dayes: Foz 
your mind, know no man that would willingly be out of the com⸗ 
pany of ſuch a wife: Foꝛ your pꝛel ent happineſſe, indeed it may bee 
pour Mike is dead, oꝛ Þ her loue is tranſlated from you to ſoine o⸗ 
— No(ſaith he) he liueth, and I thinke loueth me: but what god 
oth gold to him that carethnot fo2 it? And can you(ſaid Jnot care 
fo: ſuch a goldea Girle 2 Then may A ſav, you haue a Wife moꝛe 
ſairethen foztunate , x ſhea huſband moꝛe foztunate then faithful. 
Alas (ſaith he) with teares in his eyes, it is my great care that J do 
ſo litle care, but no moꝛe hereof J beſeech vou. But my blood be- 
ing inllames with the commendation which he gaue to you brau⸗ 
ty pittving your caſe to haue ſo carelelle a huſband oucr vou, 1 
lay very impoꝛtunately vpon him toimpart the whole matter ento 
me, and with much a doe Jwꝛung theſe words from him Sir ſaith 
he) 3 chall deſire pou to impute my boings not to my fault, but to 
my lates, and to thinke that what ſo euer is don ill, is done againſt 
my 
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my will. It is ſo, that J remained married with my Mile the 
tearme of two whole peeres, what time J did not only make of her, 
but I made a goddeſſe of her and rather doltifyty doted on her, then 
duely loued her: Now Whether it were the puniſhment ot the gods 
foꝛ my fond Idolatry comitted vpon her, oꝛ whether they thtught 
her to god foꝛ me, oꝛ whether the deſtinies had other ile decreed 
it, 92 whether louc be loft v-hen fancy is once fiilly fed, oꝛ whether 
my nature be to lie nothing long, J know not, but at the two pers 
end J began ſodainlpin my heart to hate her as deadly as befoze.

ty reſol»ing with her ſclfe that his woꝛds were vttrriy vntruez ht 


replyed vnto them in this ſoꝛt.

Shall it finke into mv head that Cephalus will fozſake 
me, who did foꝛſake all my friends, to take him: Js it likelp he wil 
leaue countrey, kinſfolk, friends, lands, buing, and (which ia moſt 
or all) a moſt louing wife, no cauſe conſtraining him thereto 2 But 
what ble 5 reaſons to refel that which one without eies may ſee is 
but ſome coined deuiſe to cozen me:? No ſir Knight, you muſt bſe 
ſome other pꝛactiſe to effect your-purpoſe.this is to bꝛoad to be be- 
lened,this colonꝛ is ſo courſe, that enery man may ſee it.and-itis ſo 
black, that i will tatze no other colour to cloud it, the thꝛed of pour 
hay is ſo b:g, that the Cunnies ſe it befoꝛe they come at it, pour 
h2oke is ſo long, that the baite cannot hide it: and pour deuite is to 

far fetcht, to bʒꝛng pour purpoſe ntere to an end. 
Gentlewoman(ſaith Cephalus) I ſe it is ſom mens foꝛtune not 
tobe beleened when they ſpeak truly, and others to be wel thought 
of when they deale falſely,which rou haue veriſted in pour huſband 
and me, wha doubt of mp woꝛds which are tzue, and of his deeds 
w iich are falſe, An? this I thoght at the firſt, which made me doubt 
ta diſcloſe this matter vnto pou: foꝛ I know it commonly to be ſo, 
that trauellers woꝛds are not much truſted neither great matters 
ſans belesued. But when the time ok pour huſbands returne is ex⸗ 
pired, and he not come, then will pon ſa”, that Sir Sulaphe c (foꝛ fo 
farningh s name he termed himſelfe) told you true. Foz my part, 
notwith tanding the great god will J beare you, would not ſuffer 
mee to conceale this matter from pou , that you might pꝛouide fz

teares, hereot᷑ pꝛoteeded your fo2mer fetch, this is it which hath ſc- 
parated my huſband from me, which hath ſent him to the Wars, 
which wil cauſe him neuer to return: a fine fetch foꝛſoth, and tun⸗ 
ningly contriued. Did that repoꝛt which blazed my beauty ( which 
God knoweth is none) blemiſh my name ( which A wold pou knew 
is god) in ſuch ſoꝛt that pou conceiued hope to win me to pour wic⸗ 
ked wil! Mere pou ſo baine to aſſure pour ſelſe ſo ſurely of my ba⸗ 
nitp, that only therupon you would vndertake ſo great a iourney? 
No, pou are conuerſant with no Creſſed, pou haue no Helen in 


hand, we women wil now loarne to beware of fuch gnilefulgueſts. | 


No, if you were as tunn ng as Ioue, that you could connert pour 
ſelfe into the likenelle ol mine ov ne huſband(as Ioue came to Alc» 
mena in the likeneſſe ot her huſband Amphetrion) J doubt how F 
Gould receine pou, till the pꝛeſſxed time of my huſbands comming 


were come: much leſſe ſhal pour fozgen tales oꝛ impoꝛtunities con- - 


ſtraine me to reteiue pon into that tredite, and admit ydu ints that 
plate, which is, and ſhall be only pꝛoper to my huſband. And this 
anſwere J pꝛay pou let ſufſice vou, otherwiſe you may leaue mp 
houſe when pe liſt. Cephalus liked this geare reaſonable well, and 
perſwaded himſelf, that though he had a wanton Mife pet he had 
no wicked Mife. But knowing i: the fachien of Women at firſt 
to refuſe, t that what angry fate ſoeuer thep ſet on the maiter, vet 
it doth them god to be tourtod with offers of curteffe,he meant to 
paoue her once againe, and went moze effectually to wozk,to wit, 
from traft o topne from guiles to gifts, rom pꝛaiers to pꝛeſents. 
Fo? hauing receined great ſtoze of golde and Jewels foz cer taine 
Land, which he ſold there tohither he tranellede the only cauſe in⸗ 
deed of his trauaile) he pꝛefented it all = her, ſaping he had ſold 
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all that he had in his own Country, minding to make his continual 
abo ad with her, and if ſhee meant ſo rigoꝛouſſp to reicct his good 
Will, he willed her to take that in token thereof, and fo2 himſelfe, 
he would pꝛocure himſclfe ſome deſperate death, oꝛ other, to auoid 
that death which her beauty and cruelty a thouſand times a dap 
dꝛaue him to. 

The Gentlewoman hearing thoſe deſperate woꝛds, and ſccing 
hat rich fight, moued ſomwhat with pitty,but moꝛe with pention, 
began to pfd to his deſire, and with Danae to hold bp her lap to re⸗ 
tceiue the golden ſhowꝛe. O God gold, what canſt thou not do: But 
O diuill woman, that will do moꝛe fo2 gold then foꝛ god⸗ will. O 
Gentlewomen what ſhame is it to ſel vilelp, that which God hath 
giuen freelp, and to make a gaine of that which is moꝛe gratcful to 
women then men, as Tire ſias gaue iudgement. Hereof came that o⸗ 
dious name whoꝛe, which in Latin is Meretrix, a merendo, of deſer⸗ 
uing oꝛ getting: a thing ſo vnnaturall that very beaſts abhoꝛ it: \g 
vnrealonavle, as if one ſhould be hired to do ones ſelfe good: ſo vn⸗ 
honeſt, that the common ſlewes thereof firſt took their beginning, 
Wut to returne to gur ſtoꝛv. Cephalus ſcing the lewdnelle of his 
wife, bewꝛaied himſelfe vnto her who he was: wherupon ſhe was 
ſurpuſed with ſuch ſhare, + he with ſuch ſoꝛrow, that they could 
Hot long time ſpeak each to other: at length ſhee fell dawic vpon 
her knees , humbly crauing his pardon. Cephalus knowing wo⸗ 
men tobe to weake to withſtand the might of mony,and thinking 
that her verp nature violently dꝛew her to him, whom becing her 
huſband though to her vnknown ſhe loued intitelp, he thought beſt 
foꝛ his own quiet, aud to aud id intamp, to put vp this pꝛeſumption 
of euil in his wife patiently, and to pardon her otfence: and lo they 
lined quietly together a while. But within choꝛt time, theo partly 
foꝛ want of gouerument, and partly thinking her huſband would 
reuenge the wꝛeng which ſhe would haue done to him kel into ſuch 
a furious iealouſie duer him, (hat it wzoughtl her sw delttuction, 
x his delolation. Foꝛ this monſtrous miſchief was ſo marucilouſlp 
trept into her heart, that ſhe began to haue a very carciul # curious 
eye to the conuerſation of her hufband, and with her leife ſiniſterlp 
to examin al his woꝛds and wozks towards her. Foz if he vſcd her 
very lamilisrlv, ſhe ſuppoſed that he flattered her, and did 8 
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collour his falſhod towards her: if he looked ſotemnely on her ſhe 


feared the alteration of his affzctions, and the alienation of his god 
will from her, and that he rowed in ſome other fireame:tfhe vſed a⸗ 


"ny companv and frequented any mans houſe, he thought by and by 


that there dweit the Saint whome he ſorucd: if he liued ſolitarily, 
and auopded companp, ſhe indged-592thivith ÿ he was in loue ſome 
where: if he bidde any of his neighbourcs to his houſe, why, they 
were his goodeſſes:if he inuited none, the thought he durſt not, leaſt 
ſhe ſhould ſpie ſome pꝛiup trickes betweene them: ik hee came 
home merrily, he had ſped of his purpoſe: if ſadly,hee had receined 
ſome repulſe: if he talked pleaſantly , his Piftrefle had ſet him on 
his merry pins: if he ſaid nothing, ſhe remembꝛed it was one of the 
pꝛoperties of loue to be ſilent: It he laughed it was to thinke of his 
loue: if he ſighed, it was becauſe he was not with her: il he kiſt her, 
it was to pꝛocure appetite againſt he came to his miſtres if her 
kiſt her not, he cared not foz her: if he atchiueth any valiant enter⸗ 
pꝛiſe at armes, it was done foꝛ his miſtrefe ſake: if not, ve was be- 
tome a carpet Knight:if he fell out with any, it was ſome open ene⸗ 
my to his pꝛiuy friend ik he were triends with all men he durſt diſ⸗ 
pleaſe none, leaſt they ſhould detect his doings to her: ik he went cu⸗ 
rioully in apparrell, it was to pleaſe his miſtreſſe: ik negligentlp, 
he lin ed in abſente: ik he ware his haire long, he mourned becauſe

kedly bent, it is not my care can cure him: fo2 that which is bꝛed in 
the bone, will not out ot the fleſh. It he be diſpoled to deale falſiy 
with me, it is not mp warp watching which wil ward him from it: 
fo: loue deceiued Argus with his two hundꝛed eyes. If he ſhould be 
fozbidden to leaue it, he wil vſeit the moꝛe: fo2 our nature is to run 
bpon that which is foꝛbidden vs: vices the moze pꝛohibited, the 
moze pꝛouoked, and a wild Colte, the harder he is rained the hotter 
he is. If I ſhould take him tar dy in it, it would but tncrcaſchis 
incontinent impudencv: fo2 being once kno bone to haue tranſgreſ- 
ſed the lawfuli limittes of lone and honeſtp, he would cuer after be 
careleſſe of his god name, which he knew be could neuer reconer a- 
game. And why ſhould J ſceke to take him in it? ſhould I ſecke to 
know that, which J ought to ſene not ſo much as to thinke on: was 
euer wight ſo bewitched to run beadlong vpon her owne ruine? So 
long as J know it not, it hurteth me not, but if Jonce certainelp 
know it, God knoweth how ſodainely it would abꝛidge mp dates,

Gephalus knowing his owne innocencp, and ſeeing her (mbecility, 
gently pꝛaped her not to conceive any ſuch enill opinion of him, 
ſaping : It neither regard of God, neither reſpect ot men, neither 
reuerente of the reuerent ſtate of marriage, could feare me fr ſuch 
filthinefſe,yet aCure your ſelt, the lopall loue I beare pou, would let 
me from ſuch laſciuiouſneTe* Foz belene me, pour perſon pleaſeth 
me ſo well, that A thinke my ſelfe ſwertly ſafiſfted therewith. Pea 
if Venus her lelfe ſhould chance vnto my choice, J am perſwaded 
I hold not pꝛefer her befoze you. Foz as her beauty would intifing- 
ly dzaw me toher, ſo my dutp would neceſſarily dzius me to pou. 
Cherefoꝛe (good Wife: ) trouble not four ſelfe with ſuch toxes, 
which will but bz&d pour owne bnreft, and mp diſquiet,your top 
ment and mp trouble, pea and in time perchance both odr vntimely 
deaths.

wꝛought her owne deffruction. Ss thebnwozthp end which that 
monſter iealoſie bzought this wozthy couple to, and fozeſe (ſwete 
wife) that it bzingnot vs to the like 2 woꝛds could wozke

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na efect with her, but rather encreaſedher ſuſpifion,porfwading 
her ſelf, that as in faire p atetted pots poiſon is oft put. an in a dodiy 
ſumptusus ſepulehzes rotten bones are rife, euen ſo faireſt woꝛds 
are euer fulleſt at falſh vd. Vea the moꝛe courteou⸗ he ſhewed Hints 
ſelte, the moze tulpable ſhe thonght him to be.

Pera, 3 thinke euerp ſozrow ſweet, and euerp paine plea- 
ſure, which any paſſion pꝛoceeding of her beauty pꝛocureth me: and 
J think my ſelfe moꝛe then happy, that the heauens think mo meet 
to ſuffer any marty2dome foꝛ her ſweet ſake. And if J might end 
my daves in doing her ſeruice , J ſhould thinke it the onely begin- 
ning of ioy, the way to life, and the ready and perfect path wherby 
to paſle to the plcaſurs of Paradiſe. Dh that Foꝛtune would mini⸗ 
ſter ſome occaſion, wherby J might manikeſt vnto her the manifold 
god will J beare her. And ik without pꝛeiudite to her perſon it 
might be done, would to God ſhe were dꝛowned in ſome ſuch depth 
of danger, that nothing but the hazarding of my life could pꝛeſerue 
her from perill: then ſhould ſhe ſce the ſeruite which J haue ſwoꝛne 
to her, then ſhould ſhe ſc the duty which J haue vowed to owe her, 
then ſhould ſhe plainly perteiue, that neither the pleaſures ot the 
world, neither the ſolace of friends, neither the ſweetnes of life, 
neither the ſowꝛeneſle of death, ſhould withdꝛaw me from ſheds 
ding the deareſt dꝛop of bloud in me, to do her gd: and then would 
the ſay(ifany turteſie be contained in her) that my loue is moſt loy⸗ 
all, and my friendſhip moſt faithfull : then would ſhe pap (ik any 
gratefulneſſe be grafted in her my danger and perill, with the pꝛiſe 
of her perſon. But alas, hol can ſhe pay me with that which is not 
in her owne power: There is another only who hath intereſt ther⸗ 
in, ſhe hath already paide her perſon as a pꝛice of a Pꝛinte, and his 
whole kingdome: fo that J plough the barren rockes , and ſet my 
ſhare into the ſhoꝛe of the Sca: I till with tovle ſuch a kinde of 
lople, whereof another by right muſt crop the coꝛne. Wnt 9 
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ſh were diſpoſed to incroach ſome what vpou her huſbands right, 
and foꝛ a com mon com nodity would let the field lie open, which he 
fo: his put ate pleaſu e, contrarp to the lawes of Nature, would 
haue incloſe): vet is it likely ſhe will loke ſo low, as let ſo meane 
amin as mo ſele enter common, oꝛ grow in fo great acquaintance 
with her 2 NI, Fo2tune 5enicth me anp ſuch fauoꝛz m god wil as 
pet hath deſerued no ſuch gue don, mp deſire is far aboae my de- 
ſerts, my ambition aboue my codition.Uhy mp birth is better the 
hers, why chould the then neglect me: But her calling is better then 
mine, why ſhould ſh? then reſpect me: Pp deſire proceeds of loue, 
why ſhould ſhe not then accept it? But alas, it is contrary to law, 
why ſhould ſhe not then reiect it 2 J am ot noble biod, why ſhould 
the refuſem* 2 Bath: hath a noble Pꝛince to her huſband, why 

Mould ſhe miſ uſe him: Peatf I my ſclfe were not a villain, altoge⸗ 
ther deuoide of vertue, N would not ſuffer it ſo much as enter into 
my thought to abuſe him, w joe hath alwaies vled me hono2ably, 
who hath lought my pꝛekerment by all meanes poſſibl*, who from 
my childhod hith bꝛought mo vp like a louing Loꝛd 4 Paſter.Shal 
J requite his liberality towards me, with ſuch diſloyalty : Shal J 
deceiue the opinion which he hath conceiued of me, with ſuch dete- 
ſtable vi anp: ſh al I return the truſt which he repoſcthin me, with 
ſach treaſon: (Hall J deffie my faith towards him, by ſeeking to de- 
file his bꝛidely bed 2 But (alas) loue is aboue Loꝛd oꝛ lawes, aboue 
Pꝛince 02 pꝛiuiledge, aboue friend oꝛ faith, UWlherslouc leadeth, no 
maiſter is made account ot, no king cared foꝛ no friend foꝛted of, no 
duty reſpected, n2 haneſty regarded, but all thing, done acco2ding 
to the paſſion which pꝛeuaileth ouer vs. Ind ſeeing it is not in our 
power to pꝛeuent that pxiſion, f02 it is either deriued of our owne 
nature, oꝛ deſcended from the heauens, there is no reaſon J ſhould 
require any pꝛoper oꝛ peculiar foꝛtune to my ſelf, and ſœk to be diſ⸗ 
penced with all from that which is common to all: and fo much ths 
rather J am induced to peld to the unſt inct of lotie , and purſue my 
purpoſe, foz that J perceiue by the wanton lokes of the Querne, 
that ſhe is determined to entertaine ſom? ſecret ſriend, beſides the 
king her huſband: and if { flatter not my ſelf, her verp countenance 
towards me impoꝛts ſome likelihod of ſoue He bears me: therfsꝛe 
A think it wildome to rike while the iron is hot, r if it bs poſlib i 
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to eaſe my heart of the aricf which her beauty hath bꝛed me. And il 
ſhe be diſpo! ed to arme her huſband with hoꝛned harneſſe, as god z 
be the inſtrument thercof, as ſome other of nicancr talling & coun- 
tenance. After this he ſought all meanes peſſible to infinuate him- 
ſcife into her fami iarity,and courted her continualiy with dutiful 
ſcruice,and ſecret ſignes of ſincere affectien: te ſo bzibed her maids 
with benefits, and corupted them with coine, that they made him 
a god vnto their miſſris: ſhe ceuld not lok out at her chamber win⸗ 
dow, but that ſhe ſe him walke ſolitarily vnderneath, caſting bp 
countenances which med to contain humble p:aiers foꝛ pify and 
compaſſion, and thꝛowing vp ſuch ſighes as might plainly ſigniſie 
the ſozrow of his thoughts. If ſhe chanced to walk abꝛoad, he wold 
mert her like a ghoſt, in ſuch ghaſtly maner, with ſuch a wild coun⸗ 
tenance, a pined artes: that it would haue meued the ſtony rocks 
to rueth. But the Qucene ſceing him ſo faſt fettered in follp, had 
that che deſired and now ſhe left her louing loks towards him and 
the moꝛe painfully ſhe perceived him toꝛmented, he moꝛe diſdains 
fully ſh& lokt vpon him: and would not by any ſignes, which he did 
ſhew of his affectton, ſerm to know it, to the intent he ſhould by wꝛi⸗ 
ting make manifeſt his meaning vnto her. The yong Gentleman, 
ſ eeing the hope, which at the firſt hee tonceiued ol her good will, 
aitogether without hap , and in a manner deſpairing ol his pur⸗ 
poſe, he could take no longer daies with his deſire, but that he muſt 
know a finall reſolution one way o2 other. And being dꝛiuen to 
careicfſc deſperateneſle, hee feared not tocommithis lite to a tel- 

tale pecce of paper, ano bew2aved his miſery to his Miſtreſſe in 
this manner. Becaule (moſt ſoncraigne Lady) my duety and 
ſeruice heretofoze hath bern nothing acceptable vnto you, J haue 
deuiſed anew wap to worke peur content ation, which is, by w2t- 
ting to do vou to wit, that ſince it liketh rou not to giue me liſe, 
Amcane to beſtow vpon mp felf a deſperate death, the only thing 
I think which map pꝛocure you pleaſure: and ſo long as it map 
delight you, I weigh not how much it ſpight me: Pea, Lone hath 
dealt ſo extrtamly with mee, that though J would myſelfe 4 cen⸗ 
lot keepe my coꝛps frem cenfuſion. Foz as the frctting Fiſtula paſt 
all cure runneth in the fleſh lrom place to plate. me heth the ſcund 


ſieſi as rotten as the reſt: ſo the deadly poylon of loue firſt entred 
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into my eyes, x after ſpꝛed into cuery part of me, hath now dange⸗ 
rouſlp infected my whol body vnto death. But vet my death wil be 
nothing ſo grieuous vato me, as to think what a blemiſh it will be 
to the bꝛightnes of pour beauty, when your tyranny ſhalbe taken to 
be the cauſe thereof, vea, and when vou ſhall haue no cloud at all to 
touer pour crueltv. Foꝛ it you alledge foꝛ pour ſelfe, that you durſt 
not make ſo deepe a wound in pour honoꝛ, as to commit pour body 
to any, but to him who by mariage hath merited it: why a louelp 
loke onely would haue ſatiſficd mee, yea one glance of god⸗will 
going from pour eyes, will mo2c content mee, then all the actuall 
pleaſures in the woꝛld, receiued of any other woman in the wozld. 

But ſeeing Foꝛtune doth will, and pou do wiſh my deſfruction, J 
am content to obep the 2ccree of the one, and ſatiſſte the deſtre of the 
other: beſ&ching vou to take theſe witleſſe woꝛds fo? a finall fain- 
ting farewell, wiſhing vou continnance of beauty, with increaſs of 
bounty. 

Neither yours, neither bis owne, Verecundus, 

This letter, beſpꝛinkled with teares,hegaue to one of her maides 
of honoꝛ to giue her. But true ths P2oucrb is, that Fiſh bꝛed vp in 
durty Poles, will taſte of mud: one deſcended of meane race, can⸗ 
not be endued with vertue fit foꝛ Pꝛincely place: ſet a Begger on 
hoꝛſe⸗backe, and he will neuer alight : ertoll one of baſe ſtock to de⸗ 
arc of dignitp, and who is ſo haughty * Nlho is lo pꝛoude? Foz 
this crafty cove-Nuecne , hauing read his letter, though ſhe were 
right glad thereof, fo2 that thereby ſhe meant to purchaſe his vtter 
diſccedit with the King: pet ſhe ſeemed to be in great chafe, cal- 
ling him traitoꝛ æthat durſt iniury her eies with ſuch lewd letters, 
with diners other imputations of repꝛoach: and went pꝛeſently to 
the Ring, and ſhewed him this letter, who in a great rage ſent his 
guard to appꝛehend him: but he, hauing inteligence thereok, was 
faine to flee the Country. See the foꝛce of fraude, and the end of 
iaw'iccloue, but marke moꝛeouer the reward of her trechery and 
tyꝛannp. Her huſband euer after this, was ſo icalous oucr her, that 
be would neuer ſuffer her to be out of his ſight, r do ing ſomewhat 
of her bsauty, but doubting moꝛe ok her honoſty, he neuer rode foꝛth 
an idurnop, but that he let wary watch # ward ouer her at home: 
vga this (furious feend of hell did ſo toꝛment him, that ho could taſte 
no 
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no relf day noꝛ night, but his fancy ſlil ran either vpon the Sentle⸗ 
man that ſhould haue done him that iniurp, either vpon lome other 
that ſhould be like to ſerue him in like loꝛt. 95 that the pleaſure 
which her proper perſon p2ocured him, was dꝛovmned with the 
doubt, leaſt ſhe would not remaine pꝛoper vnto him, and that ſhe 

would be as common in poſleſſion,as ſhe was pꝛoper in perſonage. 
Alas (ſaith he) now my ioy is at an end, y clouds of care haue quite 

ſeuered my ſun and light of ſolace e delight: yea the greater plea⸗ 
ſure z take in pꝛactiſing with my Paliphæ, the greater feare J haue 
that others derpely deſtre to participate with the pleaſure: and the 
moꝛe tre ſhe is in ſuch friendſhip towards me, the moꝛe franck x 

doubt ſhe wil be towards other. Ah would to God J had neuer bin 
married ra her the to be thus martired:oꝛ eis would J had matcht 
with ſome ſuch, whoſe Pꝛincelp nature would haue participated 
only with Pꝛinces , whole ropal blod and birth might haue fea- 
red the baſer ſoꝛt to pꝛeſume to pꝛactiſo her to their purpoſes. But 
my chance was to choſe one, who, if (as the laping is) like beit 
of their likes, is like to like better of any other then of m ſelf, foꝛ 
that in nature and tondition there is ſuch difference betweene vs. 

But repentance now commeth to late, this only reſteth to be foꝛe⸗ 


ſeen, that vnto the great griefe which mine own conceit pꝛocureth 


me, her abuſe adde not infamp x diſhono2: And if the heauens haue 
aſſigned me ſuch heauy fate, as due to my doating deſire, vet this at 
leaſt let me take heed, that with the lolle of her own honoꝛ ſhe pꝛo⸗ 
ture not the loſſe of my life. And hereupon appointed certaine of 
His aſſured friends, to haue the cuſtody and keoping of the Queen: 
who ſeeing her lelfe thus diſlopally without cauſe abzidged of her 
liberty began to curſe the time that euer ſhe tame to be Queen, wi⸗ 
ſhing ſhe had continued in meaner calling with fruition of liberty, 
rather then to fit in chaire of dignity with ſuſpition of diſhoneſty. 
hat pleaſure(ſaith ſhe)doth my pꝛincely ſtate procure me, which 
muſt liue as a pꝛiſoner: who will honour me foꝛ Nancen Which am 
ſuſpected foꝛ a queane and harlot: Bow ſhall dare to ew my 
face in the Court, When the Uing doubteth of mp draling towards 
him? Pp lokes haue not bin light, m curteſie bath not bin ſo com⸗ 
mon, my glaunces haue not bin ſo gariſh, whereby he ſhould enter 
into this ſiniſter ſuſpition of me. But long (theg lap) is light of 
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beiiefe , and iealoſie is grounded vpon leus. Auaunt fond folith 
loue, God ſend mp huſband rather to hite me, then to beare me a⸗ 
no ſuch loue, which bereaueth him of reſt, and me o7 renown, which 
bꝛeaketh the bond of faithful friendſhip and entire amity betweene 
vs, which tauſeth him to doubt me, and me to dꝛead him, which 
maketh both our liues ſo loathſome, that J with death to diſpatch 
either the one of vs oꝛ the other. But this ſroward fate J mult aſ⸗ 
cribe onely to mine owne fault and fraude towards Verecundus, 
who hath now iuſt cauſe to triumph that J my ſelee am fallen into 
the pit Jdigged fo2 him. Well J mutt retire to patience per- 
fozce , and hang in hope of ſome god hap to redzelle my wor and 
miſery. 

But pon ſhal vnderſtand (Gentlewomen ) this was not all her 
punifhmect,nay this was but a trifle in reſpect of that which after 
ſollowed, a matter in haynouſneſle ſo hoꝛrible, in deſire ſo deteſta⸗ 
ble, and in luſt ſo loathſome, that it is no leſſe ſtrange to be told, 
then hard to be belceued: So that J thinke m wo2ds wül rather 
carry wonder then credite with pou . Foꝛ whether it were Gods 
plague foꝛ the huſbands iealouſie, oꝛ fot her iolitp, pꝛide, and ſub- 
tilty,J know not: but thus it pleaſed him to ſuffer the diuil fo deale 
with her. Being by her huſbands commandement in his abſence 
kept from company , her chicfe ſolace was to walke in a pleaſant 
grouctopned to her palace, where vſed to feed a heard of Beaſts, a⸗ 
mong which was a godly white Bul, I dare not ſay ſhe kel in loue 
with the Bul, leſt J ſhould dꝛiue vou rather to laughing at my ſto- 
rp, then liſting to it, but ſurely ſo it was. Pea ſhe was not onelv in 
loue with the beat, went euerv moꝛning , + with her own hands 
b:ake downe boughes foꝛ him to bzuſe vpon, but which was moꝛe, 
the was ieal dus oucr him: foꝛ what Cow in al the heard ſhe ſaw he 
liked beſt, ſhe cauſed to be had from the heard, and killed, (as ſhe 
pꝛetended foꝛ Sacrifice, but indeed foꝛ ſatiſfving her iealous mind: 
And as the beaſt was opening, ſhe would take the inwards in her 
hand, faying , Now goc thy way and picaſe my lone if thou canſt. 
And taking delight a while in this daliance, at length her luſt grew 
to ſuch outrage, that ſhe felt in her ſelf an impoſſibility to continue 
her curſed life, without the carna! company of the Bul. And not⸗ 
withſtanding ſhe aſſaied the allill ance ot reaſon , the policy of per⸗ 
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ſwation, the helpe of hearbs, and the mean of Medecines, to moꝛ⸗ 
fiſtẽ her beaſtly deſire tothe Bea l:pet nothing would pꝛeuaile, pea 
bring olten in minde to make her ſelte away, her heart Wouid not 
ſuſter her hans to do it, no: that death feared her, bnt that defire 
fo2ccd her £r# to ful her filthy luſt: and at length by the helpe of 
Dedalus à tunning Carpenter, ſhe was cunningly conueied into a 
Cow of ©1099, hat ſhe had her braſtly deſire. But Gentlewomen, 
becauſe pou ſhal not enter into cholericke tonceites againſt me, fo2 
publiſhing in vour poeſence a hif82y which ſcemeth ſo much to 
ſound ts the ſhame of your ſere, Imeane not to iuſtifie the truth of 
it, but rather wal pꝛoue it falſe by the opinion of one Sernius, wha 
w2'teth,that Paſiphz in deed plaicd falſe with one Taurus(Which 
ſign eth a Bull) Secretary to her hutband, in the houſe cf Deda- 
lus,and after being deliuered, had two Sonnes, the one like Mi- 
nos, the other like Taurus, and ther eupon the Poets faigned the fa⸗ 
ble afoꝛeſavd: but whether, being a woman , ſhe vſed the carnall 
— ofa beaſt, oz whether like a lewd wife ſhe gaue her huſ- 
band the badge of a beat, her offẽ ce was ſuch, that J canot (though 
gladly J would) ercuſe it. Pet muſt needs ſap, that in my fancy 
ber huſbãd deſerned fome blame:fo2 no deubt his ſuſpi*i5 without 
cauſe,cauſed her in ſuch loꝛt to tranſgreſſe marriagelawes . Foz 
ſeeing her honeſty doubted of, and her good name as god as loſt, 
che thought as god to be naught foꝛ ſomwhat, as to be thought 
naught foꝛ nothing. And ſurely the experience is to tsnunon, that 
ſuſpition + lanzer maketh many to be that which they neuer ment 


to be. But ſome are of this foliſh opin on, that it is ſimple æ foliſh 


kollp, foꝛ a woman to deale truly with him. which dealeth ieloully x 
crucil» with her: ſome again lewdl think, if a woman cannot con⸗ 
teiue by her huſband, that ſhe may lawfu'ly enter intc-.onuerſation 

with ſome other: ſome wich edly ween that if the huſband be not a⸗ 
ble to ſatiſfie pinſatiable deſire of his wiſe,” to auoid coneupiſence 
ſhe may communicate with one othcr:but ſurely (gentlewomen) 
Jam ſetled in this opinion, that no ſu"vition d2 iealouſie ought to 
cauſc a women to tranſgrelſe the bondes oi honeſty : that chaſtity 
is the only Jewell which women oucht to bee charpof: that wo⸗ 


men hauing loſt their chaſtity, are like bꝛoken Glaſſes , which are 
god 
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good fo2 nothing: that they make ſhipwzacke of all, if the tables of 
conſtancy be once crakt , and ankers of honeſtie flipt : that it is 
better foꝛ them to be fooles then falſe,to be ſimple then ſubtil, to be 
Doues then Diuils, to be abuſed then abuſe : that it is better foꝛ 
them to be barren then beaſtly, to be without fruite then faith, chil⸗ 
dꝛen then chaſtity: that concupiſcence is only to deſire other beſides 
thoir huſbands, that they which burne in ſuch deſire, ſhal burne in 
hell fire, that no Adultreſſe ſhall inherit the kingdome of Veauen: 
that all women ought to be like the Matrone ol Rome, which knew 
the ſauour of no mans bꝛeath but her hnſbands , like the wife of 
Fuluius Torquatus , who died with longing, rather then ſhe would 
go fozth of her Chamber in her huſbands abſence to ſec a wild Ac- 
gyptian with one eye in his foꝛhead, whom ſhelonged fo ſec : that 
women ought to ſpin with Penelope, to ſpil with Camma, to kill 
with Lucrece,to be ſlandzed with Suſanna, with Sauoy,and with os 
thers, to indure any tozment,rather then toloſe one iot of their cha- 
ſfity and honeſtp. 


Pigmalions friend, and his Image. 


Pigmalion, a Gentlaman af Piemont, continuing the ſpace of certame 
yeeres in honeſt affection, and vertuous loue with Penthea, wife to 
Luciano, a noble Gentleman of the ſame ¶ ountry, is at length by her 
reiectedyin reſpect of a baſe ſtranger Pigmalion,abandonmg the com- 
pany of al women, and giuing himſelfe tothe Ar? of ( aruing, burneth 
in loue with an Image which himſelfe bad faſhioned: whom, at his car - 
zeſt ſuite, Venus transformed into a faire Maide, and he tabeth her 

to wife. 


O manc the reckoning without the Boaſt, is the 
AN 2 way ſoone to be cuerſhot in the ſhot: to reſolue cer⸗ 
2 A tainly vpon incerteinty, is the way neuer to be in 
any certeinty: to locke fo2 conſtancy of thoſe that 
uc ot inconſtancp, oꝛ to determine of thoſe things 
which are not in our powers to perkoꝛm, is nothing 

elſe but to be deceiued of our expettation, and to be dꝛiuen to alter 
our 
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our determination: as the hiſtoꝛy which you tallheare, tall perid 
exanmle of both theone and the other. 

In the Country of Picmount, had his being one Pigmalion , a 
Gentleman deſcended ofnoble birth, indued with perfection of per- 
ſon, and perfectly purtraped foꝛth with the lineaments of learning, 
ſo that it was doabtfull whether he were maze indebted to foztune 
foʒ his birth, to Mature foꝛ his beautp, oz to his parents fo2 his lears 
ning. But as beautp, biꝛth, riches, and the reſt, muſt needs giue place 
to learning. ſo no doubt but his parents deſerued the pꝛeheminentce 
of pꝛavſe. Foz the other are but dim ſtarres, where learning giueth 
light. And as when the Dunne ſhineth , the light of the ſtarres are 
not ſcene:ſo where learning appeareth, al other gifts are nothing ta 
be actounted of. Beſides that, beades his learning, he was indued 
with a great dexteritp in all thinges, inſomuch as nothing came 
am ſſe vnto him which was merte foꝛ a gentlemã: in feate of armes 
no man mo2e couragicus, in exerciſe of the body none moze actiue, 
in game oꝛ play none moze politicke, amongſt the ancient who 
moꝛe graue: amongſt the pouth full, who moꝛe merry? lo that there 
was no time, no perſon, no plate, whereto he aptly aplyed not him⸗ 
ſelfe. By reaſon whereof he was acceptable to ailgood companies 
and well was he that might entertaine him in his houſs . But mat 
of all he frequented the houſe of ene Luciano, a noble Gentleman of 
the ſame country, and in continuance of time grew ſo farre in fa⸗ 
miliaritp with his wife, that he repoſed his onely pleaſure in her 
p2eſence: Pea ſhe had made ſuch a ſkealth of his heart, that neither 
father noꝛ mother, ſiſter noꝛ brother, noꝛ all the frends he had in the 
Country beſide, could kepe him one weeke together ont of her 
company. Pea ti is faithfull loue he bare her, ſcemed in a manner to 
extinguiſh all natural lene towards her alies and kinſcfolkes:Who 
beeing(as they were wont) defirons to haue his companp at hau- 
king, hunting, and luch like paſtimes „tould not bp any trauing 92 
impo2tunity obtaine it: but being ignorant of tbe cauſe. they thought 
it had pꝛoteeded of this, that his minde, vpon ſome occaſten, had 
been alienated from them, which tauſed them on the contrarp ſome⸗ 
what to witho:aw their good wills from him. But he foꝛted lit⸗ 
tle thereof, he cared not whome he diſpleaſed ſo he might wozke 
her contentation : She was the ſtarre by whoſe afpect he did * 
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his doings, ſhe was the Hauen wherein he ſought to harboꝛough, 
ſhe was the Deauen whither he thought to tome, ſhe was the Saint 
to whome he did bend his deuotion, that he could finde in his 
heart to lend no liking to any other whatſoeuer. In ſo much, that 
hauing the pꝛoffer of many rich marriages , he alwapes refuſed 
them, as hauing his heart ſo repleniſhed with the loue of her, that 
there was no romth fo: the loue of any other to remaine within 
him . Now ſhe , on the other ſide, whoſe name was Panthea , be⸗ 
ing a curteous courtly wench, gaue him ſuch friendly entertaine- 
ment, and vſed him ſo well in all reſpects, that (her hulband excep⸗ 
ted) ſhe ſeemed to hould him molt deare bnto her of any wight in 
the whole wozld : She neuer made feaſt, but he muſt be her 
Gueſt: the neuer rod iourncy , but he mult be her companion , 
che neuer daunced, but he muſt direct her: ſhe neuer diced, but 
he muſt be her partner: ſhe in manner did nothing, wherein he 
didnot ſomething . Ver huſband all this while bcing fully aſſured 
of her bertue , and very well perſwaded of the honeſty of the Gen⸗ 
tlem in, ſuſpected no cuill between them, but liked very wel of their 
loue and familiaritp togither , neither in deed had he any cauſe to 
the contrary. Foz Pigmalion knew her to bee indued with ſuch 
conſtant vertue, that he thought it impoſſible to al ire her to any fol- 
lv, and beſtdes that, his louc was ſo exceeding great towardes her, 
that he would nat bp any meanes be the cauſe to make her commit 
any thing which might make her leſſe woꝛthy of loue then ſhe was. 
And ik at any time (as ths fleſh is fraile) the vehcmency of hi⸗ affccs 
tion foꝛced him to peꝛſwade her to folly , he did it ſo faintly , that it 
might plainly be perceiued he was not willing fo onercome . Foz 
he depcly doubted , that il by the fo:ce of her loue towards him, oz 
his perſwaſtons towards her, ſhe ſhould haue velded the fo2t of her 
faith and chaſtity into his hands, his loue towards her (with the 
Sun being at the hig heſt) would haue declined and decreaſed, u hich 
would haue berne the geeateſt gziefe to hun inthe wozld. No, he 
liued with ſuch delight in the company of her chaltitp and vertue , 
that he was voyde, not onelp of libidinous luſt towards her, but 
alſo towards all other women what⸗ſo⸗cuer . Pet hee reccyued 
maze pleaſure of her by imagination, then of any other woman by 


the act of generation. Do that betwene theſe friends was — 
cauſe 
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tauſe ot fuſpition, ns cauſe of iarre, no tauſe of iealouũte: the r 
liued together the ſpace of thꝛee oz foure reares in the Ye! 
Hauen of moſt happy» life. The flood of their fclicity , flowed? 
the fountaine of molt faithfull frendſhippe, the building 2" 
biding together was raiſed on the rocke of vertue , ſo that it is to 
be thought, no ſeas of ſubtiltp, oz floods of fickleneſſe could 
haue vndcrmined it. Wut what perpetnity isto be loked foꝛz in 
moꝛtall p2elences ? What cenſtanty is to be hoped {oz in kittes of 
Creſids kind: may one gather Gꝛapes of tho;nes , Auger ot thiſ⸗ 
tles, oꝛ conffancy of women: Nay, if aman ſift the whole ſexe 
thꝛoughly, her chal finde their wozds to be but winde, their fapth 
forgerp, and their deeds diſſembling. You muſt not (C entlewo⸗ 
men) take theſe wo2zds to. pꝛoccede from mee, who dare not ſo 
much as thinke ſo much, much leſſe ſay ſo much, "fo that truth gets 
feth hatred, A meane ſuch as tell not the truth, as he in no wiſe 
ſhould not doe, which ſhould blow any ſuchblaft of the moſt faiths 
full and conſtant Feminine kinde : But you muff take theſe ſper⸗ 
thes to pꝛoceed fzom Pigmalion, who toſpeake vprightly, had ſome 
cauſe to diſcommend ſome in particular, though not to condemne 
all in generall, as pou hall fozthwith heare . Foz it fell ſo out, 
that an ambaſſadour came ont of a range Country into Pie- 
mount, and was appointed to iy at the honſe of, Luciano the time 
ofhis aboade in the country . Now amongſt the company which 
came withhim, there was onevoung Gentleman, in whome though 
there weare nothing woꝛthy of commendatien any wap , pet whe- 
ther it pꝛocecded of the datntencfſe of women, who as Pigmali- 
on thought) will be ſoone weary of one diet, oꝛ ot their wauering 
(who are tonſtant in nothing) oz of their imperfett nature (which 
be: 1eth alwayes to the woꝛſt) J krow not, but this lady beganne 
to tonceiue a very good opinion ol him, and in ſhoꝛt time in atlecti⸗ 
on farre to p2eferre him befoze her old faithfull friend. Which 
Pigmalion perceiuing , being in her pꝛeſence, dꝛunke vp his ſoꝛrow 
in filence, but hauing withdrawne hinſcifecut of their company, 
into his ſolitary Chamber, he entred with him lelfe into this raging 
rapling. 
D faygned lawning, © counterfct curteſie, © deepe diſſcmbling, 
Dhohy mixt with gall, ©Heaaen turnd to hel. Pow do J * 
X 2. P 
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Hip heretofoze was nothing bnt flattery, thy loue lewd , 
teſis of courſe: Mow J am affured thou madſt of me a ver - 
Nneceſſity , to ſerue thy turne fo2 lack of other company. Did 
Pꝛeferre thee 'befoze father and frends ? and canſt thou pꝛeſerre a 
ranger befo2e me, whome thou neuer ſaweft befo2e , of no counte⸗ 
naunce, credit oꝛ conſtancv, but wauereth with the winde⸗ Did J 
beave thee faithfull and entire affection? and canſt thou bare grea- 
ter good will to him, who careth not fo2 thee 2 who beareth ſtedfaſt 
affection to none, in whome is nothing but flitting fantaſie, x meere 
vanity ;? And canſt thou thus pꝛefer lewdneſſe befoze learning, tri⸗ 
fling bekoꝛe truth, clowmſhneſſe befoꝛe courtlineſſe, vanity befoze 
vertue? then karwell reaſon, thou reſteſt not in womens head:then 
fur well wit, thou wieldeſt not womens doings: then far well faith, 
thou artno womans pheare:then farwell women, vou are no mates 
foꝛ me: #herevpon verily determined with himſelfe vtterly to aban⸗ 
don her company foꝛ euer. But repꝛehending his owne rachneſſe, 
he ment to haus further triall of her trifling towards him, and alſo 
to loke moꝛe narro vlv into the daings and behauiour of the other 
Gentleman, that ik he could ſee any thing in him, whereby hc woz⸗ 
thilv deſerued to be pꝛekered bofoꝛe himſelfe, he might the moze pa- 
tiently indure it. Wherevpon diſſembling his griefe as well as he 
could , he maid repaire againe vnto her houſe , and there noting her 
lone by her lokes , her fancy by her face , and her conceits by her 
countenance , he eaſily peꝛceiued to whome ſhe bent her beſt denoti- 
on, and who was her holieſt Jdoll. Likewiſe, diligently conſidering 
the conuerſation of the Gentleman, he perl waded himſelfe that in 
indifferent judgement, where affection did not make blind, the beſt 
gifts either of body oz mind which were in him, were not tobe co- 
.- pared to the woꝛſt that were in himſelfe : the one not being perfect 
amp wap, the other imperfect no way. So that ſceing neither his 
own wo:thineſſe, neither the others vnwoꝛthynelle, could ſettle her 
affection as it ſhould be, he viterly appealed from her vnwozthy x 
vnequall iudgment, awd giuing her the Lare los manot, he altogether 
etranged himſelfe from her ſociety. 
Der the marueilous power of his loue , who notwithſtanding he 
neuer enioysd the vſc of her body, and certainiy knew that the other 


hadnot wan that point of her neither, vet hetwokett ſo nu 
tha 
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that che would ſeeme to beare greater god⸗will towards the other 
then hien, that he kully reſolu d with himſelfe to eſchewe the com⸗ 
pany 97 al other wam@n{o2 her ſake, and neuer to ſuffer the loue of 
any to ſinke again ſo deep 'y in his heart. And ſurely (Gentlewo⸗ 
men) this ?:gm1'ion m1y bee a pꝛeſident and ꝑꝛoofo to confute the 
erroꝛ of thoſe, who thinke there can be no hotte and keruent lone be⸗ 
tween? a man and a woman, vn eſſe it pꝛoceꝛd of ſome filthy pꝛac⸗ 
tiſe between them. And ik they lee any friendly familiarity between 
a poung Gentleman & Sentlewoman, thsy foꝛſoth conceiuc an e⸗ 
uil opinion os their haneſt affectis. Which erroꝛ, as it is molt groſſe, 
ſo may it be defaced bo ſundꝛy reaſons. Fo2 how is it poſſible that 
an ill cau e can come to god effect: that firme friendſhip can flow 
from fading fancy: that the heauenly coſent of mind, ſhould pꝛoceed 
of the bꝛut all coniunction ot bodies? Which ik it were ſo, thoſemen 
(if I may call them men) which daily deale with common women, 
Gould be very faithfullv and friendly affectioned towards them: 
but it is ſo far off, that in my fancy after the fact, they rather loath 
them, then laue them: both foꝛ that a loathſome repentance follows 
eth it, x alſo (as Ariſtotle ſaith) men therby are made leſſse perfect: 
So that JI think the vnlawfull coniunctions of bodies, rather a diſ- 
iunction of mind, then otherwiſe. And true friendſhip between man 
and man, 02 man t woman, is grounded only on that which is god 
and honeſt. Bea J am perſwaded, that the wanton louer himſelf, 
is as wel ſatiſſied with the countenance, loning loks, and perfect 
agreement of his Mi Tris minde with his, as with the vſe of her bo- 
dy: : Which although he oftentimes earneſtly deſire, pet I think it 
be as much to know therbp her vnfained god wil towards him, as 
fo2 that he repoſeth the fulneſſe of his felicity therein. So, it then a 
lewd louer, altogether vowed to vanito, can loue without luſt: how 
much moꝛs eaſily may a faithfull friend be feruent in affection, 
and pet cold in de re? and as Pigmalion map be a plain pꝛeſident, 
that a man map lone lopallp, and pet not deſice laſciniouſip: ſo map 
Florinda be a fruitfull exramp'e tothe Feminine ſoꝛt to do the like, 
who bearing ſuch feruent aff*ction to her friend Amadour, that ſhe 
held him moꝛe deare then her owne life that ſhe recetuedmoze con⸗ 
tentation in the company of him then of father, mother child, friend, 
dz whatſocuer : pet ſhe was ſo = from filthy affection — 
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him, that cher auoided , ſo neare as ſhee could, all occaſions which. 
might dꝛawe him into anp diſoꝛdinate deſite towards her: in ſo 
much that hauing occaſion of pꝛiuy conference with him in a pꝛiuy 
place, beſoꝛe ſhe tame, ſhe ſowly defaced her fate, and bꝛuſed it with 
a ſtone, that he might not be inflamed with the feature therof, and 
diuers other waics, at diuers other times, valiantlp withſtod all 
alarmes of luſt. Therfoze they are no doubt deceiued which think 
that loue cannot be without luſt, neither feruent affection withauß 
flechly fancy. And J would not wiſh any to iudge ſo iniuric uſſy of 
the familiarity of friends: ſuch light iudgements, pꝛooue but 
light Judge s: ſuch ſuſpitious opinions (foꝛ the molt part) pꝛocd 
from (uſpected perſons , and they are commenlp ſuch themſelues 
as they think other to be: foꝛ Mala mens, malus animus, an cuil diſ⸗ 
poſition, bꝛerdeth an euill ſuſpition. 

But to returne to Pigmalion, who, foz all his ferucnt lone, be⸗ 
ing fruſtrate of the fruites thereof, and not incountred with the 
like, got from the houſe of his fickle fri nd, and being alone in his 
owne lodging, he entred with himſclfe into this diſcourſe. Not- 
withſtanding , myloue hath beene alway guided rather by rcaſor, 
then rage, and my fancy neuer at anv time turned to fury, by rea- 
fon whereof J haue not been greatly pinched with the pangs ther⸗ 
of: pet when J-conſtder the common courſe of louers, and lone; 
ſurely of all puniſhments inflicted on mankinde, there is nonc that 
— moꝛe afflict vs then the lewde lottes thereof, and the fiery 

Dartes of Cupid, Foꝛall other euils by nature wee flee from, by 
real on wee repꝛeſle, by policy wee p2euent-, by pleaſure war mit⸗ 
tigate, by patience we moderate, by labour we lighten, by paino 
We appeale, by counſaile we cure, bp time we take awap, oꝛ by ſom 
meanes oꝛ other let out lelues free from. But this hatefuHoue, by 

nature we follow, it bereaueth vs of reaſon, policy hath no plate in 
vs, pleaſure daubicth our velour, patience purchaſcthno eaſe, labo: 
is loſt, paine pzeuaileth not, counſauleconduceth not time tieth and 
intangleth bs,no nothing is able to lead vs out of this intricate in- 
by:inth. And though the plcafuces pertaining to lone ſem great, 
pet whoſocuer purpoſeth to purchaſe them, let him allure him- 
ſclic to buy them at an vnrealonable rate: euery pecke of pleaſure, 
ſhall coſt him a quarter of care: foz enerypint uk Yoney, hee: 
Wall 
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all taſte a gallon ot gall; Vea though the entrie which loadeth to 
the lodging of loue ſeeme eaſie, and the poꝛch Paradiſe vnto him, 

pet ſhall he finde the Hall a hell, and the whole houſe a hatefull pꝛi⸗ 
fon and place of bondage. Fo2 as Mariners, that vnder a ſhew of 


calm weather commit themſelues to the Sea, are oftentimes with 


Zempeſts ſo toTed,that ruſhing againſt the rocks, their Ships are 
fhaken in pecces, and thepdcuouredin the depth of the Sea: ſo he 
that vnder the curtcous countenance of a wauering woman peet- 

deth himſelf to loue is commonly ſo wꝛapped in the waues of wils. 
that hee is altogether dzowned in the depth of detceit, and hardly 
eſcapeth with the loſte of his liberty and liuing. We ſee the Flie 
plapeth ſo long with the flame, that he is ſco2ched therewith, and 
the experience, is no leſſe common then lamentable, that men dally 
ſa long with dainty Dames, that at length they ars ſcoꝛched in the 
flames of fancy, and the wings of their free wil quite burnt away. 
And then, god God , it is ſtrange to conſider their taſe, how care- 
lefty they deals in ali things, how lewdly they ſpend their time, 
how pꝛodigally they confume their gods, how negligently they re⸗ 


gard their friends, how loathſomly they like gadcounſaile, how 


reſolute they are in their owne fond determinations / how diſſo- 
lute in their behauiour, how ſolitary they ſit in ſilence, how ſecret⸗ 
ly they conceale their griefe, how ſozrowfullp they ſpend their 
dayes , how fantaſtically their mindes are troubled , how feeblp 
their bodies are wegkned, what bꝛoken lecpes , what doubtfnll 
dꝛeames, what 
loued,how curiouſly they commẽd them, how partially they pzaiſe 
them, how doltiſhly they doate onthem, how wilfnily they are 
blinded in them, how ſuperſtitiouſly they think of them, how ido⸗ 
latrouſly they wozſhip them, how zcaloufly they loue them, how 
ielouſlp they loke ts them, how ware thep watch them, hoo wil⸗ 


lingly they ſerue them, how painefullp they imploy ths:nſclaes to 


pleaſure them, how readily they runne vnder their commaunde- 
ments, how obedientlp they bow at their becke, and come at their 
tal, how deadly they hate their enemies, how deeply they lone their 
friends, how charily they leek their god-will, how childiſhlp they 
fearc their ill will, how gladly they take a god looke, how ſadly 
they receine a ſow2s countenance, how folichly they fulũil their 


; deſires⸗ 
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ne viſtons they haue. And touching their be⸗ 
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deſires; how fondly they frame themſelues to their fancies, how 
with loks they ſhew their louc , e with fiones ſigniſte their good 
will:how it gricueth them to haue any other loked vpon oz ſpoken 
to , how inthe pꝛeſence of their Ladt-s they frp as Hotlp as Pount 
Aetna, how in their abſcnce they freeſe as coldly as the hil Caucaſus, 
how pꝛeſent they pꝛeferre ſuits, how abſent they ſend ſalutations, 
how p2eſent they floꝛiſh, how abſent they fade, to conclude how pꝛe⸗ 
ſent they liue, how abſent they die. But on the other ſi de, to weigh 
the dealings of their darlings towards them, it makes iny heart 
ſoꝛe to think that any man ſhould be ſo mad, as not vtteriv to abhoꝛ 
them. Fox firſt, while they ſer a man fi ee from folly, and without the 
compaſſe of their cozenage, they fetch many a windlas to dꝛiue him 
into the nets of noughtinefſe,and to intrap him into their trechery: 
Ind if they reteiue him ſo ſtrongly arined with wiſdome, that their 
bolſfered beauty cannet bleare his cies , then fozthwith they goe a⸗ 
bout to compaſſe him with their counterfait curteſte, then foꝛſoth 
they frame ſuch friendly countenances towards him, a pꝛetend to 
beare him ſo great god will, that hee cannot (vnleſſe he will ſhew 
himſelf altogether engrateful and d ſcourteous )but frame his fan⸗ 
cy towards them againe. Now ſo ſone as they ſe him reaſonably 
wel reclaimed to the lure of their alluring la ks, they by and by ſtop 
the lure bpon him and cauſe him to houer in hope, and teach him to 
fiee a high pitch, foꝛ a pꝛeyof little p2ofit oꝛ pleaſure. Fo then they 
oalt verp toy tountenãces towards him, as thay wil not ſo much as 
with a glance giue any ſigne of god⸗wil: but When they haue made 
him ly ſo long in the avꝛe, that he is ready either to take a ſtand, o: 
ſoare away, thep fling foꝛth a train of treaſon,+ caſt ſom flattering 
hope and faigned fawning fo2 him to fred on, leaſt his kindne le by 
their toldneſſe ſhould guaile, ans ſo he retire his deſt re. E ut if they 
ſee him to be charpe ſet, that he will ſtoupe at eucrp ſtale, oꝛ know 
him to be a Nouite, which neuer wil awap, then they make him fler 
and neũer ſerue him, they bangle him out, and bob him as they liſt, 
then they keep themſelucs out of his ſight, to niake hiui moꝛe ſharp, 
then in his pꝛeſente then lend lsuing loks to other, then they make 
the metter ſo range, that he is dꝛiuen to begin again to renue his 
ſuite a ſreſh. And the end of all this is, to ſpoꝛt themſelues in his 
painz, to gloꝛp in his — to triumph in his tozments my 
| malice 


malice they beare him, thatbearcth them gꝛeat god will. Bea he 
which loueth them belk, is (ure, to be handled the woꝛſt: foꝛ they 
know he is armed with loue to endure the fozce of their fraude, z like 
an alle to beare any burthen which they ſhall lay on his backe, pea 
they will not ſticke to yeld their bodies to ſome tourſe Quidam 
in a comer,rather then they will beſfow on him one courteous coun- 
tenance : ſuchis their ill nature, to cteaue tothe woꝛſt, and pꝛoud⸗ 
ly to diſdaine him that humbly deſtreth them, and openly toreicct 
all men though neuer ſo noble, and ſecretly to refuſe no man though 
neuer ſo baſe. And as the Humble Bee fleeth all the day in the plea: 
ſant aire, and thindeth much to light euen vpon the ſweete flowers, 
but at night taketh no ſcorn to lodge in a Cowss foule ſhard:ſotheſe 
dainty Dames, in companp thinke ſcoꝛne to peeld loue to any, but 
in comers thep care not to pꝛactiſe withſome lothſome ſkullion oz 
hoꝛſeboy. But if they thinke this lauer whome they haue ſo daintely' 
dealt withall, haue ople to cure their furious flames, aud be euery 
wap fit foz their folly,he ſhal perchance, after this tedious toile, and 
longe ſuite inthe courte of cur teſie, be aduiſed c admitted, foꝛ a moꝛe 
ſpœdy diſpach of his liuing, to enter his attion in the common place 
1 meane, he ſhall be receiued into their good grate and fauour, and 
cnow and then feaſted with the beſt banquet in their hodies. But 
by that time the reckoning is payd, he ſhal finde his cheer ſo charge⸗ 
able, that all things conſidered , he might haue fared better, farre 
better cheape at the moſt tutthꝛote Inne in a Country. Then muſt 
the chaines, the bꝛacelets, the ie wels the rings, the diamonds, the 
prarle, be prouided, then muſt he buy fox euery part apeece,foz ene- 
ry finger a fangle, foꝛ euerp tas a toy:then mutt their maides be mo⸗ 
nied, their bauds bꝛibed. their ſcouteſt tonſidered, their ſeruants ſas 
tiſſied and euer as they lie open to him, ſo his ꝓuꝛſe mull lie open to 
them and theirs And hereok tommeth the ſpoyle of a number of no- 
ble and luſty young Gentlemen, ea and the nobler blood e the fran⸗ 
ker heart they are ot the ſooner and ſoꝛer is their detay g tenkuſion. 
Fozlike as the fire hauing ſtones caſl into it, doth only alter their 
coulo2, e make them black, but caunot conſum- them, but hauing 
wood thcowne into it, it waſtethi: cleane awar:ſo theſe couſoniug 
Cuctezans if ſome hard mettalled louer light vnto theirlot,they'on- 
ty altgr his eſtate, and bzing him from very wealthy, to ſomwhat 
* nedp 
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needp: but it a ft and franke child chaunce vnts them. hey wholp 
conſume him body 4 gods : A thing lurelv on our part rather to be 
punilhed then pitipd, who being by God indued with arcater wits, 
chould ſuſter our ſelues ſo vilaneuſſy to be vanquiſhed by the weaks 
nelle of women. But verily, as Spiders conuert to poiſon what- 
ſoeuer they touch ,. ſo women infect with follp whomlocuer they 
deale withall: and J thinke them made of God onely foꝛ a plague 
and woe vnto men, as their name impoꝛteth. and as Eve cauſed A. 
dam to be depꝛiued of Maradiſe: ſo J thinke her ſexe is oꝛdainod to 
depꝛiue Adams poſterity of pꝛoſperity. Mea in mariage it ſcit, where 
onely they are counted neceſſary, fee not but that they are actom⸗ 
panied with moꝛe care then commoditr, meꝛe coſt thẽ com foꝛt, moꝛe 
paine then gaine, moꝛe griefe then god. Such falſeneſſe if ther 
be faire, ſuch lilthineſſe it they be kowle, ſuch wils if they be wittie, 
ſuch fondneſſe if they be foles, ſuch pꝛoudneſle if they be noble, ſuch 
rudenes ik they bebaſc, ſo nice if they be vertuous, ſuch vice if they 
be vicious, ſuch luſt ines if they be young, ſuch loathſomnes if they 
beold. ſuch lights if they be merry, ſuch ſullenneſſe if they be ſad, 
ſuch often deſire oi ſpoꝛt itthey bs healthv, ſuch ſeldome quietnes if 
they be with child, ſuch longing uch daintines, ſuch war wardnes, 
at all times in fare ſuch finenes, in apparel ſuth toſtlineſte, in houſ⸗ 
hold ſtuffe ſuch curtouſnes,at moſt times lo immodeſt, ſuch pouting 
ſuch lowꝛing, ſuch chiding, ſuch chafing, that to conciude with ſcrip⸗ 
fare, I thinkcbef# f02 a man not to touch a woman. 5 
SGenlle women, you muZ underſtand, this Genlle⸗man was in 
a great heat, and therefoꝛe you muſt beare with his bold blaſphemp 
againſt rour noble Sere: fo2 mppart, J am angry with myſelfe 
to haue btlered it. and I ſhall like my liſping lips tte woꝛſe ſoꝛ that 
they haue ben the inſtruments of ſuch euill, neither ſhell 3 thinne 
them ſauourp ag ainc, vntil it hal pleaſe ſome of yon to ſcaſon them 
with the ſwærtnes of yours : But pet he himſelf was ſo fully conür⸗ 
med in this fai h r belief, touch ng the fra ity and fraud of wemen, 
that J think ne toꝛment, no not the fury ot fire, cculd haue fozced him 
to retaut his opinion: Foz euer after, he fled cloccaſions of womens 
companr , peclwading himlelfe ,_thit hee which toncheth pitch, 
fhalve defiled therewith: ſo he that v eth womens tompanv, halbe 
beguiled therewith. And as the Poulc hauing eſcaped out ot the 
g Trap 
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Trap, wil hardly be allurtd againe with the intiling baite, oꝛ as (he 
Hauke hauing bin once canuavedin the Nettes, wil make it daun 
gerous to ſtrike againeat the ffals : ſo he, hauing bin caught in the 
ſnares of crafty counterſepting, and now hauing vnwound himſeif 
thereout, and wonne the fields of freedome, aucived all octaſions 
which might bꝛing him eltfones in bondage. But man purpoſeth. 
and God diſpoſeth men determin, but the deſtinies do, foꝛ what ſhal⸗ 
be, halbe: no po icu may pꝛeueut the powers ofthe heauens, no do⸗ 
ings of men can vndoe the den inies. Foꝛ he was do far off frem be⸗ 
ing able to keep himlel e from being in loue with women, that he feii 
in loue with a ſenflefſe thing, a one, an Image (a iuſt puniſhment |? 
fo2 his raſh railing againſt tte floꝛiſuing feminine ſexe.) No2 conti⸗ 
nuing (as J ſayd befo2e) his ſolitary lite, ſeparated from the ſociety 
of women, hee conſumed the moſt part of his time in caruing and 
grauing Images, and amongſt all other his woꝛbs, he made out ok 
marble the likeneſſe of a pꝛoper wench: as by like, notwithſtanding 
the new Keligi n he was entred into. hauing moſt fancp ts a ſeme⸗ 
nine koꝛm: ans bauing fathioned and finiſhed it in the fineſt maner, 
he fel to lok ng on it.

it pꝛocteded of this, that every one is lightly in loue with that which 
is his owne, J know not: but this J read rep oꝛted of him, that when 
neither by the reling of his ſences , neither by the foꝛce of reaſon, 
neither by the aſſiſtance of time, neither by any other meane he 
could rid his tender heart from this ffony loue, he toke his Image 
and laid it in his bed, as if it had bin his wife and bude: which done, 
he went tothe Temple of Venus, and there ſending vp ſighes foꝛ 
ſacrifices,and vttering his paſſions in ſteed of p2ayers , rufullp re- 
penting his fo2mer rebellion againſt the maieſty of the Goddeſſe 
Venus, fo2 that he had blaſphemed wickedly againſt Women, and 
neglected thelawes audloze wf Loue, and ſought to lodge himſelfe + 

in liberty, hehumbly requeſted her now to rue his ruthleſſe caſe, & 
he would remaine her thrall allthe dayes of his life after: and that 
if it ſcemed god to her Godhead to giue him a Wife,that the might / 
be(he durft not ſay his Image) but like vnto his Image. Venus be 
wel knowing what he ment by this requeſt, remembzing alſo 
wꝛong which Panthea befoze had pꝛoffered him, foꝛ that he loued her 
lopaliꝑ the ſpace of th: 82 fonre peears,withoutany reward, except 
it were double diſſembling foz his ſingular affecion, and ther efoꝛe 
had ſome reaſon to rage againſt Mlomen as hee did,ths thought her 
ſelfe bound in conſcience ts cure his calamity : and ſeeing how ido⸗ 
latronfly he was addicted to his Image, ſhe put life into it, 4 made 
it a perfect Woman. The like miracles wee haue had many 

* w2onght within this few peares , when Images haue bin made to 
bow their heads, to hould out their hands, to werp, to ſpeak. c. But 
to Pigmalion,who hauing done his deuotions, returned to his lodg⸗ 
ing, and there acco2ding to tuſtome fell to kiſſing his Image, which 

| ſeemed vnto him to bluſh thereat, and taking better taſt of her lips, 
they began to ware very ſe ft and ſweets, and entring into deeper 

dalliante wfth ter, che bad him leaue foz ſhame, and was pꝛeſcntlp 

turned to a perfect pꝛoper maide. Which he ſeeing, magnifted the 

might and power of Venus, ioyfully tooke this maide vnto his wife, 

and ſo they liued togither long time in gzeat ioy and felictty.

great liahtneſle to do either the one oꝛ the other. And beſides the in 
tucring of the blot of inconſtancy and wauering , it is very peri⸗ 
lous foz you , to commit your ſelues and your ſecrets to thoſe of 
whoſe truſtineTe you haue made no triall. Foz all is not gold tha 
gliſtereth, tounterkeit corne ſheweth moze godly then the god amd 
it is molt caſte to deceine vnder the name of a friend. The common 
ſaping is, the change is ſeldome made foz the better, and your owne 
ſaping is, that ot vour ſeruants you had rather ke pe thoſe whom 
you know though with ſom faults, then take thoſe whom pou know 
not, perchante with moe faults. How much moze then ought faith- 
full friends to be kept and accounted of, whom pou know tobe per⸗ 
fectly god. They are not ſurely foʒ any chaunce to be changed, they 
are not foz any reſpect to be reiected,they are the only Jewels to be 
ioved in, the onelp Pearles to be pzeſerued, theonelypillers to be 
| trulted tw. We like a picture made in Parble, better then in waxe, 
| becaaſe it willaſt longer, we like the rich Diamond chiefly,becauſe 
it laſteth long, and will not lightly loſe his bzight hew: ſolikewiſe, 
| pou ought to like thoſe friends beſt, which laſt longeſf, and haue li⸗ 
ued longſt with pou. Foz vou muſt conſider, true friends are not 
like new garments, which will be the wozſe faz wearing: they are 
kracher like the ſtone of Scilicia, which the moꝛe it is beaten, the har⸗ 
der it is: 02 like Spices, which the moꝛe they are pounded, the leſſe 
 ſwetcr thep are: oꝛ like many Mines, which the older they are, the 
better they are.

and while youſecke pour owne carclefle ſecurity, you neglect pour 
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countries commodity; and liue like a D2one) by the hony ot other 
mens hands, and by the ſwet of other mens ſweats. Foꝛ you matt 
know all the pꝛaiſe of vertue conſiſteth in doing, from the which to 
be withdꝛawn with the doubt of danger oz trobls, is a ſigne of sne 
which pꝛelerreth his own pꝛiuate ſafety,befoze the common ſociety: 
And pet he that wil not endeuour to defend other, is commonly left 
deſlitute of helpe hmiſclfe. What won Archimedes by his earneſt 
ſtudy, who while Marcellus wonne his City Syracuſis, was ſo buſily 
dzawing figures of Geometry in the ground, that he knew not the 
City was taken, and Marcellus ſending fo2 him to come vnto him, 
he anſwered, he would not come vntill he had finithed his figures: 
whereupon the meſſenger in great rage ſmiſhed his life ; an end fit 
foz all ſuch, who to ſatiſſie their owne minds, will not ſatiſſie their 
. duties to the rulers, Country, and common wealth. Zherefoze I 
thinke good you leaue this labourleffe life , and to enter into the 
wozld, and take a wife, wherebp yon may become a p2ofitableand 
fruitfull momber of pour Country : you know, the law-maker Ly. 
curgus valued in a manner with man-flayers thoſe, which would of 
ſet purpoſe abide barren : ſaping that he did in a manner depꝛiue a 
man of life, which did not help to bꝛing a man into this life when he 
might: and the difference is little, between doing an iniurp, and ſuf- 
fering an iniurp ts be done, when one map pꝛohibite it. You know 
allo the repꝛaach which he ſuffered that ancient vnmaried Captain 
Darcillidas to reteiue, who paſſing by a poung pꝛincock had no reue⸗ 
rence done vnto him (which amonaſt the I. acedemonians was the 
greateſt diſhonoz. that might be) the Captaine complaining hereof, 
the pong man anſweredhim.Why ſir,you haue gotten none which 
map do reuerenecetome when J come to age, and therefozettisno 
reaſon you receiue that honoꝛ at mp hads : which anſwer Lycurgus 
alowed of, thinking none wozſe Citizens then ſuch as would not 
marry. Wherefoze if pon will auoide the like inconnenicnce, and 
framepour ſelf to enter into that honozable ſfate,J wil depart with 
ſuch part of mptiuing vnto pon, that you ſhall be able to liue in god 
credit and tountenante in pour countroy, and haue cauſe to thinks 
vour life as pleaſant as this vou now lcad. . 
Alexins hauing diligently giuen eare to his fathers wozds, duti⸗ 
fully made anſwers in this ſoꝛt. \ 6a 
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Bir, if it pleaſe you, J am of this opinion, that a god thing cans 
not be to much vſed,and that the moꝛe tomon it is, the moze tom⸗ 
mendable it is, neither is it psſiible to ſeeke learning to much, 
whereof there was neuer any man yet butt he had too little, and J 
thinke it ſhame to ceaſe from ſeeking, when the thing ſought, is the 
only thing woꝛthy to be ſought. Foz what toile can ſtem tedious to 
find the wap to wit, and path to pzudeney,the line of lile, and vaine 
ol vertue:? And foꝛ the commodity of mp country, J doubt not but 
vou know, that the ſtudious ſtand the common-wealth in as greaf 
ſteꝛd, as y induſtrious otherwiſe.Yea who firſt bꝛought men with- 
in the compaſſe of a common wealth, but onely the learned? Who 
bꝛought them from ſauagenes to ciuilenes, was it not the learned? 
UUho reduced them from rage to reaſon, was it not the learned 2 
Who bꝛought them into the ſocietp of a City: Who pzeſcribed 
them lawes! Who taught them religion? Who inuented mariage 
it ſelfe,which pou are ſo earneſt to haue me enter into; Mas it not 
the learned! ves no doubt, learuing is the life of the common welth 
the maker and maintainer of it. muſt confes, that thoſe which vſe 
trades of trauell in the common-wealth,doc much god to the come 
mon-wealth : but J muſt ſay the learned do moꝛe god, J muſt cons 
feſſe,that ſouldiers often defend » common-wealth:but J mult ſay, 
thatlearning mult lcad them, otherwiſe thep will ſooner offendit, 
chen defend it. J muſt confes,y ſouldiers often win wealth to their 
countrep: but I muſt ſap, that Senatours muſt kæp it: and the cun⸗ 
ning to keepe,ts no leſſe tommendable, then the courage to get:and 
courage, God knoweth is little wozth abꝛoad, vnleſſe there be good 
counſell at home. Fo2 what woꝛthy exploits did any Captain euer 
atchieue abꝛoad, but by the aduice of the counſailoꝛs at home? Ag 
the valiant victoꝛy which Themiſtocles had ouer Salamis, was at⸗ 
chieued by y counſell of the Senat which Solon had conſtituted: The 
ouerthꝛow of Carthage, was wꝛought by the aduiſe of Cato acouns 
ſailoꝛ. The diſtruction of Troy, was wꝛought not by luſty pꝛowes, 
but by learned policy. The taking of Babylon by Darius, was not 
done by the ſbrength of his army, but by the ſkilfull ſubtilty of his 
ſeruant Zopyrus: and ſo almoſt in al notable victozies pollicie pꝛe⸗ 
uaileth abone power. Which was the cauſethat Agamemnon in 
the ffege of Troy, wiſhed rather fo2 tenne ſuch as Neſtor (whe wag 
Z a graue 
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a graue counſaylour)then foꝛ ten ſuch as Aiax(who was a valiant 
Captaine:) that Traianus the Emperour , when he went into the 
Cainpe, euer had Dion the Philoſopher with him in his owne cha- 
rite : that Alexander neuer went into ths fields without the Phy - 
lofopher Caliſthenes with him : Xerxes neuer without Damara- 
thus : that Alexander had euermoꝛe Homer his Iliades lying vn⸗ 
der his beddes head:that Iulius Cæſat ſtudisd in the night, and ſet 
downe in writing that which he did in the day: that Epaminondas, 
Mithridates, Themiſtocles, Adrian, Marcus Antonius, Marcus Au- 
relius, Alcibiades, Scipio, Brutus, Anmball, Alphonſus, Solom on 
Dauid, with infinit other , who were couragious Captains and 
Kings. gaue themſelites moſt earneſtly to ſtudy and learning. Foz 
they very wel knew he could not be a pe:fec: Captaine, which was 
not perfectly ſeenc in all ſciences ana learning. In Grammer, to at- 
taine to the Lattin tongue, and by it, to the knowledge of other 
tongues , whereby he may not be deafe and dumbe among thoſe 
with whome he ſhall haue to doe in warre. Jn Retotick, cherefully 
to perſwade his ſouldieurs to ſuch enterpꝛiſes as he would haue 
them to attempt. In Logiclc, pꝛobablp to reaſon with his ſouldi⸗ 
ours in doubtful matters, which are ts be diſcuſſed amongſt them. 
In Arithmetick , to number his ſouldiours, to deuide them into 
bands, as beſt may ſerue for the battell. In Geometry, to meaſurs 
the ground, to iudge of the diſtance of places, whereby he may caſt 
his trenches, raiſe his butwarks and place his ordinance and mu⸗ 
nition to moſt aduantage. In Aſtronomy, to know the courſe of the 
Stars, ð place of the Poles, the ſite:ot the Zones, t ſuch like, wher⸗ 
by he map be able to dire his army by night (eitheꝛ on ſea oꝛ land) 
into what coaſtes he ſhall haue otcaſion. In Muſicke, to retreate 
himſelfe being weary, to ing Pſalmes and pꝛaiſes to God foꝛ the 
vit toꝛy. And as theſe ſeauen liberal ſciences are ſhewed to be moſt 


neceſlary foꝛa Captaine:ſo is there no Art oꝛ knowledg but t ught 


to be knowne vnto him. Philoſophy, to take awap the tcrroz of 
death, to caſe the enill of griefe;; to coole the heat of hato, to bꝛidle 
rage with reaſon, to turne rachnelle to ſtape dneſle, as it did in 
Fabius the noble Captaine, qui cunctando reſtituit rem: to moꝛti⸗ 
fie the defires of the fleſh, as it did in Alexander toward the Wife 


and daughters ol Darius: to encreaſe abſtinencv, as it did - the 
ame 
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ſame Alexander, who hauing bene thz& oz foure dayes without 
fode , would catc nothing himſelfe , till all his @culdcrs were ſa- 
tiſfied: to make patience in pains , as it made Marius abide marte- 
ring without bind ing:to teach to endure hardneſſe, as it made Ages 
ſilaus to go almoſt naked in the midſt of winter, that his ſouldicrs 
by his example might vo the like: to teachito ſet litle by riches, to de⸗ 
ſpiſe vaine g!o2y, to auoide infamp, winknitc other commodities 
wherewith Philoſophy doth furniſh vs: Coſmogtaphy, to know 
the ſcituation of Cities and Countries, to take the opoztunity of 
Mountaines, Mods, and Waters: Surgerie, to heale his wounds. 
Phiſicke, to cure his diſeaſes, and keepe himſelſe in health. Law, to 
miniſter iuſtice ts his Souldiers to dcuide the boty indifferently 
amongſt them, to obſcrue inuiolabip the law of armes. Diuinitie, 
to dehoꝛt his Souldiers from ſwearing, from blaſpheming, from 
dꝛinking, from whozing, 4 in the houre of deathkrom difpairing,ſo 
that counſaile, learning, and knowledge ought to be the chicfe wea⸗ 
pons and compleate armour of a Captaine, yea knowledge is the 
armour of pꝛofe, which neither Canon, Hargabus, noꝛ Piſtoll can 
pearce. And what commodity is in courragt, without tounſaile, may 
be ſerne by many rath conflicts of many raw Captaines. And not to 


touch any of freſh memoꝛp, it map pleaſe pou onely to call to vour 


remembꝛance one Callicratides, Who being a captaine of the Lacede⸗ 
monians, ii an expedition againſt the Athenians, was aduiſed by the 
Senate not to entounter with them, but to remwue his Pauy from 

them, till moꝛe conuenient opoztunitp might be tauen wut he, think⸗ 
ing it ſhould haue bin ſome derogation to his man-hod ſome⸗ what 

to hauc reti ed, at al aduenture ventured vpon them, to his cwn vt⸗ 
ter ouerthzow,and to the great weakning of the wealth ol his com- 

men weale, and country. If then learning be ſo nezefſary to warre 

( wherto many think it rather a hinderance, as the French nobility 

fo:ſoth at this dap ſcarſe dareth deale withit, foꝛ feare of marring 
their martial łeates) how needfull muſt:we thinke it to other parts 

of the common wealth :? Can the pꝛince ſet fozth Gods glozp , and 
ſe to the realmes ſafc:p ? Can the Nobilitp pꝛouide foz'the pꝛeſer⸗ 
uationoftheir P2ince x countries commodity ? can Diuines truly 

pꝛeach p goſpcl-can Judges ducly miniſter iuftice*canlawpers de- 
fend the innocent⸗can Philicians heale the ficke ? yea in warre — n 
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the Surgeons cure the wounded, without learning can marchants 
ſafely paſſe the dangerous Seas withou ſkilfu'l Pilots? Can they 
mutually traffick and bzing in neceſſaries into the Realms without 
ſkilful interpꝛeters? To be ſhoꝛt, there is nothing done to the Coun- 
tries commodities, whereto there is not had the helpe of ſkill and 
learning. Do that learning and wit is the only wealth of each toun⸗ 
try, the onely conquerer in war, the onely pzeſeruer in peace. Lytæ, 
the goddeſſe of peace, without learning can doe no god, Mars with⸗ 
out Minerua can make no good mart : ther efoꝛe (fir) well pon may 
reſtraine me from ſtudy , but pen ſhall neuer diſſwade me from it. 
And whereas pou perſwade ms to enter into the ſtate of Patrimo- 
np, I cannot but think that the great deſire pou haue to do me god; 
- doth ſo dimme your vnderſtanding ,fhat you perfectly know not 

what will do me good, other-wiſe vou would not go about to bzing 
me (as pou ſay)out of Gods bleſſing into the warme Sunne. Foz it 
vou know the commodities of that life which J now leade, and con⸗ 
ſidered the diſcommodities of that life you would haue me to leade, 
I know pou would neuer counſaile me to cleaue to the one, a leaue 
the other: in this ſuch quiet, in that ſuch care: in this ſuch purity, in 
that ſuch p2auity:in this ſuch ver tue, in that ſuch vanitp:in this ſuch 
tontentation, in that ſuch veration:in this ſuch calmenes, in p ſuch 
ſcoʒmes:in this ſuch ſafety,in that ſuch ieopardy:in this ſuch felici⸗ 
ty, in that ſuch miſery : that J much muſe that yon pour ſelfe mur⸗ 
mure not at the miſeries in marriage, and ſ&ke to be ſetled in the 
ſ wert ſolace of ſingle life againe. 

The people called Maſſegetes, lining in mountaines without 
houſes, enacted this law amongſt them, that enery inhabitant ſheld 
haue two Zunnes oz Fats: in the ane ſhaulvlic the huſband, ſons, 
and men ſeruants: in the other the wiues, daughters, and maid ſer⸗ 
uants:thep neuer cate together but on holidaies, and may not law⸗ 
kullp lie together but onelp once a weeke. Pompeius hauing occaſt- 
on to trauell that wap, demanded of them why they liued in that ſe⸗ 
parated ſozt 2 They anſwered him, the Gods haue giuen them but 
ſhoꝛt time to liueon the earth, which they meant to ſpend quietly, 
which being together with their wiues, they ſaid they tould neuer 
do. And Lycurgus himſelfe, whom you alledge in commendation of 
marriage, was almoſt of the Mcflagetes minde , foz he willed men 
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not to lie continnally with their wines , but to ble their company 
ſeldome and by ſtealth: whereby you may ſce that mariage is a dan⸗ 
derous thing, and daintily to be dealt withall, and that he had neede 
to be armed with moꝛe peercs then J am, that chall venture vpon it. 
Foz mp part. it peu be ſo cantent, I meane to continue as J am, and 
not to change fo2 the woꝛſe, and with Glaucus to giue Golden har⸗ 
neſfſs foꝛ Diomedes his bꝛaſen, oꝛ a pꝛetious ſtone fot Barley coʒne 
with Aeſops Cocke His father ſœeing how he was bent. willed him 
to doe as he would, and halle angry left him to his owne liking. 

J haue hitherto (Gentlewomen) done pꝛu ſom wꝛong. in framing 
my talke to the condition aud capacity of theſe Gentlemen, who, as 
pou heard at dinner, held ſo whetly that learning was not neceſlary 
fo2 a Captaine:now J will perſoꝛme my p2omile to pou, and J wilt 
not onelp pap vou the p2incipal, but becauſe pou haue ſo quietly fo? 
boꝛne pour due ſo long, pon ſhall heare J will peeld pou ſome inte⸗ 
reſt beſides, 3 

May it pleaſe vou then to kngk, that Alexius ſcing how deſirons 


his father was to haue him marrp, thought it he part ot an obedient 


Child, to aply himſelfe to the pleaſure of his Parents, and to enter 
into the trade of lifs wherin his father befoze him had traded: wher⸗ 
bpon he ſomewhat intermitted his carneff ſtudy, and began te per⸗ 
uſe thoſe bokes which treated but of little learning: and in ſtead of 
Scholes , frequented thoſe places, where at the firf being a freſh 
man, foꝛ the pꝛinciples of his ſcience, he was taught with lokes,not 
with letters, and with the eyes, not with the mouth: well, in ſhozt 
ſpace, it foꝛtuned one of his god inſtructours, by lending him a 
loke,tolearne him ſuch a leſlon (as beſt wittes are ſoneſt caught by 
Cupid) that he could not be quiet til! he had gotten out alone by him 
— perfectly to conne it: Wherehe ſaid it without Coke in this 
ot. 
J perceiue now that ſaying is true, that the greateſt Clarkes 
are not the wiſeſt men, and that in reſpect sf experiente learning is 
little to be counted off. J oz Je the fœliſhneſſe of my father ( if it 
were poll ble there ſhould be any in him) to be farre better then my 
wildome and learning. Me onelp knoweth what is pꝛoſttable. what 
is pleaſant foꝛ me. He knoweth, and he told me, but J would nor 
then bolcrue him, that the married life is the oncly lite. Nel now 
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A ce it to be ſo indeed. Good GSO D, what did thoſe loning lokes 
onelp (which the louely wench caſt vpon me) do me; what then 
may J iudge of the reſt, if onelp looks like meſo well no, ne⸗ 
aer any other woꝛke of other mens, oꝛ inuention of mine owne, ne⸗ 
uer any hilkozp,commedy, oꝛation, oꝛ verſe, haue pꝛocured me halſe 
the pleaſure , as is beautifull Boke hath. There foze now fare⸗ 
well Minerua, wel come Venus: fare-well Ariſtotle, wel- come O- 
vid: fare - well Muſes, wel tome maides: fare- well Learning, wel⸗ 
come Ladies. But what, ſhal 7 thus neglect Gods cõmandement, 
wildomes loꝛe, my fathers heſtes, and give my ſelle oncr to fonde 
and fooliſh lone 2 Why, as though God allowed not of marriage, 
as though Pallas her ſelfe were not ſubiect to loue, as though mp 
father him-ſelfe did not in a manner fozce me hereto? Pes J will e⸗ 
uidently let this my goddeffe vnder tand mp god will, J will hum⸗ 
bly craue her loue againe, J will make my father pꝛiup to mp pꝛac⸗ 
tile, will cauſe all the friends that J haue to further the marriage 
betweene vs. 

Now this young Punic, hauing perfectly learned his firſt leſſon, 
Eliking it very wel, was taking fozth another leſſon, he was taught 
now fo:\@th his parts of ſpech, he was dziuen to ſpeake foz him⸗ 
ſelfe,to pzcfer many pitifull pꝛavers, to feigne,to ſlatter, to vow, ta 

zomiſe, to ſweare, to make verſes, to write letters, and to vſe all 
meanes to p:oug his owne loue, t to purchaſe hers:and this lecture 
alſo liked him wel inough, ſoz that in that he was otherwiſe a god 
ſcholler, and indued with a god wit, he was well able euerpy wap to 
diſcharge it, + belides that, the Gentlewoman ſeemed at length al⸗ 
moſt willing to be won to his will. Then he pꝛoterdeth further in 
his bearning, and came to his numbers, he was dꝛiuen to number x 
tell out his coine, x to bup Kings, Tables, Chaines, and ſuch like, to 
ſend to hs Piſtce Te as tokens of true loue, to linke fixing ,and to 
bind faſt the bargaine. After this he attapned to the knowledge of 
the Articles, fo now articles muſt be dꝛawne of their agremẽt, her 
ioynter mult be apointed, al the conueiances cõcerning tis contract 
are cõcluded. This leſlon nether diſlikt him, foꝛ that his father was 
able cucry way founc it. And thus 5 mariage is conſumated. 

Now foz2 recreation after his ſtudy , his exerciſe alwa:cs was 
either to triumph of his owne happineſſe, either to trifle and = 
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with his Piſtriſle, eyther in verſe curiouſly fo commend her, oz cls 
in p2oſeltuely to paint foꝛth d pꝛaiſe of women: And amongſt ma⸗ 
ny other his frantick fancies , he pꝛeſented in writing to his wife 
this much in effect. 

As it ſomewhat caſeth the afflicted to vtter their annoy, ſo ng 
doubt it greatly enereaſeth our happineſſe to expꝛeſſe our isy:and J 
am peꝛſwaded that all the delightfull things we ſie, all the toyfull 
things we heare, and all the pleaſaunt things we fele,wonid pꝛo⸗ 
ture vs little pleaſure , if wee had nomeanes to manifeſt them, 6: 
krends to impart them to: Therefaze 4 will vnkoulde mp iopes to 
my iop, my pleaſures tomy Paragon, my mirth to my miſtris. Fo: 
who euer ſwam in fuch ſeas of delight⸗ who euer bathed in moꝛe 
perfect blis: Foz firſt, what conld J haue wiſhed moꝛe of God, then 
tt haue mine owne father the author, the beginner, the perſwader, 
tho pꝛactiſer, the furtherer, e finiſher of my felicity : to impart vw? 
to me his counfell;to depaꝛt with his toyne, to giue me his goods, 
to leaue me his Lands, and to doe moꝛe foꝛ mee then J had either 
reaſon to requir,o2 ſo much as durſt to deſire: O father, thou onely 
knoweft how to bleſſe thy Childzen . Then what moꝛe happineſſe 
could happen vnto ms then to haue a wife, whol countenance coue- 
teth onely to content me, whoſe lookes arc framed onelp to mp ly⸗ 
king, whoſe wo2ds are only wzeſted to my will, whoſe deeds ar on⸗ 
ly directed to my delight, whole beauty then the Sunne beames is 
moꝛe bright, whoſe bounty, wit, and vertu, is moꝛe rare then to be 
tompꝛehended in a moztall wight, who in chape Venus, in wit paſ- 
ſeth Pallace her ſelfe, who is the onely ſtar which giueth true light, 
who is the only woꝛſhip of the woꝛld, the cnely honcur of her age, 
the onely Pheenix of the carth : whoſe gouernment is ſuch. th at ſhee 
can guide her ſelf wiſel v in al companics,in all cauſes: whoſe diſ⸗ 
tꝛetion is ſuch,that ſhe can apply her ſelf fitlp toaltimes, to al p'a- 
tes, to al perſons, who loueth me ls loiallp, that I cannotbutlike 
it, who honoꝛeth me ſo dutifullv, that J cannot iooke foꝛ moꝛe, who 
at al times entertaineth me ſo courtcouſlp , » J cannot but be con- 
tent with it: who dayly filleth my cares with ſuch ſugred wozds, 
they carmot but delight me:who at bord fedeth me ſo daintily that 
a pꝛince would be glad of it, who at bed ce mfoꝛteth meſo cher tulip 


that the Gods themſelues would accept of it? O Piltres cnelp 
then 
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thou koweſt how to make thy huſband happy But what maruell 
is it to ſ& a god trebzing foꝛth god frnite * What wonder is it to 
ſe one woman god , when there are none ill; and how is it poſſible 
that there ſhould be any ill, when the matter wherof they are made, 
and the cauſes whereof they come, are right god? G oꝛ firſt they are 
made of the purifted mettall of man, wheras man was made of the 
groſſe earth. And as in ſtilles, out of hea: bes is gotten pure water: 
ſo out of man was gotten ð pure mettall of women, as may plainly 
be perteiued by the fineſſe of their fourme , by the ſoftneſſe of their 
fieſh,by the clereneſſe of their co!lour,and ſuch like. Then to the 
conſtitution of their bodies, they are moſt commonly cold, by reaſon 
whereof they are moſt patient, modeſt. mild, and merciful, moſt con⸗ 
ſtant without lightnes, moſt continent without leudnes neither ol⸗ 
fend either in exceſſe of meat, either in fleſhly heat, ſo often as men 
of fiery and hot complexions do. And as their bodies are molt per⸗ 
fect,ſo alſo their ſoules are moſt pure. Foz wheras men receiue fro 
Adam oꝛiginall inne, women are altogether (if J be not deceiued) 
boyde of that infection. But notwithſtanding this perfection wher⸗ 
with they are indued(vet all things moſt excellent are euer moſt en- 
uied) there want not thoſe which want ſo much gouernment , that 
they will not ſticke earneſtly to inutigh agaiuſt the noble femenine 
ſexe, and amongſt the reſt (as who is lo bold as blind Bapard) Man- 
tuan, like a mad man, moſt rudely and raſhly raueth and rayleth a⸗ 
jainſt them. But his woꝛds are ſo vopde of wit, and his rayling ſo 
without reaſon, that if he were a liue, I thinke him rather with toꝛ⸗ 
ments to be confounded, then with arguments ts be confuted. es 
foꝛe him Ariſtotle, as an Aﬀe,ſotted with ouermuch ſtudy, maketh a 
great ſpeake, ſaying, women arc monſters in nature:and he allea⸗ 
geth a pꝛofound reaſon to pꝛoue it, fo2 that Nature ( fo:ſooth ) al- 
wapes intendeth to bꝛing foꝛth that which is moſt per fett, and ther⸗ 
foꝛe would bꝛing foꝛth only men, if ſhe might. a pithy argument: he 
reaſoneth, as though it were graunted him, that men were moe 
perfect then women, which with all his Philoſophy he neuer chal⸗ 
be able to pꝛoue. And if he make this reals that y male is euermoꝛe 


perfecter then the female, natuer her ſelfe will quickly — 1 
who in molt of her creatures hath made the female kar moꝛe perfect © 


then the male, And not to vſemanyinſtances , what nede we goo 
any 
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farther theu tanũ der the kind of Baukes , where we ſhell! fie the 


"Goſhauke karre better then the Toffell , the *Gerfalcon then the | 
Gerin; tho Laner then the Laneret, the Sparhaune then the Mul⸗ 


kef,and'ſo of all the reſt. But Ariſtotle can mate a betteyrcaſ@n,fog 
that women by mutuall coniunction reteiue their perfection frem 
men, a realon truly without all reaſon. what woman was euer moe 
peꝛfect then the virgin Mary who neuer knew manehen the Ro- 
man beſt ali dirgins athen dur vowrd virgins, who tentiuned the 
whole routſc of their life without the cempeny ol inen? Fut Cery 
(forſoth) being a maide, deſired tobe made a man. Put will you 
know the cauſe-Not for that ſhe coricted to be of the kinde of men: 
but thatſhe might be free from the futhineſſe which men did fozer 
ber to, (foꝛ betare ſhe had beene raueſhed by Neptune) like as ihr 
litle. chicke ; being caught. by the kite, would wit al his hearfhe 
Weare u Rite, and pet the binde of Hitcs is not to be thought better 
then the chicllen. But ta leaue Ariſtotle his rapling rraſons, and fs 
reaſon indifferently to the matter, what one perfection any wap ar 
men indurd withall, that women want? Do men (J lap I either in 
natu ral witz either in politicke gauernment, rithex in valianttdu⸗ 
rage, either inſkill. and leaming rither in vert ae and luuing, any 
thinge extel them: And firſt for wit. Arrſtotle himſelfe pꝛoueth them 
to bo moꝛe apt in wit, foꝛ Þ they ar moꝛe ſoft in fleſh:c we onrſclues 
haue a tommon ſaping among vs that wemen are nturr without 
an extuſe, which is a ſure ſigne of a mot ſhazpe and rad wit? 
And it X were driven to ul enge cramplis of witty women, I cbald 
recite whole ctountryes, to wit, Flaunders,Hcllard, Zeland ę moſt 
of the Low countrpes, where the women wittily:deate with all 
things, diſcretely 82der their houſhoulds, courteouſip entertaine 
ſtrangers, and wiſely. wield moſt mighty affaires, wheress ſhe 
men deale onely with drinke. a like drunken doltes lie bnd er tte 
boꝛd. In France aàlſo, the Gentlewomen generally are moꝛe witty in 
woꝛds, x eloquent in talks then men, The like no doubt truely may 
be repozted of diuers other nations, Then foz politick gouernement, 
it is kelp that they, who can gouerne themſeiues e their affections 
diſcretely, their families and houſhoulds o2dcrlp, are to ſeeko'in' 
9 politicke gouernement of publickematters?Fo2(nodonubt)itis far 
mo2ceaſie to ſe witily into other — then into our one: 
a» ane 
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and Tolon faith , that they only are fit to gonerne other, who can 
well guide themſelues: neither is the difler onte ſo great betwene 
« pꝛiuate family and publique ſotietie, but they which cam gonerne 
the ane may wield the other. Againe, ſeeing in matters or loue 
(which blinde the wiſeſt men that are) women can deale ſo poli⸗ 
tickly, that though they themſelues beare greate affection to men, 
pet they will ſo handle the matter, that they ſhall humbly make 
ſute unto them, and earneſtly deſtre them to that, which they of 
themſolues moſt earneſtip deſtre. Seeing in pꝛiup ſtelths they can 
pꝛactiſe ſo politiely, that their haſbands, though neuer ſa warp, 
ch all neuer beware of if, but rather the moꝛe they are deceiued, doats 
the moze of thenn is it to be thought they are to learne of men, 03 


anp way infertour to them in the conueigh of ozdinary accidents 


and matters of common moment 2. But women are not admitted 
to the adminiſtration ofthe common wealth e but what fozſooth is 
the cauſe 2 Foꝛſooth the malicious ſpite of men: and I map ſay to 
mio ſelto, it ſtandeth vs vpon ſs to do: fo2 if they ſhould be allowed 
ta executs publique offices , whereby their difcreete and good go⸗ 
neruement might be generally k&n2wnso, it were great!ip to be fea⸗ 
rod that we ſhould bo ſet to the clout and kitchin another while, and 
they placed in thoſe offices which we now (not ls woꝛtho of them) 
w2onglally vfurpe. And pet to the intent al ſuch bright tights ſhould 
not be put vnder a huſhell, it hath pleaſed God to ſet ſome of them 
onthehules of high efate,togtns light of life and good gonernment 
ta the wh e wozld : as namely the wife ol Aeneas named Lauinea , 


after his death gouerned the moſt turbulent fate of Italy, with ſuch - 


politcy and wiſdome , that though the title of her huſband to the 


kingdome were vory tickls, being a Troyan and ſtranger, though 


her neighyoars on euerp ſide were giucn ta ſpopling, incroching ,. 
oppreling , and vſarping , pet ſh: kept her people in peace , and her 
kingdomequiet , vntili her ſonne Aſcanius came to ripe prares, and 
then ſafely ſet him in the regal ſeate and roval dignity al his father. 
As Debora fo2 her wit and pollicy was appointed Judge oner the 
Iſraelites, by whaſe counſcll and courage that conragions Cap- 
t uns and cappitaliencmp to the Jſraclits , named Sycera, was fab- 
did. A could aleadge maſt fruitful examples of molt freſh e famous 


memoꝛp, of the nobis gonernment of women, it were lawfatl — 
| ere 
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man. n: a : | 
Therfo2e to the 3. point, which is valiant courage: wherein ire 
our ſelues cone ſie the m to be ne thing inferie2 tne vs, in hat we 
fay, women are alwaies teſirons of ſoucraignty, which enivently 
argueth a noble and haughty mind. Bcfides that he w much wea⸗ 
ker their bodies are then mens, ſe much the moꝛe ſtringth and ver⸗ 
tue is contained in their minds. Loꝛ it is the Juſtice of Gi deems 
monly to ſupply the debility of the body, with the might of the 
minde. Againe low much ſho:ter lined thep are themmen, acco2- 
ding to Ariſtotle his opinicn , ſo much'the mo2e vertue of body and 
mind they are invucd with ail, Like as by daily experience weſee 
that thoſe childꝛen which are deſtincd to death in the pꝛime oflife, 
are far moꝛe witty, deſtriet, and pi rfect cucrp wap, then thoſe who 
haue long time grented them to live on earth. Laſtly, it particulari⸗ 
ties might pꝛoue a generalitr, what man was ener mote toꝛagious 
then Semiramis, who in the habite and apparell of a man, gonerned 
the Aſſirians moſt ceuragiouſip: T hen Temirisʒ who line the migh⸗ 
ty King Cyrus molt valiently?Then the wincs ot the Citp of Scio, 
who repulſed their tnemies moſt rep:oachfuliy:with mfmitother, 
who in ſtoulnes of ffomack; and ceuragicuſtes of mm, haue ban 
equal to any men, that tuer had any pꝛaiſe of his pzoweſſe and ver⸗ 
tue. The fourth point is Learning, which to be pꝛoper as it were 
to women, map be pꝛoued by this, that the Muſes, the autkoꝛs of all 
L earning, were women. It may be ſaid, that the peeple called the 
Latines, lent bs much learning: but it muff be ſaid, thut a women 
named Nicoſtrata fiſt taught tht m their Letters. It map be ſaid, 
that Athens hath beene the authoꝛ of many Artes; but it muſt be 
faid, that Aſpaſia inſtructed Pericles the Duke therof in Learning. 
Solomon was moſt wife and learned, pet Saba was able to diſpute 
with him. Zenobia had learned ſennes , but ſhee her ſelſe taught 
them. So tt at it is euident that women are rather the autłoꝛs of 
Learning, then any way inferis2 to men in Lratnirg. The lat 
point is vertuous life. Alas it grieueth me to thinke how farre we 
come behind in this compariſon. How ſtrange is it to hcare a wo⸗ 
Aa 3 man

nan to bea (wearer, a ſtealer, a murtherer, a fraifo2,a rebel, an ex- 
toꝛtianer, a periurer, a coſener, 02any ſuoh line? To our ſhame: J 
ſpeake it. weo wall in wickedneſſe: D hardi agane is it to 
find a man of a continent conuerſation, of modeſt manners, of mild 
mind,ofgentlodiſpoition,of courteous inclination;ofpittifull hart: 
To their p2aiſe J ſpeake it, woemen abound in ti;oſe vertues . So 
that ta ſpeak indifferentiybetweene the life of men, and woemen, is 
as ſmnnch difference as betw on light and daxknelle, between vertne 
and vice, boten God and the Diuell. Thertoꝛe ſeing woemen er⸗ 
tell men in percection of body and ſoule, in wit and goyernment, in 
courage, in leirning, in lite a id conuerlation, What maruaile is it 
if my Miſtris mine mo Happy? Kat wonder is it il che win me to 
her will ITL hat mad do 3 doſerus it I ſera her all the dayes of my 
lie: Foʒ dutu no dau is due vnto her, and I thimlic my ſcrutce not 
ſufficient to ſhew the goon will which Jam bound to beare her. 

Bou haus heard (Gentlewoemen) what p:aiſe Alexis fo2 his 
Miſtris ſake hath beſtowed vpon pou ail, which & daubt wil d:ine 
vou into ſo gosd opmion of pour ſclues, th it you wil thinke ſo mean 
a man as my ſelfe nat wo2thy of your company: but J would with 
vou to take he, toꝛ in ſo doing pꝛu might ſhew your ſelues to want 
that wit and curteſie which Alexis hath attributed onto pou: and 
if you pꝛooue him faiſe in one popnt, it is like he hath lyed in all the 
reſt. But to (peak my fancy fraly o? the praoſe which he hath gi⸗ 
uen you; though ſome perticular examples beſo manifeſtlp true, 
that all the woꝛld dath acknowledge them, yet his gencrall reaſons 
are altogether ſophilkicall and full oc fallacies, ſet fo:th without any 
liuelp couloz, only with keigning and painting: and the ſine Marble 
pou know:nevcth no painting, that is nedfull qulp fot ragged 
walleg. Imeane not that he meant woemen are zagged Walles, 
and therefode painted them out in ſuch ſoꝛrt: but ſurelp the ſequcle 
ol his doings is ſuch that it euidently appeared he thought not ſo 
well of woemen indeed as he ſet fo2th in wordes. Fo: now fozſooth 
he is deſirous to he farther learned, and ta take foꝛth a new leſlon; 
hs leaueth his foꝛmer leſlaus with deſpairc, and pꝛocceding to de⸗ 
tlendons he beginneth naw er line: n * beſ ally ta him 
lelfe in this dt. EE 11 
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God God, I ſ& there is ſaciefy of all thinges, and Mony it ſelfe , 
if one haue to much of it ſemcth nothing ſweat vnto him. Vow 
bnptcaſant now lemeth the pleasure of dallvinx with my Bifres

I ſe Moemen the way to w2ack and rune TAhich ſceing 
Ile, ſha'l J wilinily wozk ming owne betruction? thall J greedi⸗ 
ly deuourethe bapt which 1 know hath ahooke hidden in it to hurt 
me: ſhal I frequentthe pleaſure, which 3 know wil turne to por⸗ 
ſon? ſhal J continue her company which wil connert to mp confu- 
ſen: ſhall A with the Doageredire ad vomitum ? ſhall J with the 
Diuol diſcendere ad infernum? ſhall I pꝛeter a'fapre wife befoze a 
bertuous life, my jGoddcfſe befoꝛe my God: tranſitozy pleaſure 
befoze eternall bliſſe? No, let me ſirſt ſeek my beloued, who is gone 
do wne into his garden to theboddes of Spicery to gather vp Kil⸗ 
lies, £ then ſhal I know how to lone mp carthiy beloued as % ought 
to do. irſt let me lap vp ſo2 my ſelfe treaſure in Deauen, and then 
ſhall J cnioy true pleaſure in Earth. Firt!:t me ſcek the Yeauen- 
lp kingdome, & then ſhal L abound meorthlpbliſſe. Firfit let me 
learne ts lerue my Loꝛd aright, x then Chal J ſerue mp Lady with, 
out anp vainc delight.

ons, he altagether ſeperated himlelfe (row her companp, lekt trends

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and Countrey, and ſpent the remainder ot his life in pilgrimage 
and trauell. 

Pou Gentlemen map learne herebp, not to doate too much of 
wines or women, but to vſe them as neceffary euils, & that if you 
bee bidden to the heauenly banquet, you onght net to returne ans 
ſwere that you haue maried a wife,and therſoꝛe cannot tome: but 
rather to foꝛſake wife and wealth, and take vp the Croſſe of Chꝛiſt 
and follow him as Alexius did. 8 | 

”Gou Gentlewomen may alſo learne herebp, not to repoſe any 
permanent pleaſure in dalying with pour huſbands, but only to vſe 
their company as a ſolace to \weten the ſowznes of this life witl 
all, and to thinke that ſuch ſuperſtitions loue tou ards pour huſ⸗ 
bands, doth with-dzaw you from the true lone which pou ought to 
beare towards God. Tut I could pꝛeach better to vou in a moze 
pleaſant matter, J will leaue this text to ſome odde maſt Parſon, 
who while he is vnmarried, J warrant pou, will diſſwade yon ſo 
earneſtly frs ſuch idolatrous doting on pour huſbands, that he will 
not ſticke to tell pou beſides Scripture, that pou ought to hauen - 
reſpect of perſons, but to loue an ather man,oz himſelfe, ſo wel a 
your huſbands, ; 
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
